“Mayor “ Thomas Koch 
will be sworn in for a fourth 
term Monday at the new 
Central Middle School’s au- 
ditorium. - 

The inaugural ceremony 
will begin at 6:30 p.m. on 
Monday, Jan. 6 at the mid- 
dle school located at 875 
Hancock St.. Central is the 
fourth different venue for 
Koch’s inaugural. His ‘pre- 
vious inaugurals were at the 
‘Boston Marriott Hotel in 
Crown Colony, North Quin- 
.cy High School, and most 
recently the new Quincy 
High School in 2012. The 
’ mayor decided to hold. his 
fourth inaugural at the new, 
$50 million middle school 
to give the public a chance 
to see the facility up close. 

“Obviously we have a 
beautiful new ‘building with 
a beautiful new auditorium,” 
said mayoral spokesman 
Chris Walker. “It’s appropri- 
ate to have an event like this 
there.” — 

“We're doing somethinga 
little bit different this year,” 
Walker added. “That’s all I 
can say.” 

Koch, jn an interview 
with The Sun shortly af- 


ter November’s election in’ 


which he ran unopposed, 
identified flood control and 
sea wall. projects, as well 
as planning a new Sterling 


‘Middle School and win- 


dow replacement projects 
in other school buildings 


as priorities for his: fourth ‘ 


term. The mayor also said 
the city would continue with 
improvements to infrastruc- 
ture, public safety, parks, 
and open space. 

“We're rhaking good 
progress on our infrastruc- 
ture but there is still much 
that remains to be done and 
we’ll continue to chip away 
at it. We’ve made improve- 
ments to our public safety 
areas with additional man- 
power in the Police Depart- 
ment in the last couple of 
budgets. We’ll look to con- 


tinue to beef that up. I think . 


we’ve made great strides in 
our parks and opén spaces,” 
Koch said during that inter- 
view. 

“We’re making good 
progress. We’re going to 
complete those things that 
we’ ve talked about and those 
things that are on the agenda 
and continue to move the 
downtown forward, as com- 


plicated as it is.” 

In addition to the mayor, 
all nine incumbent mem- 
bers of the City Council 
will’ be sworn in for new 
terms. Three members of 
the School Committee — in- 
cumbents Barbara Isola and 
Anne Mahoney and new- 
comer Noel DiBona, who 
topped the field in Novém- 
ber’s municipal election — 
will be sworn in as well. 

Members of the City 
Council will elect a new 
president at Monday’s cere- 
mony, and the School Com- 
mittee members will elect a 
new vice chair. Councillor 
Joseph Finn, who was re- 
elected to his seventh term 
as an at-large councillor in 
November, and School Com- 
mitteewoman Kathryn Hub- 
ley, who is midway through 
her first four-year term.on 
the committee, will likely 
be elected to those positions 
respectively. (Koch, as may- 
or, serves as the chairman of 
the School Committee.)

The Plan A form of government returned ‘to Quincy 
after an eight-year absence as Amelio Della Chiesa was 
sworn into office. 

Della Chiesa, who served as the ceremonial mayor un- 
der the Plan E-City Manager Charter for four years, de-" 
livered his inaugural address in the City Council Cham- 
ber. 

The mayor called for, “a more equitable distribution 
of tax assessments throughout the city.” He recommend- 
ed that, “our Board of Assessors approach the New Year 
with a determined effort to bring about an equitable tax 
distribution of all properties in our city.” 

Mayor Della Chiesa’s other recommendations includ- 
ed: 

More off-street sichtie: retention of Old Colony pas- 
senger service and encouragement of further industrial 
development in areas zoned for industry.

Souther Tide Mill was . 


once the only mill in the 
country to have retained 


both a grist mill and saw 


mill. 

In 1991 the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts de- 
clared the mill to be an en- 
dangered historic building 
and phyiéed it on the Historic 
Properties list. ‘This atten- 
tion from the State made it 


‘clear that the mill was worth 


the time and money to re- 
store the building, and the 
City formed a partnership 
with Friends of Souther Tide 
Mill to preserve and restore 
the property for future gen- 
erations. With City, State 
and preservation funds; 
corporate donations; and 
the raising of funds through 
Friends of Souther Tide 


Mill, we have’ been’ ‘able to” 


‘continue preserving the mill 
and restoring it to its former 
historic function, this all 
taking place in its beautiful | 
setting in the marshes on the 
Quincy waterfront. 

As for the waterfront, the 
original town landing settle- 
ment of 1634 was to become 
the setting for Quincy’s new 
mill. In the early 1800s the 
area was largely salt marsh 
and meadows. In 1802 
Ebenezer Thayer, a mer-

chant of Boston and Charle- 
stown, bought 39. acres of 
land that extended from the 
Town River to Washing- 


ton Street; which was then’ 


known as the Hingham- 
Quincy Turnpike. In June 
1806, Mr. Thayer built the 


‘mill and put in a dam to 


power the grist mill. By. 
1814 he sold the property to 
Daniel Stetson of Charles- 
town, who in 1815 sold it to 
John Souther. In Hingham, 
Souther was established in 
his family’s business, which 
was shipbuilding. 

John Souther moved to 
Quincy Town and built his 
home at 356 Washington 


Street, which is still stand- 
“ing. “He- carried out several ” 


operations on the site: not 
only a grist mill but also a 
saw mill and a shipyard. In 
addition, he built a wharf. 
He and his son John Lincoln 


Souther operated an active 


shipbuilding yard on this site 
for nearly 60 years, building 
many schooners, sloops and 
brigs. Some were designed 
to haul Quincy granite be- 
fore the Granite - Railway 
was established in 1826. In 
addition, farmers from the

3 Storms Deplete 
City’s Snow Budget 


Three snowstorms that slammed the city during the past: 
two weeks have completely depleted the cify’s budget for 
snow removal, according to Mayor Joseph J. LaRaia. 

LaRaia could not estimate the cost of snow removal for 
the three storms but said that the $118,588 budgeted for such 
costs for the year, covered only, “most of the first storm.” 

The city will have to borrow or transfer funds to fight 
future storms this year. 

The city plowing crews could not keep up with the most 
recent snowfall and slicks of packed, glazed snow lined most 
of the city’s side streets and few main roads. 

$28.8 MILLION SCHOOL BUDGET PROPOSED 

School Supt. Lawrence P. Creedon planned to present 
a $28.8 million school budget for 1977-78 to the School 
Committee, up a comparatively tiny 1.4- percent over that 
of 1976-77.

You might 
still get the flu, but it will be 
less intense.” or 
Once someone: is. in- 
fected with the flu virus, the 
antiviral drug Tamiflu can 
be taken. While the drug 
can help reduce the length 
of the infection, it’s only ef- 
fective if taken shortly after 
symptoms begin, Cornwell 


’ explained, and most people — 


aren't, able to tell if they 
have the flu until that initial 
- period has passed. 

“Tamiflu is effective 
within the first 24 to 48 
hours,” Cornwell — said. 
“Most people don’t connect 
what’s going on that early.” 

Part of the reason people 
might pot realize they have 
the flu is because they may 
mistake their symptoms with 
that of a bad cold. Symp- 
toms of the flu can include 
a dry chest cough, fever, fa- 


tigue, and body aches, while.

Those who do have the 
flu, Cornwell said, should 


make sure to stay properly - 


hydrated, can take’ anti- 
inflammatories. (such as 
ibuprofen or naproxen) or 
acetaminophen, and should 
make sure to practice good 
hygiene, especially hand 
pes Medical attention 
so be required: 


Hand washing should be 
practiced by those. trying 
to avoid the flu, Cornwell 
added, because it can often 
be spread through contacted 
with objects such as phones, 
officé supplies, and _shop- 
ping carts. 

At risk individuals, in- 
cluding children, the elder- 
ly, those with weakened im- 
mune systems, and pregnant 
women, and those planning 
on. traveling . abroad, are

Top officials at Quincy 
Mutual remain optimistic 
about the $1.6 billion Quin- 
cy Center redevelopment 


project, despite the ongoing . 


delay in construction at the 
Merchants Row site... 

Quincy~ Mutual, whose 
Washington Street head- 
quarters. are located just 
steps away from the 1400 
block of Hancock Street 
where Merchants Row will 
be constructed, was one of 
the earliest backers of the 
downtown project. The in- 
surance company has nearly 
$20 million invested in the 
project. Jim Moran, the 
firm’s executive vice presi- 
dent, secretary and general 
counsel *said Quincy Mutual 
is optimistic that Merchants 
Row, known as Block 4 in 
the development plans, will 
be constructed. 

“We’re very optimistic 
and hopeful that the project, 
specifically Block 4 — Mer- 
chants Row, can be recon- 
structed and resurrected 
so that a: good mixed-tse 
building can be constructed. 
But it’s got to be reformu- 
lated and that’s the process 
that’s underway now. Hav- 
ing a good apartment, retail, 
and parking facility would 
be excellent. for the City of 
Quincy and the citizens and 
we’re hopeful that in due 
course we can all see some- 
thing to be proud of,” Mo- 
ran told The Sun in a recent 
interview. 

“We have been very 


involved in talking with 
Mayor [Thomas] Koch and 
the city administration and 
we’re so impressed with the 
leadership they are showing 
— that the mayor is showing 
— in terms of moving this 
forward. But, like-in any 
major development, there 
are fits and starts. There are 
ups and downs. That’s the 
point of the project we’re 
now at. Things have come 
toastop. We’re hopeful we 
can see it restarted and the 
mayor is doing everything 
he can to move it forward in 
that direction.” 

Downtown developer 
Street-Works stopped work 
on Merchants Row in the 
fall, citing a spike in con- 
struction costs throughout 
greater Boston. In Decem- 
ber, Koch told the Quincy 
Chamber of .‘Commerce 
he would request the City 
Council alter Quincy’s 
land disposition agreement 
(LDA) with the developer to 
reduce the amount of money 
Street-Works would be obli- 
gated to pay the city. 

Doug Briggs, Quincy 
Mutual’s president and 
CEO, said changes are need- 
ed to the LDA to make the 
project feasible financially. 
Construction, he added, 
could begin by the end of 
this year. 

“The mayor’s message at

fast was exactly right and 
that is that in order for this 
project to move forward in

in it is going to have to take 
less and: work together as a 
community,” Briggs said. 

“If everyone does. that, 
Merchants Row should be 
a financially viable project 
that a restructured develop- 
ment partnership can actu- 
ally build despite these set- 
backs. A realistic timetable 
to restart construction, we 
believe, is by year-end. If 
this happens, we will realize 
a transformation of Quincy 
Center that will make us all 
proud.” 

Quincy Mutual’s invest- 
ment in the downtown was 
a first for the company, 
which had invested in real 


estate before but not in any - 


development projects. Both 
Briggs and Moran said the 
project’s success is impor- 
tant to the company. 
“‘We’ve been here since 
1851 and the city is very 
important to us. It has a 
lot of culture and an awful 
lot to offer and that’s why 
we made the equity invest- 
ment. It’s not the type of 
investment we would nor- 
mally make as an insurance 
company but we’ve done 
it because this is where we 


live and work,” Briggs said. 


“It’s really important for us 
that the project is success- 
ful.” 

“This is our home com- 
munity and a quarter of 
employees in this: building 
are residents of the City of 
Quincy and another quarter 
of our employees live in the 
adjacent cities and towns,” 
Moran added. “What hap- 
pens in this area is so critical 
to the welfare of this com- 
pany and our employees and 
policyholders.” 

Street-Works’ _ project, 
Briggs said, is needed to 
revitalize Quincy Center.

Time Takes Toll 
On Brick Walkway 


Q: Years ago I laid down a brick walkway in my ‘back- 
yard using old building bricks. Lately I noticed that the 
bricks have become uneven. Some are crooked, but in 
other areas the bricks are sinking slightly, creating dips 
in the walkway. What’s going on? Can I fix this problem? 
-~ Chet B., Ocala, Fla. 

A: Walkways built with bricks (also known as pav- 
ers) can become uneven over time due to normal ground 
movement or a shift in the sand base on which such 
walkways are typically built. This leads to the problems 
you’ve described, with bricks that are out of alignment 
and a few depressed areas in the walkway. 

If the uneven bricks don’t present a safety problem, 
consider delaying a repair on these sections: You can try 
to move the bricks back into alignment, but that might 
not work without undertaking more time-consuming or 
costly repairs. 

The depressed bricks can be lifted back into place by 
repairing the base underneath them. Use a pry bar or oth- 


_ er lever to carefully lift up a sunken brick. Then, using 


one end of a sturdy piece of wood such as a two by four, 
tamp the existing sand down inte place. 

Put the brick back into the tamped-down section, tap- 
ping with a mallet if it doesn’t go in. Measure the differ- 
ent in height between the sunken brick and the surround- 
ing bricks. Remove the sunken brink and fill the section 
with sand (that has rocks and larger’particles screened 
out of it) up to the height of the measurement you took. 
Tamp down the new sand and remeasure the height, add- 
ing sand if necessary to bring the brick level. 

Once the brick is in place and flush with the surround- 
ing bricks, pour sand over and around the repaired brick 
so that it fills the crevices. Use a broom to sweep sand 
from the top of the bricks and into the crevices. 


HOME TIP: Pull or treat weeds that spring up between - 
paving bricks as soon as possible, before their roots have” 


time to spread. This helps keep a brick Kovlocrieind even 
over time.

She stated 
that the Jeep was backed up against a dumpster. She could not 
observe the rear of the vehicle but noticed that. the front license 
plate was completely concealed with a white. piece of paper. 
She stated that a female was in the passenger.seat and a male 
was pacing back and forth around the outside of vehicle. She 
Stated that male was skinny, pale faced and looked “very suspi- 


cious.” She stated the male appeared to be “tinkering” around ~ 


the rear of the vehicle. She became concerned that they were 
“up to something.” She approached the male and told him 
that he was in a private lot and he immediately became ner- 
vous and stated he was fixing his car. The male yelled for the 
female to get in the driver’s seat which she did.

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Old City Hall 
Project On Pace 


Inside Demolition Nearly Complete; 
Excavation For New Fountains To Begin 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Demolition inside the old 
City Hall building is nearly 
complete and the building 
remains on pace to be com- 
pleted early next year. 

Work on the old City Hall 
building, formally known as 
the James R. McIntyre Gov- 
ernment Center, began in 
September. The first phase 
of the project involved gut- 
ting the building, a process 
that is nearly complete ac- 
cording to Jim Edwards, 
president of architectural 


firm Holmes and Edwards 


and president of the Quincy 
Historical Society. Edwards 
said he is happy with ‘the 


progress being made on the 
renovation project, which is 
being undertaken by con- 
tractor Nauset Construction. 

“It’s going well — we’re 
making good progress,” Ed- 
wards said Monday. “We’ve 
got good cooperation with 
the general contractor, and 
we havea real outstanding 
job superintendent, Scott 
Southwick. He’s very much 
enthused about. the project 
and the team that’s been put 
together.” 

Currently, workers are 
underpinning, or strength- 
ening, the foundation of the 
building. Doing so will en- 
sure that the building meets 


modern building codes and 
will also allow the floor of 
the basement to be lowered 
approximately _15 inches 
to accommodate space for 
overhead ducts and pipes. 
“‘We’re in the process of 
underpinning the founda- 
‘tions, which need reinforce- 
ment because of the way 
they were built, because of 
new seismic and structural 
considerations we have to 
take into account and be- 
cause we want to lower the 
floor a little bit,’ Edwards 
said. “The old floor was in 
poor condition. In removing 
it, we alsg afford ourselves

Hedges Possible State 
Corrections Chief 


By FRANK McCAULEY 

Norfolk County Sheriff Charles W. Hedges (R-Quin- 
cy) was being mentioned as a possible successor to Cor- 
rections Commissioner George F. McGrath, if Governor 
John A. Volpe decides against reappointing the commis- 
sioner whose term expires in late January. 

The reappointment for Hedges has been frequently 
discussed among county officials and on Beacon Hill, but 
was publicly discussed last night on WBZ’s Newsmak- 
ers program by John Moran, executive secretary of the 
United Prisons Association. 

Moran said the new governor was under heavy politi- 
cal pressure to “dump” Commissioner McGrath, a Dem- 
ocrat who was appointed by Governor Foster Furcolo in 
1957, and reappointed by Volpe in 1962. (Editor’s note: 
It didn’t happen.) 

DECISION ON EXECUTIVE HOUSE FATE NEAR 

Quincy officials are faced with a “turning point” deci- 
sion, which will spell the difference between failure and 
success of high-rise apartment coiistruction on the South 
Shore. 

The developers proposed a 14-story, $3,190,000 apart- 
ment house at 1025 Hancock St. be built under terms of 
Chapter 121A of the State’s General Laws. The chapter 
provides that the developer can enter into a 40-year con- 
tract for payment of taxes to the city. 

Executive House developers propose to pay é an annual 
tax of 15% of the gross income from the apartments. They 
say this will amount to a minimum of $50,000 per year or 
about 17 times what the site is now yielding in property 
taxes. (Editor’s note: The project known as “The Execu- 
tive House” was built.)

McNamee will continue to 


serve as vice chairman of - 


the finance committee. The 
finance committee, «which 
reviews appropriations and 
holds hearings on the city 
budget, is one of three com- 
mittees composed of all 
nine councillors, along with 
the oversight and ordinance 
committees. 

The oversight committee 
will also have a new chair- 
man. Finn named Ward 4

_ Burst Pipes Cause 
Flooding At Pagnano Towers 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Twotimes in the last week 
water pipes burst inside Pa- 
gano Towers, causing flood- 
ing on the building’s first six 
floors both times. 

The first break occurred 
on Tuesday, Jan. 7. A two- 
inch sprinkler .pipe on the 
sixth floor burst that night, 
according to Quincy Hous- 
ing Authority Executive Di- 
rector Jim Lydon. The pipe 
burst after a window was left 
open in the west staircase of 
the 14-story, 156-unit elder- 
ly/disabled housing building 
on Curtis Avenue in Quincy 
Point. Single-digit tempera- 
tures, with a subzero wind 
chill caused by a strong 
west wind, meant the water 
inside the pipe “froze and 
burst open. 

“There couldn’t have 
been a worse window open 
in the building,” Lydon 
said. 

Once. the pipes thawed, 
floors 1-6 of the building

quickly flooded. Lydon said 
the building’s residents were 
safe, but the water damage 
did stop elevator service 
until the next afternoon. It 


‘also knocked out the build- 


ing’s fire alarm system and a 
fire watch was posted to the 
building until the fire alarm 
system was brought back on 
line. 

The second leak was re- 
ported around 10:30 a.m. 
on Saturday, Jan. 11. Lydon 
said that leak was likely a 
result of the pipes being 
re-pressurized after the first 
leak was stopped. 

“We think it was the re- 
sult of the first leak,’ Lydon 
said. 

After the second inci- 
dent, one of the building’s 
two elevators remained 
closed through the weekend 
and into Tuesday afternoon 
when The Sun went to print.

responded to both incidents 
immediately to help with the 
cleanup. There was no mon- 
etary estimate on how much 
damage was caused by the 
two burst pipes. Lydon said 
the biggest expense would 
be repairing the elevators. 
The leaks also caused water 
damage to tiles, carpets, and 
wallboards. 

“The rest was typical 
water damage you’d expect 
to see after floods,” Lydon 
said. “It will be a very labor 
intensive cleanup.” 

In response to the first 
leak, Lydon said the hous- 
ing authority is looking into 
whether or not stairway win- 
dows could be permanently 
locked to avoid a similar 
situation in the future. 

“We’re investigating 


with fire safety people if we 
can lock those windows per- 
manently,” Lydon said. “We 
don’t want to do that unilat- 
erally because we could be 
breaking fire code.”

Trees Offer Surprising Year-Round Insulation 


Q: An acquaintance told me recently that I could plant a 


* tree on the west side of my house to keep my summer cool- 
ing bills down. Well, I live in a colder northern state, and it 
just doesn’t make sense to plant a tree that would block the 
sun in the winter. My friend disagreed. What’s your recom- 
mendation? -- Susie in Madison, Wis. 

A: The great thing about trees is that they have the abil- 
ity to both keep your house cool in summer and warmer 
in winter. In Minnesota, a state study found that strategi- 
cally placed shade trees can reduce air-conditioning bills by 
nearly 25 percent, and a windbreak can reduce annual fuel 
bills by up to 20 percent. 

How does it work? It all depends on where you place the 
trees. 

In the northern hemisphere, winter winds generally blow 
in from the north or northwest. (In the Northeast, we also 
tend to get those wonderful winter nor’easters, but that’s 
another story.) Those cold winds can make it harder to heat 
your home as they drive in through vents or leaky window- 
and door frames. 

Plant a couple of trees on the side of your house from 


which these prevailing winter winds blow (the northwest - 


side or corner, most likely), and they’ll act as a windbreak.

Even deciduous trees that lose their leaves in the winter can 
provide adequate protection. 

To get the best protection from winds while allowing 
more winter sunlight to reach your home, choose trees that 
will grow higher than your homes roof eaves, with sturdy 
trunks and good branching. Deciduous trees will lose their 
leaves in winter so that the sunlight can filter in, while pe- 
rennials (like pines or firs) offer a green view year-round. 
You might even want-to mix these two types of trees. 

HOME TIP: Plant protective trees one to two tree lengths 
(based on the average height to which the saplings eventu- 
po will grow) from the house, but no farther.

againstit. There’s a sequence 
of operations on that. Prob- 
ably within the next month 
they'll. be excavating for 
that rear foundation for the 
new addition.” 

The new addition will 
be made of glass as well 
as granite repurposed from 
the old Quincy High School 
building that was razed last 
August.

Inside the building, work- 
ers have begun installing 
temporary reinforcement 
towers.

“We’ve got some holes 
in the wall to allow rein- 
forcement towers to be built 
inside, structural .compo- 
nents that allow the exterior 
components to be braced. 
What we have to do during 
this process is reframe ‘the 
existing floors, which are 
old, cut up pretty badly and 
don’t meet today’s code. We 
knew they didn’t, so part of 
the contract is to build these 
framing towers in there and 
brace the outside walls, 
Edwards said. 

“Once the outside walls 
are braced, we’ll start to re- 
move and reinstall the first 
floor and second floor fram- 
ing systems. At that point 
the bracing towers can be 
taken out — the new floor 
framing will. be bracing the 
outside walls.” 

Once completed, the in- 
terior.space on the second 
floor will house the 50-foot 
by 80-foot Great Hall. The

Quincy continued to stay 
out of the penalty box against 
a tough Duxbury team on 
Saturday afternoon.

He takes in everything 
we teach him and is always 
striving to learn more. He’ll 
always take us aside at the 
end of practice and asks can 
you help me with X, Y, Z. 
He recognizes where he has 
to improve and he hits the 
weight room hard. Peter re- 
ally balances strength and 
his technique together. He’s 
not afraid’ to go out there 
and mix it up, not matter 
who they are. 

“He’s a kid who any- 
one around the state at 120 
pounds, doesn’t want to 
face.

MLK Breakfast Speaker Harold Sparrow: 
‘To Be Successful, You Have To Have A Dream’

The keynote speaker at 
Monday’s . Martin Luther 
King, Jr. Breakfast said he 
used the Rev. Dr. King’s 
words to help shape his life. 
Harold Sparrow, the. se- 
nior vice president for the 
Greater Boston YMCA, was 
the keynote speaker at the 
breakfast; held Monday. at 
the Germantown Neighbor- 
hood Center. Sparrow told 
the crowd of nearly 300 
elected officials, commu- 
nity leaders, and residents 
on. hand that he draws in- 
_ Spiration from the words of 
the late civil rights leader. 
‘King’s “I Have A Dream” 
speech, for example, high- 
lighted the importance of 

having a dream or goal. 

“Martin Luther King 
said ‘I have a dream,’ In or- 
der to be successful in life, 
you have to have a dream. 
You’ve really got*to sit 
‘down and have a dream for 
your life. There’s nothing 
in this room that wasn’t an 


idea or dream in someone 
élse’s mind before it got 
here. It could be you — it 
might be your parents that 
were dreaming about you. 
It could be these lights, this 
building, this chair,’ Spar- 
row said. 

“You have to have a 
dream. So when I talk about 
Dr. King and the importance 
he had on my life, early on I 
knew I had to have a dream. 
I really found the power and 
the strength in having a vi- 
sion and I put that as one of 
the principles in my life.” 

Sparrow also cited a King 
quote about the importance 
of forgiveness. ~ 

“Forgiveness is not an 
occasional act, it’s a per- 
manent attitude,” Sparrow 
said, quoting King. “One of 
the toughest things in life is 


forgiving somebody, partic- 


ularly someone who really 
hurt you. The thing about 
Dr. King’s walk that was so 
powerful was people were 
mean to him, they put him 


in jail, they were Violent, 
but he forgave them none- 
theless. 
_enemies. 
“Now think about it. Is 
there anyone who ever did 
you. wrong? Is there any- 
body who ever lied to you, 
cheated on you, betrayed 
you? Ever had a girlfriend 
break up with you ora boy- 
friend kick you to the curb? 
I don’t know about you, but 
I don’t want to forgive them. 


» It’s hard to/forgivé people 


— it’s one of the toughést 
things you have to do.” 
Sparrow closed with a 
quote highlighted on the 
event’s program that ex- 
plained the significance of 
pressing forward no matter 
what life throws at you. 
“Dr, King said ‘if you 
can’t fly, then run: If you 
can’t run, then walk. If you 
can’t walk, then crawl. But 
whatever you do you have 
to keep moving forward,” 
Sparrow explained. “I 
would say to all of you, no

if he were alive today, and 


said many present for Mon- 


day’s breakfast were making 
strides in those areas. 
*“T wonder sometimes if 


Dr. King were here today 


what would he be talking 
about — what would his is- 


sues be today. We know, 


although some are reluc- 
tant about faith being talked 
about in the public square, 
that was truly the root of: 
Dr. King. Being a reverend, 
being a minister, was based 
on his faith and his beliefs,” 
Koch said. ' 

“If you had Dr. King here 
today on some of those is- 
sues I wonder what they 
would be. And I think all of 
us would cheer continue the 
battle on equality because 
we’re not there yet. We have 
a problem with human traf- 
ficking in our world. Perhaps 
it’s the unborn. Perhaps it’s 
those who are facing addic- 
tion — we need to do more — 


we need: more beds for those 


who are battling addiction. 


The homeless, the poor, 
the disenfranchised. I think 
when we all look at it and 
ask the question to ourselves 
we know the answer and I 
know a numberof people in 
this room. fight everyday on 
behalf of those causes.” 

U.S. Rep. Stephen F. 
Lynch spoke after the mayor 
during Monday’s ceremony. 
He remembered King for 
continuing to lead the civil 
rights movement despite be- 
ing attacked, beaten, impris- 
oned, and receiving death 
threats. 

“Dr. King really embod- 
ied the idea of tolerance 
in our, society and he was 
such a champion for the 
oppressed, for those who 
had no voice, for those who 
were disenfranchised. He 
had tremendous courage,” 
Lynch said. ’ 


“People forget that. Dr. - 


King was attacked during a 


speech in New York City. 


He was actually signing au- 
tographs when a woman ac- 
tually stabbed and. attacked 
him. And he was not intimi- 
dated. Even though it came 
close to killing him he kept 
working. He was impris-

Downtown Updates 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Councillor Doug Gutro 
submitted a resolution at 
Tuesday night’s City Coun- 
cil meeting calling for quar- 
terly updates on the $1.6 bil- 
lion Quincy Center project. 

The resolution filed by 
Gutro, the chairman of the 
council’s downtown and 
economic growth commit- 
tee, is similar to one filed at 
the start of the last council 
term in 2012 calling on the 
city and developer Street- 
Works to provide updates 
on the project every three 
months. Tuesday’s meeting 
was held after The Sun went 
to press, but Gutro said prior 
to the meeting that the proj- 
ect, halted because of rising 
construction costs, is at a 
key moment. 

“This is a defining time. 
for the downtown,” he said. 

Gutro, who formerly 
represented most of Quincy 
Center as Ward 5 councillor 
for five terms prior to being © 
elected at-large in 2011, was 
re-appointed as chairman of 
the downtown by new Coun- 
cil President Joseph Finn 
last week. Gutro said fe 
was grateful that he would 
‘continue on in that post. 

“IT am grateful the coun- 
cil president gave me the 
chance to keep continuity,” 
Gutro said. “I feel like I 
have a strong handle on all 
the activity down there.” 

In 2013, updates on the 
downtown project were pro- 
vided to the council twice 
— in June before the start of 
the Merchants Row project 
and then in November af- 
ter construction there had 
stopped. Street-Works of- 
ficials also attended a pre- 
construction meeting hosted 
by the downtown committee 
in January 2013 to update 
local residents and business 
owners on potential impacts 
caused by the construction. 

Not on Tuesday’s agenda 


were possible changes to. 


Quincy’s land disposition 
agreement (LDA) with the 
developer. During a speech 
at the Quincy Chamber 
of Commerce last month, 
Mayor Thomas Koch said 
he would seek to amend 
the agreement to reduce the 
amount of money the devel- 
oper would owe the city. 

Among the items that 
could be ‘altered or removed 
are $30 million to be paid 
to the city by Street-Works 
for district improvements; a 
payment of $10 million to 
be spent on public improve- 
ments throughout the city; 
the $10,000 Street-Works 
would pay per residential 
unit into the city’s afford- 
able housing trust fund; and 
altering the structure of pay- 
ments made in lieu of prop- 
erty taxes to the city. 

Amending the agreement 
with Street-Works would 
likely require a simple ma- 
jority vote, according to 
City Clerk Joseph Shea. 

The agreement with 
Street-Works was approved 
by the council in Decem- 
ber 2010 following a three- 
month long review period. 
The council voted 8-0 in fa- 
vor of the LDA at the time, 
with then-Ward 2 Council- 
lor Dan Raymondi recused. 
The current council has two 
members — Ward 2 Council- 
lor Brad Croall and Ward 5 
Councillor Kirsten Hughes 
— who were first elected in 
2011 and did not vote on the 
LDA. 

Gutro said he would like 
to have the first update on 
the downtown project take 
place before the council is 
asked to vote on any LDA 
amendments. 

In addition to the down- 
town _ resolution, Gutro 
re-submitted two others at 
Tuesday’s meeting. 

One resolution —- co- 
sponsored by Croall and

Here’s some of the important events that happened 
10 years ago. That’s right — the following occurred a 
decade ago during 2004: 

* Ronald Reagan, the 40" president of the U.S., died 
in Bel Air,-Calif. at the age of 93 on June 5. A funeral 
for the two-term President and 33™ governor of Cali- 
fornia was held in Washington, D.C. (June 11".) 

¢ Then Sen. John Kerry is nominated for President 
at the Democratic National Convention in Boston in 
July. Kerry loses to President George Bush who is re- 
elected in November but the convention casts a bright 
spotlight on future President Barack Obama who gives 
the keynote address before the assembled delegates at 

the FleetCenter (now T.D. Garden.) 

¢ The Boston Red Sox roar back from a 0-3 deficit 
in the: American League Championship Series to de- 
feat the New York Yankees in 7 games (Oct. 20) and 
go on to win their first World Series title in 86 years by 
sweeping the St. Louis Cardinals; four games to none 
(Oct.27). 

How about some events that happened i in 1994: 

Can you believe it’s been 20 ‘year since: 

* Quincy’s Karen Cashman won a bronze medal in 
short-track speedskating at the 1994 Winter Olympics 
in Lillehammer, ‘Norway. Karen, a 1989 graduate of 
North Quincy High School, is hailed a hero upon her 
triumphant return to the City of Presidents. 

Cashman — a member of the U.S. 3,000-meter short- 
track relay team — competed against some of the fin- 
est athletes in the world. In the spring that year, she 
was honored at an assembly at her alma mater attend- 
ed by 1,600 students, friends, family and community 
and municipal leaders. She received a number of gifts 
and commendations, including a piece of the track at 
Veterans Stadium where she began her stellar athletic 
career. : 

Later, at a luncheon in her honor at the Neighbor- 
hood Club of Quincy, Karen said she was overwhelmed 
by the tribute. 

“T am truly awed, overwhelmed and flattered by all 
of this,” she tells the capacity crowd in the main din- 
ing room, Admittedly not a fan of public speaking, she 
then mused: “Had I known I would’ve had to speak in 
front of all these people, I would have skated a little 
slower.” 

Locally, Cashman’s bronze-medal winning feat was 
the top feel good story of the year in Quincy. A gold- 
medal moment if you will for Cashman, her family 
and the city. 

But nationally, 1994 had some very tragic news. 

No doubt — come this June — major news organiza- 
tions will recount the deaths of Nicole Brown Simpson 
and her friend, Ron Goldman who are found murdered 
in June. Former football great O.J. Simpson is charged 
in the deaths and becomes a fugitive of justice. He’s 
finally arrested after a low-speed chase in a white Ford 
Bronco driven by his friend, Al Cowlings. 

The following October, Simpson is acquitted on 
murder charges in the “trial of the century.” Those who 
watched the trial on TV know exactly where they were 

when that verdict was read. 

Here are a few other major events that will mark 
milestone anniversaries this year: 

Thirty years ago this summer (July 19, 1984), Ger- 
aldine Ferraro is nominated as vice president on the 


Lo 


Democratic ticket with Presidential nominee Walter 
Mondale (July-19). In November, Republicans Ronald 
Reagan and George Bush are re-elected in a landslide, 
capturing 49 states (Mondale-Ferraro capture only 
Mondale’s home state of Minnesota and the District 
of Columbia.) 

The Reagan-Bush ticket wins $ Quincy — polling 
20,118 votes to Mondale-Ferraro’s 18,962 votes. 
Nearly 80 percent of the city’s 49,735 registered vot- 
ers cast ballots. 

If you follow the Royal Family, you may be sur- 
prised to learn Prince Harry will turn 30 this year — on 
Sept. 15. 

This August (Aug. 9) will mark 40 years since Pres- 
ident Richard Nixon resigned following the Watergate 
scandal. If you go on a White House tour, ask where 
the Presidential portrait of President Nixon hangs. You 
probably won’t get an answer. It is not visible any- 
where in the East Wing. 

And a side note: am I the only one who has grown 
tired of every political scandal ending with the word 
“gate?” The most recent dubbed “Bridgegate” involv- 
ing the staff of Gov. Chris Christie of New Jersey and 
lane closures leading to the George Washington Bridge 
that tied up traffic for four days. 

Watergate is called Watergate because that -was the 
name of the office complex where the Democratic 
National Committee’s office was broken into. The-in- 
cident and cover-up led to the downfall of President 
Nixon. 

Seems the media wants to add the suffix “gate” to 


everything involving any sort of political-public’ con-, 


troversy. Enough. already. 

For Beatles fans, next month will undoubtedly stir 
up fond memories for those old enough to remember 
George, Paul, John and Ringo’s debut on American 
television. The momentous event occurred on Feb. 9, 
1964 when the Fab Four took to the stage on the Ed 
Sullivan Show. Some 73 million viewers tuned in to 


hear the lads from Liverpool perform five songs: “All - 


My Loving,” “Till There Was You,” “She Loves You,” 
“I Saw Her Standing There” and “I Want to Hold Your 
Hand.” .. 

One last anniversary to mention and that occurs this 
June. And in my humble opinion, it should receive as 
much attention as possible. 

June 6 marks the 70% anniversary of D-Day — the 
invasion of France when 150,000 Allied troops landed 
on the shores of Normandy. By nightfall on that fate- 
ful day, 9,000 Allied troops were dead or wounded but 
more than 100,000 had made it ashore. 

It was a decisive victory for the Allied troops over 


Nazi Germany. Two months later in August, Paris had 


been liberated and then Germany surrendered, 
Among those. brave U.S. veterans who participated 
in D-Day were local servicemen. Many, unfortunately, 


- are not with us today but their sacrifice that day should 


long be remembered this June and every June. 

Those are just a few events that come to mind as the 
days unfold in 2014.

Both Ms. Dein and en- 
ergy technician David Scott, 
another recent city hire, are 
wonderfully qualified to 
lead the city toward a health- 
jer, more sustainable, less 
wasteful future. However 
they face substantial chal- 
lenges in getting us there. 

. First and most important, 
they will have to help the 
city meet its commitment, 
under the state’s Green 
Communities Program, to 
cut the city’s energy use 20 
percept by summer 2016. 


Only minor progress to-. 


ward that goal appears to 
have been made in Quincy’s 
first two and a half years as 
a Green Community, so we 
have much catching up to 
do. Yet we already know 
how to get most of the way 
to 20 percent, thanks to a 
city-commissioned study by 
the Boston-based Peregrine 
Energy Group. The 2011 
study recommends mea- 
sures like adjustments and 
- upgrades to HVAC systems 


in city buildings, occupancy - 


sensors to turn off lights in 
empty rooms, converting 
streetlights" to energy ef- 
ficient LEDs, retrofitting 
building equipment motors 
for pumps and other equip- 
ment with variable frequen- 
cy drives, and so on. 

_Other reductions may 
come from ongoing efforts 
to replace old city vehicles 
with more efficient ones and 
to retrofit schools with new, 
tighter windows--and from 
changes in old habits like 
idling parked vehicles and 
running electronics when 
they’re not in use. 

QCAN hopes to work 
with Ms. Dein and Mr. 
Scott to implement all these 
changes, which deserve the 
support of every Quincy 
resident. Reducing city en- 
ergy use by 20 percent will 
require financial investment 
by the city and lots of hard 
work by city officials, but in 
the end these improvements 


will more than pay for them- 
selves in a smaller carbon 
footprint, more breathable 
air, and, lower energy bills 
for the city.

Crime Stats 


Some time ago I plotted 
on a map of Quincy the inci- 
dents of petty crimes taken 
from The Quincy Sun’s po- 
lice log. 

I found that the major- 
ity of such crimes occurred 
in the south half of Quincy. 
Further, I found clusters of 
these crimes. I took a limited 
sample of only two months. 
A larger data base could 
have predictive value. 

The application of Bayes 
Statistics might pinpoint the 
time and location of a given 
crime before it happened. 


The police would patrol ac- 
cordingly. This could apply 
to fire and ambulance inci- 
dents. 

Ina close election, the ap- 
plication of statistical analy- 
sis would determine where 
to put effort and could make 
the difference between win- 
ning and losing. Those in- 
terested in learning about 
Bayes statistics can find 
popular and technical lit- 
erature in the public library 
system.

Tobin Favors 
Upgrading Downtown 


City Council President Arthur Tobin said he would be 
in favor of upgrading the downtown business and proposed 
building new stores on top air rights over municipal parking 
areas. 

Tobin, commenting on Mayor Walter Hannon’s proposed 
Downtown Redevelopment Authority, said urban renewal 
efforts should be kept out of residential areas and focus 
on Quincy Center and possibly the Wollaston and Norfolk 
Downs business districts. He noted that large amount of 
municipal property between the Adams Academy and 
School Street was used for parking lots and could be better 
utilized. 

“We should better utilize this land — it is being wasted. 
We should put the parking lots underground or ramp them 
and build stores over them,” Tobin said. “Some of the exist- 
ing buildings in the downtown area should be upgraded and 
some of them should be torn down to make way for new 
structures.” 

Tobin added that the city could not afford to let the down- 
town deteriorate further. 

“If the assessed valuation in the downtown area is al- 
lowed to depreciate, this loss would have to be borne by the 
already over-burdened taxpaying homeowner,” he said. “We 
must plan to increase the potential revenue of the downtown 
area. We must bring in more business‘and more good busi- 
nesses.” 

BRETT SUGGESTS THIRD HIGH SCHOOL 

In a letter to Mayor Hannon, Rep. Joseph E. Brett sug- 
gested the establishment of a third public high school in 
the city to alleviate overcrowded conditions at Quincy and 
North. Brett suggested siting the new school in the south- 
west portion of the city, to better accommodate students liv- 
ing nearby. 

“T believe a third high school could be established in the 
southwest section of Quincy at no greater cost than expand- 
ing the two present schools and would afford much greater 
convenience for students from both West Quincy and South 
Quincy,” Brett wrote. 

HOWARD JOHNSON’S SITE DEDICATED 

A granite marker noting the site of the first Howard John- 
son’s store was dedicated at the Wollaston MBTA station, 
near the corner of Newport Avenue and Beale Street. 

Howard D. Johnson opened the store in 1925 and it re- 
mained open until 1964 when it became one of the com- 
pany’s offices. The building, which burned down in 1969, 
lacked the chain’s distinctive orange roof but was still a 
Wollaston landmark. 

Speaking at the dedication, Johnson said Wollaston still 
held a special place in his heart. 

“I love Wollaston,” he said..“I was a member of one of 
the first classes to graduate from the Wollaston grammar 
school.” 

Johnson was joined by his son, Howard B. Johnson, at 
the ceremony. After the speeches and unveiling of the mark- 
er, the two Johnsons scooped ice cream and served it to dig- 
nitaries. The spoon used for the occasion was given to the 
Quincy Historic Society.

Despite acquiring a li- 
quor license for 2014 and 
informing the City Clerk’s 
office that the establishment 
would be closed simply for 
renovations, The . Alumni

The transfer of all busi- 
ness licenses held by Bel- 
Pro Inc., doing business as 
Alumni Café at 706-708 
Hancock St. to Michael 
N. Ly, of H and L Restau- 
rant Inc., doing business as 
Crystal Jade took place at 
last Tuesday’s meeting of 
the Board of License Com- 
missioners. 

The H and'L Restaurant 
Inc. corporation was formed 
last November specifically 
for the acquisition of the 
Alumni Cafe by Ly who re- 
sides in Burlington. 

“He’ll be the manager of 
the liquor license and he’ll 
manage the bar and alcohol 
serving aspect of the busi- 
ness,” said representing 
attorney Christopher Har- 
rington, who noted Ly was 
ServSafe certified with food 
handling as well as alcohol. 

There will be no altera- 
tions made to the size or 
shape of the building, which 
is currently a 96-seat restau- 
rant. No expansion of the 
bar, which will have eight 
seats and serve as an alcohol 
and beverage service station, 
is planned. The floor area 
will also not be expanded. 

“The proposed bar in this 
restaurant is substantially 
smaller than the bar that was 
at the Alumni,” said Har- 
rington. 

The size and usage of the 
basement will also remain 
unchanged. 

- “The present owner, Bel- 
Pro Corporation Thomas 
Bellotti, is in good standing 
with the city. They paid all 
of their taxes and all of their 
water bills,” said Chairman 
Joseph Shea. “I talked to the 
city treasurer today and the 
tax compliant paperwork is 
done.” 

All restaurant licenses

The Alumni Café; which 
served some of the South 
Shore’s most popular bar 
pizza for over 60 years and 
cemented itself as a Wol- 
laston staple, won’t reopen 
following its abrupt closnte 
in August. 

Despite acquiring a li- 
quor license for 2014 and 
informing the City Clerk’s 
office that the establishment 
would be closed simply for 
renovations, The . Alumni

The transfer of all busi- 
ness licenses held by Bel- 
Pro Inc:, doing business as 
Alumni Café at 706-708 
Hancock St. to Michael 
N. Ly, of H and L Restau- 
rant Inc., doing business as 
Crystal Jade took place at 
last Tuesday’s meeting of 
the Board of License Com- 
missioners. 

The H and'L Restaurant 
Inc.. corporation was formed 
last November specifically 
for the acquisition of the 
Alumni Cafe by Ly who re- 
sides in Burlington. 

“He’ll be the manager of 
the liquor license and he’ll 
manage the bar and alcohol 
serving aspect of the busi- 
ness,” said representing 
attorney Christopher Har- 
rington, who noted Ly was 
ServSafe certified with food 
handling as well as alcohol. 

There will be no. altera- 
tions made to the size or 
shape of the building, which 
is currently a 96-seat restau- 
rant. No: expansion of the 
bar, which will have eight 
seats and sérve as an alcohol 
and beverage service station, 
is planned. The floor area 
will also not be expanded. 

“The proposed bar in this 
restaurant. is substantially 
-smaller than the bar that was 
at the Alumni,” said Har- 
rington. 

The size and usage of the 
basement will also remain 
unchanged. 

- “The present owner, Bel- 
Corporation. Thomas 
~ Bellotti, is in good standing 
- with the city. They paid all 
of their taxes and all of their 
~water bills,” said Chairman 
Joseph Shea. “I talked to the 
City treasurer today and the 
tax compliant paperwork is 
done.” " 

All restaurant Hicenges 
including an alcohol license, 
common victualler license, 
pinball license, jukebox li- 
cense, and cabaret license 
were transferred under the 
name of Crystal Jade. 

Owners of Johnson’s 
Filling Station, which lies 
‘immediately adjacent to the 
Alumni Café at 700 Han- 
cock St., Kristen Johnson 
and Kimberly Beers shared 
concerns over parking be- 
tween the two businesses. 

Established -1n1924, 
Johnson’s Filling Station is 


Cafe was never reopened by 
owner Thomas Bellotti. 

Originally opened in 
1960 at 706-708 - Hancock 
St., the establishment was 
bought in 1996 by Bellotti 
from long-time owners the 
Player brothers and served 
as a meeting place for lo- 
cal politicians, high school 
students, and families alike 
looking to socialize, watch 
the game, or enjoy some 
Keno, all for a reasonable 
price. 


the oldest in Quincy and was 
acquired by Harris “Harry” 
Johnson in the 1970s and 
owned by him until his death 
in December of 2011. 

The station was divided 
equally and left to Kristen 
Johnson and Beers, his sister 
and daughter, respectively. 

“We are very concerned 
about the parking situation,” 
said Johnson. “We are im- 
mediately adjacent to the 
Alumni and we would like 
to know exactly what they 
have in mind for parking.” 
She explained that the sta- 
tion’s underground storage 
tanks (USTs) ~are usually 
filled overnight and are in 
an area which some people 
used as parking while going 
to the Alumni Café.

“We 
really have to decide or nail 
down’some kind of under- 
standing with the parking 
situation,” she said. 

Ly agreed and suggested 


he post. signs to dissuade 


parking in the area. He also 
agreed to restrict the usage 
of the building’s backdoor 
strictly for fire emergencies, 
not for takeout deliveries as 
the Alumni had used it. 

“That door is not actually 
their second egress. They 
have a second egress,” said 
Beers. .“This'-was not sup- 
posed to be a takeout door. 
We pretty much want to 
make ane it doesn’t happen 
again.” 

Ly wanted to bagi their 
relationship. on the right 
foot: “Eventually we’re go- 
ing to be neighbors so we

Governor, Keenan, Hold 
_ School Safety Roundtable 


State Senator John 
Keenan of Quincy recently 
joined. Gov. Deval. Patrick 
for a roundtable discussion 
with parents, educators, 
and state public safety and 
public health officials about 
school safety. 

At the roundtable, held 
in Revere, state legislators 
and officials heard concerns 
from parents,’ about, traffic 
safety, the need for quality 
after school . programming, 
and physical security to pro- 
tect against violent intrud- 
ets. 
The roundtable discus- 
sion came days after a 12- 
year old boy walked into 
a gym in Roswell, New 
Mexico and wounded two 
students with a sawed-off 
shotgun, and the question of 
responding to gun violence 


was a focus of conversation.: 


Keenan focused his com- 
ments on the need for ade- 
quate mental health services 
both in a school-based set- 
ting, and throughout com- 
munities. 

“We need to recognize the 
importance « of mental health 
services,” said Keenan, “and 
the intersection between gun 
violence and mental health. 
We have to assist parents, so 
that they know where to turn 
when they first see signs of 
depression or behavioral 

- challenges. We have to pro- 
vide proper resources and 
training to all school person- 
nel, and engage the medical 
community to help respond 
to concerns before they be-

come severe.” 

Parents spoke about the 
importance of feeling safe 
and secure in the school en- 
vironment, and had mixed 
responses to the idea of 
physical security systems 
such as metal detectors and 
identification requirements, 
saying that they cause stress 
on children, but might be 
necessary for safety rea- 
sons. 

“Providing better access 
to mental health services, 
and encouraging gun own- 
ers to safeguard household 
weapons if they see warning 
signs, can help address the 
issue before a threat arrives 
at a school door,” Keenan 
said. 

After the discussion, 
Governor Patrick signed 
Executive Order No. 548, 
establishing a Cross Secre- 
tariat Task Force on School 
Safety and Security. The 
Task Force will prepare by 
this summer recommenda- 
tions that will include best 
practices, which will- be 
made available to -school 
systems across the Com- 
monwealth. 

“While ‘the school - sys- 
tems in my legislative dis- 
trict have introduced com- 
prehensive school security 
and safety plans and poli- 
cies, it is my hope that this 
Task Force and the. recom- 
mendations it makes will 


prove helpful to them, and — 


prompt continuous review 
of their plans and process- 
es,” said Keenan.

Tank or Tankless Hot Water Heater? 


Question: I’m thinking of switching from a traditional 
hot water heater to a tankless water heater. With three 
teenagers in the house, the current tank heater is just not 
adequate to keep hot water available. Will a tankless 
heater solve the problem? And which is better, an electric 
or gas heater? -- Sal in Southern California 

Answer: While I like the concept of tankless water 
heaters -- they provide hot water on demand, rather than 
storing water in a tank and keeping it warm -- it’s really 
important for homeowners to do their research before de- 
ciding to jump to this system. 

Electric tankless heaters, for example, look like a good 


- deal up front. They cost about a third to one-half as much 


as gas tankless heaters. However, installation can be ex- 
pensive: most electric heaters require a dedicated 30-amp 
circuit, meaning an electrician will have to come in to 
properly wire the house. In older homes, the installation 
can be pretty painful on the wallet. 

Gas tankless heaters cost more up front, but installa- 
tion may not be as expensive. A qualified installer will 
need to set up the gas connection, and your gas system 
may need some modification. 

With either type, you still will have to deal with the 
problem of adequate hot-water supply. Placing high de- 
mand on the heater -- such as running a shower, the dish- 
washer and the hot water tap in a sink at the same time 
-- will make it more difficult for the unit to heat water to 
the correct temperature, meaning everybody starts get- 
ting tepid water. 

Homeowners I’ve spoken with who have tankless heat- 
ers are generally pretty happy with them. But they have 
experienced a few issues, such as not knowing they need

to flush the heating system once per year (and more often 
ina hard-water environment). None complained about 
having inadequate hot water - either they s 

right-size system for their house, or they adjusted their 
water use to the rate at which the water gets heated. 

Because of the expense involved, find out how much 
water your family uses and track how much hot water is 
used during each day. Talk with the tankless heater dealer 
about the right system based on your needs, compare av- 
erage annual costs (in electricity or gas) of the system 
compared to a traditional tank heater, and make sure you 
know up front what installation will entail and how much 
it will cost. 

HOME TIP: Tankless heaters can suffer from mineral 
scale buildup in the heat exchanger. Talk to the manufac- 
turer about installing a flush valve so that you can flush 
out buildup annually and extend the life of the unit.

Under Section 35, a 
spouse, blood _ relative, 
guardian, police officer, 


physician or court official

can petition the local court to 
commit a person. The ¢com- 
mitment order is issued if 
there is a medical diagnosis 
of alcoholism or substance 
abuse, and there is. a likeli- 
hood of serious harm to the 
person or others as a result 
of the substance abuse. 
Keenan said that in 2012 
the Quincy District Court, 
which covers the towns of 
Braintree, Holbrook and 
Braintree, as well as: the 
City of Quincy, issued 464 
civil’ commitment orders, 
more than any other court 
in the Commonwealth. The 
Brockton District Court, 
which covers’ the town of 
Abington, issued 186 com- 
mitment orders, the second 
highest number in the State.

Bald Eagle Sightings: Not t As] Rare As 20 Years Ago 


Two Squantum Residents Get Glimpse Of - 
Majestic Bird Near Commander Shea Blvd. 


» By JOE REARDON 
Spotting a Bald Eagle in 
the region, while not com- 
mon, is not nearly as rare 
of an occurrence as it once 
WER. 

So says Norman Smith, 
the director of the Trailside 
Museum in Milton. Smith is 
confident the population of 
the majestic birds is on the 
upswing after years on the 
list of endangered species. 

“It’s not common like 
seeing a robin or starling,” 
said Smith. ‘There are a 
number of places where 
they randomly show up. It’s 
not as rare as it was 20 years 
ago, Twenty years ago it 
would have been unbeliev- 
able.” 

Julia Geary of Squantum 
was lucky enough to snap a 
photo of a majestic Bald Ea- 
gle perched on a tree branch 
last Tuesday off of Com- 
mander Shea Boulevard in 
North Quincy. 

Julia’s dad, Bill Geary, 


was on his way home when 
he spotted what he thought 
was a hawk being chased by 
a pair of crows. The birds 
flew about 20 feet over 
Geary’s car and he realized 
it was a Bald Eagle. 

He quickly went home to 
get Julia to take a photo of 
the Eagle. ‘I’ve never heard 
of a Bald Eagle in this area,” 
said Geary. ‘It was so excit- 
ing. I couldn’t believe what 
I was seeing.” 

Bald. Eagles, which are 
the largest birds prey in 
Massachusetts, can. grow 
to about 3 feet and have a 
wingspan of 7 feet. The birds 
had all but disappeared from 
Massachusetts by 1902, but 
a push was made from 1982 
to 1988 by the Massachu- 
setts Division of Fisheries 
& Wildlife to reintroduce 
the Bald Eagle. Forty-one of 
the birds from Michigan and 
Canada were relocated to 
the Quabbin Reservoir area. 
They were removed from 


the federal. endangered spe- 
cies list in 2007 and down 
listed to threatened. 


Ironically, Geary was the : 
MDC commissioner at the ~ 


time of the Bald Eagles’ re- 
introduction and helped the 
department of fisheries and 
wildlife at the Quabbin and 


had the opportunity to see 


-them up close. “I actually 
climbed up to where they 
were feeding them,” said 
Geary. “They would wear 
an eagle puppet on -their 


hand so they wouldn’t get ~ 


used to humans.” 
The Bald Eagles, which 


are a symbol of strength 


and freedom in the United 
States, have been thriv- 
ing over the past five years 
within Massachusetts’. bor- 
ders: The birds are found 
near. large bodies of open 
water with an abundant food 
supply and old-growth trees 
for nesting. 

The Bald Eagle is an-op-

$1.38 million — will go to-: 


wards the replacement of the 


sewer line under the portion” 


of Rice Road between Fen- 
no Street and Quincy Shore 
Drive in Wollaston. Of the 
remaining amount, $85,000 
will go towards sewer re- 
pair on Martensen Street 
and $29,000 will go towards 
emergency sewet repairs on 
Mallard Road. The MWRA 


allocated $121,000 to the 


city to help pay for the costs 
of the sewer repair on Mal- 

lard Road. 

Water and gas mains un- 
der Rice Road were replaced 
' beginning in 2011, and the 
city intended to resurface 
the road in 2012. But that 
didn’t happen because the 
sewer line became compro- 
mised, according to. Public 
Works Commissioner Dan 
Raymondi. 
“We thought we would

Her married name is Karen Lehmann and she and her 
husband John have an eight-year-old son, Bryan. The family 
lives in Plymouth. 

But not everything has changed. 

A big part of Karen’s life remaisis on the ice. 

She teaches’ youth figure skating at The Bog Ice Arena 
in Kingston. 

Karen’s life - you might say — — has come full circle like a 
figure eight. 

- “Being on the ice is where I belong. I love it. Once I start 
I get so into it,” Karen,’now 42, says sitting in the stands 
at The Bog Ice before one of her group lessons on a recent 
Saturday morning. 

Rinks and arenas - in some ways — have been a second 
home since she was a small gitl prowing up in Quincy. 

The daughter of Fred and the late Jane Cashman, Karen 
first laced ‘up a pair of skates when she was five. At first 
Karen wanted to play hockey. But her mom insisted that she 
be a figure skater. 

That decision — and a siiggestion by her father when Kar- 
en was a teen — would ultimately moe her to the world 
athletic stage. “ 

“T started out as a figure skater at the Commonwealth 
Skating Club’ in’Randélph when'l was about five. I loved 
figure ‘skating. I thought I'd g6'to the Olympics’ as a figure 
skater and I did that until I was a senior in high school.” 

Karen excelled as a figure skater. She won the New Eng- 
land competition as a'youth. 

“But as I got older in my teens I realized I wasn't going 
to goto the Olympics infigure:skating but I still had that 
desire to compete.” 

“While one'door was losing, another one opénéd during 
the 1988 Olympic Games in ‘Calgary. 

. Karen was glued to the TV watching U.S. speed skat- 
er Bonnie Blair blaze to glory winning a gold and bronze 
medal. Her dad Fred said to her “Look at that. You’ve been 
Tuning track your whole life and you know how to skate so 
why don’t you try that?” 

- Her dad — who is 82 and still laces them up for.the Bald 
Eagles tiockey s seniors at Quincy Youth Arena — fater brought 


her to the Bay State ‘Speed Skating Club in Boston for her - 


first crack at speed skating. 

* “{ jumped on the ice in a rickety pair of 1930s speed 
skates that I could barely stand on,” Karen recalls. “I speed 
skated around the ice looking like a figure skater and I 
thought, “yeah, I can do this.’ That’s how all of this started. 

“I went to small competitions and got better equipment 
and as I went along I‘did a little bit better and then I got 
accepted to the training program at Marquette, Michigan 
where the U.S. national team trains, That’s was where I re- 
ally made a huge leap because I went from just being okay 
to training with the national team and I really made a big 
leap.” 

Karen trained with the team and “I had no choice but 
to try to keep up with them. They were flying by me in the 
beginning.” 

Her transition from figure skating to speed skating was 
not smooth. 

'“T felt awkward at fitst. I wasn’t comfortable on the i ice. 
I wasn’t comfortable in my skates. Even when I moved 
to Michigan I was the one girl from Boston and I didn’t 
know anyone, and some. of the others had already been to 
the Olympics and I was intimidated and I wanted to quit at 
times, But, had strong parents and they told me if this is 
what you want to do, stick with it. . 

“Te was hard. T felt out of place because I didn’t skate as 
well as they skated but I had that inner drive. You have your 
‘doubts but there’s something inside that says re going, 
keep going, keep going.” 

* But anyone: who knows Karen, knows not to underesti- 
mate her. In any sport: 

Not only could she skate, but she excelled at track and 
cross country. 

“Karen was one of the most dedicated athletes in North 
Quincy history,” says Quincy Track Club director and 
NQHS track coach Geoff Hennessy. 

“She ran track and competed in cross country winter

The City Council accept- 
ed nearly $21,000 in dona- 
tions during its first regular 
meeting of the new year. 

During the Jan. 21 meet- 
ing, the council accepted a

when the project began in 
2011, and that the problems 
with the line itself weren’t 
found until the fall of 2012. 

“There were backup is- 
sues up and down the street 
that were reported to me 
from the folks who work in 
the department. It was more 
gravity and those types of 
issues rather than compro- 
mise of the sewer or a de- 
pression of the sewer line,” 
he explained. “Once that is- 
sue became known to us in 
the fall of 2012 we brought 
in geotechnical people to 
confirm that, then we moved 
in with a redesign.” 

Before the council’s vote, 
Ward 5 Councillor Kirsten 
Hughes urged her colleagues 
to approve the. appropriation 
to ensure the project could 
go ahead as quickly as pos- 
sible.

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A Look Inside A Miltary Working Dog Hospital

JOINT BASE SAN AN- 
TONIO-LACKLAND - 

The son-in-law of a 
Quincy couple scrubs into 
the sterile operating room 
and reviews the instruments 
he will need. High-tech life- 
support machines surround 
him as his ‘assistant draws 
blood from the patient’s 
hairy paw. 

This 6-year-old German 
shepherd is just one of the 
many military working dogs 
he, his fellow veterinarians 
and the animal care special- 
ists who work for them pro- 
vide medical care for on a 
daily basis. 

Army Maj. Sean Majoy, 
whose wife, Kimberly, is 
the daughter of Colleen and 
Richard Lockhead, Willow 
Lane, Quincy, is the chief of 
the Medicine Clinic within 
the Department of Defense 
Military Working Dog Vet- 
erinary Service here at the 
Lt. Col. Daniel E. Holland 
Military Working Dog Hos- 
pital. The hospital is the 
only level four veterinary 
hospital, a one-of-a-kind fa- 
cility providing primary and 
specialty care for govern- 
ment working dogs serving 
worldwide, including dogs 
assigned’ to the Transporta- 
tion Security Administration 
or' dogs undergoing training 
as ‘patt of the National Ex- 
plosives Detection Canine 

Team Program. 

The Veterinary Service 
has both a hospital and a 
clinic here and a team of 30

staff members combined. 
They provide complete vet- 
erinary care for about 800 
on-base kenneled dogs. 
They also oversee all care of 
federally-owned dogs that 
are getting discharged from 
federal service. Typically, 
they see 25 dogs a week for 
surgeries, 100 dogs a week 
for dental work, 40 to 60 
dogs a week for check-ups 
and 60 a week for physical 
therapy. 

Majoy has been a vet- 
erinarian in the U.S. Army 
Veterinary Corps for eight 
years. His specialty is in 
emergency and critical care 
medicine. He said the big- 
gest challenge he faces on 


the job is the caseload. 

“The most challenging 
part of the job at our hos- 
pital is the sheer caseload. 
We care for more than 1,000 
dogs on site and see more 
than 60 cases a day,” said the 
1991 graduate of Doherty 
Memorial High School, 
Worcester. He -earned his 
Doctor of Veterinary Medi- 
cine and master’s degree in 
2006 from Tufts Cummings 
School of Veterinary Medi- 
cine, North Grafton. 

As the chief of medicine 
at the hospital here, Majoy 
said he enjoys not only tak- 
ing care of the dogs but also 
sharing his knowledge with 
his fellow Soldiers.

Stuck Indoors? Don’t Just Sit There 


Q: I’ve heard plenty of 
my neighbors complain 
about being stuck inside 
this winter and unable to 
do much outdoor main- 
tenance work. Well, I’ve 


been around long enough . 


to know there’s plenty 
of work to do inside, too. 
Think you can remind folks 
about some important stuff 
they could be doing while 
waiting for the weather 
to break? -- Oldster Stan, 
Buffalo, N.Y. 

A: Stan, that’s very true. 
While being stuck indoors 
can be maddening, there 
are plenty of smaller home- 
maintenance tasks to take 
care of -- even if it’s too 
cold or snowy to get out 
to the home-improvement 
store. Here are a few: 

¢ Descale your coffee- 
maker or electric kettle: 
Check the manufacturer’s 
cleaning instructions on- 
line, but in most drip brew- 
ers you can flush several 
ounces’ of white vinegar 
through the system, rins- 
ing thoroughly with clear 
water. 

¢Clean your dishwasher: 
Remove any parts that can 
be lifted out easily, such 
as racks, utensil holders, 
wash arms and filter. Soak 
smaller parts in a sinkful 
of vinegar-water solution 
and wipe down the racks, 
dishwasher interior and

the door seal. Rinse and 
replace all the items, then 
run the empty dishwasher 
through a cycle to finish. 

¢ Clean the garbage dis- 
posal by adding a few ice 
cubes and lemon peels and 
cycling it. Rinse with run- 
ning water. 

¢ Clean the wash tub 
of your clothes washer by 
filling it with hot water and 
one quart of white vinegar. 
Let it agitate for a minute 
and then pause the cycle 
so that the water sits for 
an hour; then resume the 
wash cycle to rinse. 

¢ Vacuum the space in 
your clothes dryer where 
the lint filter sits. Inspect 
the dryer vent for lint 
buildup and remove any 
lint you find. 

¢ Tighten the hardware 
on cabinets and drawers -- 
knobs, handles and hinges. 

¢ Check child- and pet- 
proof latches and outlet 
covers, and replace any 
that are broken. 

e Vacuum out the heat 
registers in each room, be-

vent covers immediately 
afterward so pets don’t ac- 
cidentally crawl in. 

¢ Change the air filter 
on your heating system 
(you knew I’d get that one 
in here). 

¢ Rotate houseplants, 
shifting them to new lo- 
cations to vary the air and 
light they receive. 

HOME TIP: Take a 
tour of your home and 
make note of as many im- 
provement or maintenance 
tasks that you can find. 
Then create a schedule to 
tackle a few of them at a 
time.

2009 NQHS Graduate Promoted 
To The Rank Of Petty Officer

Audrey Roller, a 2009 
North Quincy High School 
graduate, wanted to pursue 
a career in education until 
she decided to enlist in the 
U.S. ‘Navy because of her 
family’s history of military 
service. 

Roller had been working 
at Jack and Jill Child Care 
in Marina Bay after she 
‘graduated from North, and 
wanted to become a teacher. 
In 2010, she decided to en- 
list in the Navy because of 
the sense of patriotism she 
inherited from her family 
— both of Roller’s grandfa- 
thers served in the military, 
and her uncles had been de- 
ployed to Vietnam. 

“I grew up in a family 
that was extremely patriotic. 
I was pursuing being a teach- 
er and was working at Jack 
and Jill in Marina Bay. But 
one day I felt I was ready for 


bigger things,” Roller said. 
“I walked in and told them 
I wanted to join.” 

Roller, who was recent- 
ly’ promoted to the rank of 
petty officer, second class, 
is currently assigned to the 
USS. Leyte Gulf (CG-55), 
a Ticonderoga-class guided 
missile cruiser. The ship is 
completing composite unit 
training and joint task for 
exercise of the Atlantic of 
coast of the southern United 
States with Carrier Strike 
Grom 2. 

Aboard the ship, Roll- 
er serves. as a machinist’s 
mate. She works ‘as an en- 
gineer, operating and main- 
tain the Leyte Gulf’s steam 
turbines and reduction gears 
and machinery such as tur- 
bogenerators, pumps, oil 
purifiers and the ships air 
conditioning and water de- 
salination systems. Prior to 

joining the Navy, Roller had 


no experience in. engineer- 
ing but chose to serve as a 
machinist’s mate, her score 
on the ASVAB (Armed Ser- 
vices Aptitude Vocational 
Battery) test qualified her to 
train for that rating.

On Sunday, January 19, 2014, at approximately 3:30 a.m., 
Officers Dwayne Goldman and Joseph Cox were dispatched 
to Kendrick Avenue on a report of two males looking into ve- 
hicles.

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Quincy Fondly Remembers TV News Anchor Chet Curtis « 


‘He Loved Quincy And Was Great For The City’

An icon in the Boston 


news market during the — 


golden years of local televi- 
sion coverage, Chet Curtis 
also made a lasting impres- 
sion in Quincy, where he 
called home for ascia 15 
years. 

The sidetnseaty popu- 
lar Curtis died on Jan. 22 at 
Brigham and Women’s Hos- 
pital from complications due 
to pancreatic cancer. Curtis, 
74, had been diagnosed with 
the disease in 2012. 

Friends ‘were shocked 
and saddened to. hear the 
news of Curtis’ passing. 

“He was a really good 
friend, customer and neigh- 
bor,” said: Kristie Henrick- 
sen, the manager of Siro’s 
restaurant in Marina Bay, 
where Curtis lived. “He was 
an ordinary guy, but a great, 
wonderful man. Everyone 
loved Chet.” 

Curtis oftentimes would 
sing at the piano bar and was 
a favorite with the crowd. 
He particularly “enjoyed 
singing Polish folk songs. 
“He sang all the time ‘and 
had an amazing voice,” Said 
Henricksen. “To! know him 
asa friend, we’re ‘going to 
iiss him’so thuch. He had 
the best outlook, always. We 
could all carte something 
from him.” 

Born Chester Kukiewicz, 
Curtis worked in. television 


CHET CURTIS 


in. Washington D.C. and 
New York before landing at 
WCVB Channel 5.in 1968. 
Along with his then wife and 
co-anchor, Natalie Jacobson, 
Curtis became. one of the 
most recognized and respect- 
ed faces in Boston news. He 
went on to work as a news 
anchor at New. England 
Cable News in 2001. Curtis 
was inducted into the Massa- 
chusetts Broadcasters Hall of 
Fame last September. 

Tony Agnitti, owner .of 
Agnitti Insurance Agency, 
remembers Curtis as. al- 
ways willing to help out lo- 
cal charities. Both were in- 
volved with the Boy Scouts 
Breakfast and Good Scout 
Award that recognizes lo- 
cal leaders who exemplify 
scouting’s ideals. 

“He was always a gentle- 
man and always would help 
out a good charity,” said 
Agnitti:.““He would lend his 
name, advice and treasure.

He always had a smile and a 
story. He loved Quincy and 
was great for the city.” 

Curtis was an advocate 
for the Beechwood On The 
Bay Center and was the 
master of ceremonies for its 
annual spring fundraiser six 
times. 

Beechwood Executive 
Director, Sharron Beal. re- 
called meeting with Curtis 
to discuss, the fundraiser. “I 
called at the recommenda- 
tion of someone else and he 
arranged a lunch with me 
to see what we really did at 
the Beechwood,” said Beal. 


“He wanted to make sure it 


was an entity he wanted to 
support. I really admired 
that. As we left, he put his 
hand on my shoulder and 
said that we did so much 
with so little. 

“He had such a mentor- 
ing manner about him. He 
was so encouraging about 
getting to know the people 
he served. I’d see him ‘at 
Marina Bay and he’d ask 
how things were going at 
the Beechwood. He wasn’t 
an elected official, but he re- 
ally identified with the city. 
He was such a great man.” 

Curtis was also partici- 
pated in a 2007 fundraiser 
at the Alba Bar & Grille 
that raised $25,000 for five 
badly burned children from 
Kosovo who were treated ih 
Boston.

$1.6 Billion Redevelopment Project 


Koch ‘Bullish’ On 
Downtown Quincy

As officials from the city and 
developer Street-Works contem- 
plate potential changes to the 
agreement between the two sides, 
Mayor Thomas Koch plans to pro- 
vide an update on the $1.6 billion 
Quincy Center development proj-

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In_an it interview with The Sun 
balare Monday’ s City Council 
miseting, the mayor said he would 
address the council during one‘of 
its next two meetings — either on 
Feb. 18 or March 3. At Monday’s 
council meeting, Jim Fatseas, the 


mayor’s chief of staff, said the up- 
date would happen on Feb. 18. In 
the interview, Koch said he does 
not know whether he would be 
able propose any specific amend- 
ments for the council to make to 
the land disposition agreement 
(LDA) between the city and the 
developer at that point. 

“I expect to goto the City 
Council myself, either thi second 
February m or the first meet- 
ing in March, to give a complete 
update on the downtown from my 
perspective,” the mayor said. “I 
don’t know if I’tl be ready at that 
point to make the recommenda- 
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tions for change, but I am going 


to give a full update. | think Ill 
be prepared enough with some 
legitimate information to share at 
that time based on all our team’s 
work.” 

Koch plans to tell the council 
that he remains optimistic about 
the redevelopment of Quincy Cen- 
ter. Components of the develop- 
ment may be altered, and the ver- 
all ‘Square’ ‘footage ‘Or eject 
reduced, but the mayor said the 
redevelopment will take place.

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Whatever Happened To Mini Fenway Park? 


By RON IACOBUCCI: 

When my son recently told me that the kids at sclipol 
were still talking about mini Fenway Park, I decided to go 
public and give a full answer to the question. what hap- 
pened? 

I sen seabed cs Th Outvy Sun fox tho pgetualty to 
tell the story. The people of Quincy have a right to know. 
I could write a book. Maybe someday I will. For now this 
response will hopefully answer the question. 

For a start up nonprofit, the mini Fenway Park team of 
volunteers achieved a number of significant milestones in 
record time. 

Our early achievements from 2002-2007 included: pass- 
ing legislation that authorized a mini Fenway Park on state 
owned land; signing a long term lease with the Common- 
wealth for twelve acres of land; signing a long term man- 
agement and use agreement with the Commonwealth for the 
operation of the facility; signing a licensing agreement with 
The Boston Red Sox and Major League Baseball. In addi- 
tion, the mini Fenway Park conceptual design was approved 
by The Boston Red Sox; we were featured on redsox.com/ 
minifenwaypark; provided access to Fenway Park to pro- 
mote the project; we launched a capital campaign for $2.5 
million to build the first phase of the project with a lead 
gift of $1 million pledged and we launched a sponsorship 
campaign with Red Sox Corporate sponsors for signage in 
the replica ballpark. 

Most importantly, we completed the project to put the 
“Fenway Park” Massachusetts Special License Plate into 
production. This fundraising tool has the potential to gener- 
ate $500,000 annually for the operation of the facility. We 
requested and were issued a ticket resellers license by the 
Commonwealth (the only nonprofit organization to receive 
one) in order to form a partnership with StubHub and Ace 
Ticket that has the potential to generate $500,000 annually 
for the opetation of the facility. We also identified media

It is also important to note that a number of possibili- 
ties may have contributed to the reluctance of the Red Sox 
business office to continue to promote our project, such as:

comment made to us by their Foundation Executive Direc- 
tor that the license plate should belong to them) and their 
understandably protective nature relative to liability/trade- 
mark issues. 

Clearly the delays caused by the challenges we faced left 
us vulnerable.

This cost our 
nonprofit organization valuable time and money. In fact, an 
individual representing one of the rejected sites revealed to 
us that “the Red Sox needed to show a little more enthusi- 
asm.” The Red Sox business office eventually forced us to 
do a major regroup when they decided to terminate our li- 
cense to use the phrase “mini Fenway Park.” We never went 
public with this. For the sake of the project we wanted to 
keep things positive as well as keep the door open for future 
Red Sox involvement. Similarly, the Red Sox business of- 
fice, since there was no cause to criticize or disparage our 
organization, pledged not to do so. We continued to main- 
tain a positive relationship with the Red Sox business office 
even when, as a result of the withdrawal of their license, 
we lost a $1 million gift that had been pledged for naming 
rights. This gift had been previously approved by the Red 
Sox business office under our license. 

From 2011-2013 we tried to regroup again in Quincy. We 
would not give up, we would not go away, and so the Red 
Sox business office gave us a settlement agreement where 
we could continue to build a mini Fenway Park (but not call 
it mini Fenway Park) and where we could keep the Fenway 
Park License Plate that several years ago our public charity 
worked so hard to put into production. That effort to put the 
license plate into production included the design of the logo 
as well as paying for all the costs associated with its produc- 
tion. Dedicated mini Fenway Park volunteers completed the 
collection of the first 1,500 required license plate applica- 
tions and State Street Corporation hosted the Fenway Park 
License Plate Auction at the State Street Pavilion. 

We are grateful to everyone who purchased a Fenway 
Park License Plate and have renewed their registration. Ev- 
ery day when I see a Fenway Park-License Plate, I give it a 
thumbs up. It has certainly inspired me to keep going. We 
were also blessed to have pro bono. services over the years 
that combined with the proceeds from the sale. of license 
plates made a difference in moving our project forward. 
Since we started the project, there.are many people to thank 
for being so helpful. 

So the Red Sox business office no longer wanted to pro- 


mote the project, we were no longer licensed, what's next? _ 


We have been working very hard the past year to regroup 


_ from the settlement agreement that we signed with the Red 


Sox business office in 2012. We set the stage to get back on 
track in Quincy by rebranding as a Ripken Academy, select- 
ing a project manager, a civil engineer, a revised concep- 
tual design that was approved by the Commonwealth, and a 
fundraising plan to pay for the construction documents nec- 
essary to secure our permitting so we would be in a strong 
position to move the project forward. Major League Base- 
ball and the Registry of Motor Vehicles approved our auc- 
tion of remaining low number license plates and Quirk Auto 
was on board to help us with the balance of the funding. 
However, during the last few months, the Red Sox busi- 
ness Office has been at it again. We believe they actively told 
Major League Baseball not to renew the license agreement 
that governed -the Fenway Park License Plate. As a result 
the registrar recently issued a letter that indicated the Reg- 
istry of Motor Vehicles is no longer able to issue or renew 
the Fenway Park license plate. This decision impacts many 
folks in Quincy that have a Fenway Park License Plate, so 
I want to share our position. We strongly believe that the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles does not have the authority to 
take these license plates. away. We strongly believe that 
Major League Baseball does not have the authority under 
the licensing agreement to tell the Registry of Motor Ve-

Rehab with little disrup- 
tion to the current educa- 
tional facility may still be an 
option, although Koch has 
his mind set on a complete- 
ly new school. “That’s the 


challenge with rehab—to try 


to'do it without much dis- 
ruption. It’s almost impos- 
sible,” he said. “I don’t be- 
lieve, from my perspective, 
that the Squantum School is 
worth saving.” 

Before an official deci- 
sion can be made, a State- 
ment of Interest (SOI) must 
be submitted to the MSBA, 
a government authority that 
oversees the funding of 
capital improvement proj- 
ects in Massachusetts public 


schools. 

He is hoping to have the 
application submitted and 
approved for a 70 percent 
reimbursement rate from the 
MSBA for the construction 
by, next year. 

“There was a lot of dis- 
cussion as to whether we 
look at Squantum for new 
windows and doors, and the 
mayor decided:.in looking 
at it that that had a signifi- 
cant need,” said Superinten- 
dent Richard DeCristofaro. 
““We’d be looking at a State- 
ment of Interest in the next 
six or seven months to go to 
the MSBA to begin to really 
take a look at a new Squan- 
tum School.” 

SOI submissions deter- 
mine eligibility for the Core 


Program, which reimburses 
school districts for exten- 
sive repairs, renovations, 
additions, and new school 
construction. Such a process 
requires School Committee 
and City Council approval 
and must be discussed be- 
fore the Public Buildings 
Department. 

Reimbursement rates are 
based on community in- 
come, per capita equalized 
property valuations, and the 
proportion of the district’s 
low-income students. 

Koch has little concern 
that the reimbursement for- 
mula will change despite the 
departure of current MSBA 
Treasurer Steven Grossman. 

“The SBA and reimburse- 
ment is a very structured 
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Mayor Eyes New Squantum Elementary School 


process,” he said. “I don’t 
think anyone is going to fool 
around with the structure of 
the SBA.” 

The deadline for SOI 
submissions to the MSBA is 
Feb. 14. 

He added that he would 
be working closely with in- 
house engineers and staff to 
review the school’s structure 
in preparation for the next 
cycle of the reimbursement 
process. 

Meetings with the School 
Committee, ward councillor, 
and neighborhood residents 
are still necessary before 
SOI submission. 

Squantum Elementary 
School, which opened in 
1919, has undergone recent 
renovations such as the ad- 


dition of new security cam- 
eras, locks on all classroom 
doors and interconnecting 
doors, as well as a proxy 
card building entry system 
for school staff, however 
Koch still considers it a 
“significant need” building. 

According to School 
Committee Member David 
McCarthy, it is too early to 
determine the cost of such 
an undertaking. “Cost will 
impact decisions and pub- 
lic input will be warranted,” 
he said, noting that if a new 
school were to be built, it 
would remain in the same 
area albeit with a different 
campus layout. 

McCarthy said discus- 
sion needs to be focused on 
what schools need at a pri- 
ority level. “We are grate- 


ful we have the ability to 
exercise our new building 
options but must always be 
aware of all budget issues in 
the school budget and city 
wide.” 

Koch wanted to remind 
Quincy taxpayers of the 
benefits of maintaining the 
city’s buildings. “If we don’t 
maintain them, you pay now 
or you pay later and you’ll 
pay a lot more later if you let 
these buildings go.” 

“Beginning the  plan- 
ning process for our needs 
at Squantum Elementary 
School is the logical next 
step in our efforts together 
to create learning environ- 
ments city wide, ready to 
welcome future generations 
of our young people,” he 

said.

provements to local roads 
that they otherwise would 
not be able to pay for,” Rep. 
Mariano said. 

“These improvements 
are crucial to promoting an 
inviting business climate in 
Quincy as well as protect- 
ing the quality of life of our 
residents.” 

The legislation includes 
$10 million for the Quincy 


Center Station Redevelop- - 


ment Program, and desig- 
nates the city of Quincy as 
the principal planning entity 
for the program. This would 
authorize the city to enter 
into a public-private part- 
nership to address the eco- 
nomic, social and transpor- 
tation needs of the area and 


instruct the MBTA and other 
appropriate public agencies 
to work with the city to de- 
velop a master plan for the 
site, which could include the 
construction of a state court 
house. The parking garage 
at Quincy Center station 
has been closed indefinitely 
since July 2012 when the 
MBTA deemed it structur- 
ally unsafe. 

“The parking garage at 
Quincy Center has been 
sitting empty for too long 
and must be addressed, it 
also sits in a prime location 
which is ripe for develop- 
ment in conjunction with 
Mayor Koch’s vision for the 
entire downtown,” Mariano 
said. “We all understand 


how important a modern 
and accessible transporta- 
tion system is for economic 
growth and Quincy Center 
is no exception.” 

The legislation also in- 
cludes $1.2 million des- 
ignated for improvements 
to the intersection of Sea 
Street and Quincy Shore 
Drive, supported by Rep. 
Chan. “Improving | traffic 
flow on and off of Sea Stréet 
at Quincy Shore Dive is an 
important first step towards 
traffic safety on Sea Street,” 
said Chan. “I will work 
closely with both state and 
city agencies on moving this 
project forward?’

Death Of Burned Man Appears Accidental

The death of a man found 
burned to death in North 
Quincy early Sunday morn- 
ing is being treated as ac- 
cidental, according to Fire 
Department officials. 

Capt. Roger Kineavy 
said Engine 2 from the 
North Quincy Fire Station 
responded to a call for an 


_ outdoor fire that came in at 


2:40 a.m. Sunday. Firefight- 
ers were able to reach the 
fire, which occurred in the 
wooded area between the 
Jimmy’s Tire Shop and the 
entrance to Hannaford on 
Hancock Street. 

The firefighters discov- 


ered the body after they 
arrived, and the State Fire 
Marshal’s Office and Quin- 
cy Police Department were 
both notified and responded 
to the scene. Kineavy said 
Monday that police contin- 
ue to investigate the man’s 
death, but the initial report 
by Fire Department Inspec- 
tor Jim Wong indicates 
nothing suspicious. 

“It appears accidental,” 
Kineavy said. “It’s not sus- 
picious.” 

According to the Norfolk 
County District Attorney’s 
Office, there was evidence 
at the scene suggesting that 
the individual may have 
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been living in that area and 
may have used Sterno and 
other means to keep warm. 
The remains were taken to 
the Office of the Chief Med- 


ical Examiner in Boston. Ae aa i 


autopsy. was 
Sunday. The cause and man- 
ner of death remain undeter- 
mined pending further study 
and testing. The OCME did 
not report any signs of sus- 
picious trauma at this stage. 
Detectives are investigating 
a possible identification on 
the individual, but positive 
ID has not yet been made.

communicate_the) idea. It is _ 


an art form that is easily ac- 
cessible to many people. The 
art goes to the people rather 
than the people having to go 
to a museum. It is a com- 
munication tool that is less 
frequently used by unions in 
the United States. 

In 1959, the- Cuban 
people staged a revolution 
against the dictator Batista.

‘council would be. “We are 


going to see drastic changes 
for the good, for the future 
of our city with a rehabbed, 
renewed, however you want 
to put it, downtown Quincy. 
It’s going to happen. The 
buildings may change. The 
square footage is going to 
change. Some of the uses 
may change. But it’s going 
to happen.” 

As originally envisioned, 
the project would create 3.5 
million square feet of new 
retail, residential, and com- 
mercial space throughout 
Quincy Center. But because 
of market conditions, in- 
cluding a smaller appetite 
for large offices outside of 
Boston, Koch said that num- 
ber could be reduced by up 
to 20 percent. The square 
footage could increase again 
during later phases of the 
project, depending on mar- 
ket demand. 

“I think that what was 3.5 
million square feet of devel- 
opment for everything, I 
think it will be less than that. 
I think we’ll be 2.8 to 3 mil- 
lion based on some of the 
scaling down. Some people 
may be happy with that. 
Some people were critical, 
thought we were trying to 


put too much down there,” 
the mayor said. 

“Obviously we’re focus- 
ing on Step 1, then Step 2 
and Step 3. Market condi- 
tions change. It may explode 
and all of a sudden we’re 
doing more density.” 

At a December meeting 
at the Quincy Chamber of 
Commerce headquarters, 
Koch told business leaders 
and residents he was pre- 
paring to ask the council to 
amend the LDA to reduce 
the amount of money 'Street- 
Works is obligated to pay 
the city. That announce- 
ment came one month after 
Street-Works partner Rich- 
ard Heapes told the council 
that downtown develop- 
ment, in particular work on 
the Merchants Row/Block 4 
project at the 1400 block of 
Hancock Street, had stopped 
because of surging construc- 
tion costs throughout Great- 
er Boston. 

In the recent interview, 
the mayor noted he has con- 
tinued to meet with officials 
from the developer and its 
financial backers since his 
announcement in December 
and has instructed city of- 
ficials to review the current 
LDA and investigate how it 
can be changed to expedite 


the project. 

“I want to make it per- 
fectly clear to people we’re 
working extremely hard 
to continue to keep the 
downtown on track. It’s 
an extremely complicated 
program. There are a lot of 
pieces to it, a lot of moving 
parts, and it is market-de- 
pendent,” Koch said. 

“Having said all of that, I 
meet with the developers at 
least once weekly; it’s been 
more often lately. I’m out 
with other parties relating to 
the development — investors 
and others. I have tasked my 
team, particularly the legal 
group, to come together and 
they’ve been meeting, to 
look at every aspect of the 
LDA - to look at any way 
from our perspective, proac- 
tively, how we as a city can 
make this thing move more 
quickly. 

“At the same time, the 
Street-Works team is doing 
the same thing from their 
angle, their perspective. The 
two teams have had some 
general discussions but 
they’re going to be meeting 
more formally to talk about 
what the game plan is going 
to be going forward.”

and some action before final 
decisions are made by the 
MBTA because the City of 
Quincy I think wants and 
deserves to have commuter 
boat service, and I for one 
will fight for it.” 

Ward 1 Councillor Mar- 
garet Laforest, who helped 
launch a campaign to bring 
a Navy ship back the ship- 
yard when she was a stu- 
dent at Broad Meadows, 
said there was no warning 
given to anyone when the 
MBTA closed the pier back 
in September. She noted the 
MBTA also gave no warning 
when it closed the Quincy 
Center garage in July 2012. 


“Everyone knew there 
were poor conditions at the 
garage at the Quincy Center 
train station, but no one an- 
ticipated the garage’s close. 
The garage was closed with 
no warning to our communi- 
ty. The MBTA did the same 
thing to the ferry terminal,” 
Laforest said. “Late Sep- 
tember they show up on the 
USS Salem’s gangway [and 
say] ‘sorry your operations 
are closed, the public cannot 
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board the ship.” 

“When you know you 
have a problem and you’re 
dealing with it, why the 
shock and instant closure 
without’ communicating to 
the public?” Laforest add- 
ed. “The public deserves to 
know more. I have many 
commuters who are anx- 
iously ‘awaiting being able 
to park in the Quincy Cen- 
ter garage and being able to 
take the ferry into Boston.”

dations, Koch said he would 
decide what he would ask 
the council to consider. The 
mayor explained that it could 
be either an amendment to 
the current LDA or poten- 
tially an entirely different 
approach. In either case, he 
said the city’s general fund 
revenue would not be used 
to finance the project. 


“When the teams have ' 


finished and they make rec- 
ommendations to me, | will 
make decisions about what 
I’m going to bring to the 
council. Perhaps it’s chang- 
es to the LDA. There could 
be a whole new approach 
that makes sense for the city 
but we’re not aware of it yet 
because the minds are now 
meeting on that stuff,” the 
mayor said. 

“Everything is on the 
table as far as how to get 
this done without any costs 
to the city. I’m not going to 
touch the general fund to do 
this project. | am not going 
to ask the taxpayers of this 
city to spend money down 
here with no return. It’s not 
going to happen.” 

The mayor also com- 
mented on the Merchants 
Row project. When that 
component of the downtown 
project was originally intro- 
duced’ in late 2012, Street- 
Works said it would include 
two new buildings. -— one 
15 stories tall and the other 
five stories tall — adjacent to 
the Granite Trust Building 
at 1400 Hancock St, which 
was set to be renovated dur- 
ing the project. 

In August of last year, the 
developer announced the ac- 
quisition of additional prop- 
erty on the block, and said 
the site would include three 
six-story buildings instead 
of the 15-story and five- 
story buildings.. Koch said 
he favors the current plan, 
with the shorter buildings 
on a larger footprint, be- 
cause it includes additional 
space for street level retail 
and won’t overshadow the 


Granite Trust Building. 

“The Merchants Row/ 
Block 4, whatever we’re 
going to call it, was never 
intended to be 15 stories 
if you looked at the mas- 
ter plan. The market got 
hot residential and [Street- 
Works] thought it was go- 
ing to take advantage of that 
market. But then obviously 
with further cost analysis 
they couldn’t make it work 
with the return,” the mayor 
said. 

“So they’re spreading out 
the footprint, and they’ve 
got more property under 
control on Cottage Avenue 
and Hancock Street, so they 
were able to spread it lower 
and spread it out, which re- 
duced the cost. I think that 
one is a better program. | 
wasn’t as crazy about the 
15-story there because of the 
effect it has on 1400. 1400 is 
an iconic building. If you’re 
coming south on Hancock, 
picture that 15-story dwarf- 
ing it. And Mass. Historic 
had the same challenge with 
that one. 

“We’re still talking about 
the same amount of units. 
We're talking about more 
square footage in retail 
space. | think it’s going to 
be a better program in the 
end.” 

Koch declined to give a 
timeline for the Merchants 
Row project, but said ‘he 
hopes construction on that 
site begins by the end of 
this year. The mayor also 
noted Street-Works has until 
September under the current 
LDA to close on the Ross 
Garage, where the remain- 
der of the first phase of the 
downtown project will be 
built. 

“T’d love to see some ac- 
tivity before the end of ’14- 
construction activity. There 
is a lot of activity going on 
behind the scenes — a lot of 
money being spent on revi- 
sions of plans and all that 
stuff,” Koch said.

Arben Berberi’s request 
for a Cabaret License for 
The Granite Street Café lo- 
cated at 378 Granite St. was 
granted at last Tuesday’s 
meeting of the Licensing 
Board. 

The license allows for 
live music to be played by 
three or less instruments in 
the café, as well as a karaoke 
machine and trivia nights. 

“I’m concerned a little 
bit from this turning from a 
restaurant into a night club,” 
said board member Jay 
Duca. “Where is the band 
going to go and how often 
will you be open and until 
what time of night?” 

Berberi currently holds a 
liquor license for the 49-seat 
café. 

“This is different than a 
restaurant use, when you’re 
getting into karaoke and that 
kind of stuff,” said Duca. 

The establishment cur- 
rently stays open until 8 
p.m. on Friday and Saturday 
nights. Berberi’s request al- 
lows for extended hours on 
those nights for live Alba- 
nian, country, Greek, and 
Irish music to be performed 
roughly every two weeks. 

Weekend and _ holiday 
hours could potentially ex- 
tend from 3 p.m. until mid- 
night. 

Co-Chairman Andeew 
Scheele echoed Duca’s con- 
cerns. 

“If we grant you the Cab-

different bands there every 
single night of the week, I’m 
not sure that’s what we’re 
looking for for that particu- 
lar area,” he said.

Pizza, located at 61 Hancock Street, for a report of-an armed 
robbery that had just occurred. 


While en route to the location, the Dispatcher gave out a 


of the suspect vehicle, the registration and souther- 
ly direction of travelfo numerous units. As Officers converged 
on the area, the Dispatcher informed them that the weapon used 
in the armed robbery was a pickaxe and that the suspect vehicle 
was reported stolen from Hingham the day before. - 

When Officer Levine arrived on scene, he observed the 
pickaxe on the ground just outside the entrance door and two 
one dollar bills and one five dollar bill scattered on the ground 
along with a few coins. The Officer quickly interviewed the 
Assistant Manager in order to get more information out to re- 
sponding Officers. It was determined that the suspect vehicle 
headed south on Hancock Street (one way at this point) but it 
was unknown if the vehicle turned and went over the Neponset 
Bridge, took Newport Avenue or continued on Hancock Street. 
The description given of the male suspect and the stolen ve- 
hicle involved were given out to alt local police departments. 

The suspect attempted to hide his identity by wearing winter 


gloves and some type of gas mask, with circle filters on each | 


side and a clear plastic face cover. The Assistant Manager said 
he saw the suspect enter the store with the mask on, holding 
a pickaxe in full view. The suspect yelled out repeatedly, “I 


want the register!” The Assistant Manager then told the suspect - 


he waa aang ho Bile he Vanes OA eee The 
pect reacted by swinging the pickaxe into the wall next to 
cau , followed by the suspect stating, “I’m serious.” The 
went to the register and took the money...

The 
suspect kept dropping the money, so“he decided to take the 
drawer and ran out of the store to an awaiting car, which had 
the passenger side door open. In his haste; he left the pickaxe 
at the crime scene. The vehicle fled south on Hancock Street. 
The Assistant Manager saw that the driver was a white male. 
It was estimated that the suspect got away with less than 
$90. When asked about the video surveillance evidence, the 


Assistant Manager said that he did not have the access code and : 


it would be available at 11:00 a.m. when the store supervisor 
came in. Officer Levine went to the Police station to type his 
report and soon after a woman came into the lobby. She identi- 
fied herself as the owner of the stolen vehicle. She said that 
she was at the Hingham Police Station reporting the larceny of 
her vehicle when the Hingham Officer told her that the Quincy 
Police were presently looking for the vehicle because it was 
involved in a crime. 

The Officer asked her if the pickaxe came from her vehicle

Carthas 
picked up the investigation 
by contacting Domino’s Pizza 
to see if the video was ready. 
After numerous delays, he 
was told that the video would 
be available on the 27th in the 
Brockton store. 

In the meantime, Detective Carthas re-interviewed the car 
owner, who said that a female and a male (suspect) were “all 
hanging out at my house.” At some point in-the evening, the 
male suspect took the car without permission. When she real- 
ized this, she called and texted him. numerous times explain- 
ing that she wanted her car back of she was going to report 
it stolen. When he didn’t bring the car back, she went to the 
Hingham Police and it was then that she learned her car was 
involved in an armed robbery. 

On January 27th, Detective Carthas learned that the stolen 
vehicle had been located on Skyline Drive in Braintree, where 
the suspect was staying with his parents.

“I thought I could 
have gone a little faster,” Ju- 
lia said of her 2-mile. “I def- 
initely slowed down my last 
half of the race. I’d like to 
get under 11:50 next. We’ll 
see what happens. 

“I’m going to try to stay 
with the top group to see if 
I can make it to all-states. 
Last year the cutoff was 
around 11:45 so I’ll try to 
stick with them and get a 
personal record.” 

There is a strong possi- 
bility that Julia could be in 
Emily’s heat and she would 
love to have her sister as one 
of the tracksters-pushing her. 
“We haven’t run together yet 
this season so that should-be 
fun,” said Julia. “In cross 
country I’d try to stay within 
a minute of her. 

“T was pretty sure I could 
do it (break 12 minutes), but 
I didn’t do it in the Holiday 
Challenge and that was my 
goal.” 

Breaking the 12-minute 
barrier was a benchmark for 
Julia in what is one of the 


deepest events in the state 
this indoor season. “‘She’s 
finally done it so the mon- 
key’s off her back there,” 
said Hennessy. “We’re 
hoping she just gets bet- 
ter and better. The state is 
just loaded with (distance) 
kids. There used to be a time 
where you could place and 
not break 12. You can barely 
qualify with that now. The 
qualifying standards are 
through the roof.” 

Mia Healy is one athlete 
who should flourish when 
track moves outdoors in the 
spring. The North Quincy 
freshman owns the city mid- 
dle school record in the long 
jump at 15-9 and has been 
close to that distance for 
most of the season. Healy 
stretched to a 13"-place fin- 
ish against the rest of the Pa- 
triot League with 14-10-1/2 
effort. She was even better 
in the 55-meter dash, sprint- 
ing across the finish line in 
a personal best of 7.83 to 
qualify for the Div. 1 cham- 
pionships. 

“Geoff taught me how to 
use my arms better because I 
hadn’t been doing that,” said 
Healy. “I ran through the 
finish line and I still have to 
work on my form. My first 
couple of meets weren’t that 
good, but they’ve been get- 
ting better. I improved by a 
second.” 

Hennessy believes Healy 
could have a huge spring 
season in the sprints and 
on the long jump runway. 
“She’s been. doing track 
since she was 5 or 6-years- 
old through the (Quincy 
Track) Club and through 
middle school,” said Hen- 
nessy of his pint-sized tal- 
ent. “Mia’s multi-talented. 
Once we get more time on 
the runway and more coach- 
ing (outdoors) things will 
improve.” 

Mile transplant Steve Si- 
mons didn’t have his best | 
day in the 1,000, but still 
raced more than respectably, 
taking 14" in 3:13.5. The 
Quincy High senior began 
the season in the mile and 
lowered his time to 5:05. He 
hopped in the 1,000 at one 
meet and has been hooked 
ever since. Still, Simons 
would like to break the 
5-minute mark in the mile 
come springtime. ; 

“I started with the mile ’ 
and we had too many kids 
one meet so I said I’ll try.the 
1,000 and I ended up liking 
it a lot better,” Simons said. 


Simons is an example of 
a solid soccer player excel- 
ling on the track as well. 
“He’s a great kid,” said 
Hennessy. “He’s really com- 
ing along. Steve’s a soccer 
kid. We’re hoping having a 
couple of good soccer kids 
on the team — him and Aidan 
Smyth — we’ll get more soc- 
cer kids out this spring.

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Keenan Announces Passage 
Election Reform Bill 


State Senator John F. 
Keenan. announced that the 
State Senate has passed a 
comprehensive _ Elections 
Reform bill. 

The bill, which passed 
by a vote of 37-1, is. seen 
as a Vital step in expanding 
voter access, protecting the 


integrity of elections, and - 


ensuring that Massachusetts 
remains a modern and inclu- 
sive democracy. 

.With this bill, Massachu- 
setts would join 32 other 
states and the District of 
Columbia in allowing early 
voting, which would allow 
people to vote at a designated 
polling place up to ten days 
prior to an election. “With so 
many people currently using 
the absentee voting process 
and voting at city and town 
halls in advance of the elec- 
tion, this is a logical next 
step,” said Keenan. The bill 
also allows for online voter 
registration through a secure 
portal, eliminates check- 
out desks at polling places, 
and updates the process by 
which voters are declared 
inactive and removed from 
voting lists. 

Keenan said while con- 
sidering this bill he focused 

n “maintaining the impor- 
tant and admirable goals of 
the bill — enabling more citi- 
zens to exercise their funda- 
mental right and responsibil- 
ity to vote — while making 
sure we do not place burden- 
some costs on our cities and 
towns.” 

One such measure to 
reduce municipal burdens 
would be a change in how 
voter lists are kept current.

“T heard from our election 
clerks that the existing pro- 
cess results in otherwise ac- 
tive voters being removed 
from voting lists, creating 
an unnecessary burden both 
on citizens and local elec- 
tion officials,” said Keenan. 
A new process under this bill 
would place voters on an in- 
active list only after having 
missed two consecutive fed- 
eral elections. 

Five amendments filed 
or co-sponsored by Keenan, 
who represents Abington, 
Braintree, Holbrook, Quincy 
and Rockland, were adopted 
by the Senate. One amend- 
ment ensures that annual 
training requirements set by 
the Secretary of State would 
be paid for by the state 
rather than by cities and 
towns. Keenan also joined 
with Millbury Senator . Mi- 
chael Moore and Gloucester 
Senator Bruce Tarr to pass 
an amendment tying early 
voting requirements to the 
state’s existing “local man- 
date” laws, which provide 
that mandates on municipal 
governments cannot be con- 
sidered binding unless fund- 
ed by the state.

amendments adopted,” said 
Keenan. “We cannot require 
our cities and towns to carry 
out these critical updates and 
expansions to the voting pro- 
cess without providing them 


adequate resources.” 


Another amendment of- 
fered by Keenan and ad- 
opted by the Senate would 
grant greater flexibility to 
municipalities in selecting 
early voting sites. 

Keenan and seven other 
senators voted against an 
amendment allowing voter 
registration on the same day 
of an election. “With every- 
thing else contained in this 
bill to promote voter par- 
ticipation,” said Keenan, “I 
don’t think allowing same- 
day registration would result 
in any more people voting, 
and would likely cause such 
confusion and extra work on 
election day as to slow down 
the voting process and actu- 
ally frustrate voters.” 

The Senate’s elections 
reform bill -comes on the 
heels of the House of Rep- 
resentatives passing its own 
version. ‘The two bodies will 
now meet to resolve differ- 
ences in the bills, and then 
send one bill to the Gover- 
nor for his consideration.

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Weekend Storm 
Strikes City

A weekend snowstorm dropped about 18 inches of light, 
powdery snow on Quincy and forced the abandonment of 
more than 40 vehicles on Palmer Street. 
Mayor Frank McCauley declared a state of emergency 
at 4 a.m. on Saturday, Feb. 12. The state of emergency and 
associated bans remained in effect for 18 hours until mid- 
night. 
The vehicles on Palmer Street between Adams Shore and 
Germantown were all abandoned after 4 a.m. The street 
was impassable at the height of the storm. 
“If a fire were to have broken out, a life threatening situ- 
ation would have existed,” said Anthony Siciliano, auxiliary 
police chief and acting Civil Defense director. 
Extra tow trucks were pressed into service to free the 40 
vehicles and an MBTA bus. 
Some 70 volunteers, including skin divers and operators 
of four-wheel .drive vehicles and snowmobiles, answered 
the call to assist Civil Defense personnel, mostly by trans- 
porting key workers to jobs. 
Civil Defense workers transported a five-day old baby to 
the hospital and brought insulin to an elderly diabetic. Some 
18 nurses were picked up from Quincy and neighboring 
towns and brought to City Hospital at 12:30 a.m. Sunday to 
relieve personnel still on duty. 
Civil Defense workers also helped employees of WJDA 
and The Quincy Sun Cable News Channel 8 get to their work 
places and distribute storm news to listeners and viewers. 
The city had received early warning of the storm and the 
Civil Defense office was opened at 6:30 a.m. Friday. Divi- 
sion heads and others were called to CD headquarters that 
night at 8 p.m. as snow began to fall and 90 percent of the 
personnel were dismissed at noon Sunday. 
McCauley praised Civil Defense and Public Works em- 
ployees for their work in cleating snow from city streets. 
“The Public Works Department got a good early start 
opening the roads and the crews kept up with it,” he said. 
“Parked cars were still the biggest snow removal prob- 
lem. I would urge in future storms that people park their 
cars in vacant lots, driveways, any place to get them off the 
streets.” 
The cost of cleaning up the storm had yet to be calcu- ° 
lated, but Quincy’s snow removal fund of $127,000 had al- 
ready been depleted by previous snowstorms. :

Michael W. Morrissey. 

“When a student is run- 
ning into problems with 
drugs, you need to know 
what you are dealing with,” 
District Attorney Morrissey 
said after the training, which 
drew educators and police 
professionals. from across 
Norfolk County. .“Differ- 
ent, drugs provide: different 
forms of intoxication and 
different symptoms. Speech 
patterns, statements, coordi- 
nation, pupil, dilation. And 
they may require different 
intervention by school of- 
ficials.” 

Roughly 60 principals, 
nurses, and police’ school 
and juvenile officers from 
23 Norfolk County munici- 


palities attended the Jan. 28 
event, held in amphitheater 
space donated by the Bank 
of Canton at their headquar- 
ters. The trainers were Jack 


E. Richman, OD, retired Na- _ 


hant police Sgt. Don Decker 
and Middleboro Police Sgt. 
Deborah Batista. 

“Connecting = drug-in- 
volved students with the 
services they need has to 
start with establishing and 
documenting what is really 
happening,’ DA Morrissey 
said. “Whatever we can do 
to help schools. stem de- 
structive behavior — before 
it becomes problem for the 
courts and my office — I’m 
all for it.” 

Early intervention also 
has a long-term impact, 
Sgt. Decker said. “If you 
teach the lesson at a young 
age, hopefully it will ‘carry 
over.” 

Morrissey called the 
training a natural step in 


his work to improve school 
safety and security across 
the Norfolk District, which 
has included grants for se- 
curity upgrades and several 
other seminars. “It is anoth- 
er layer of school security. 
The environment in a school 
is most stable when students 
aren’t abusing illegal drugs, 
and when students who have 
prescribed substances are 
taking what they should,” 

Earlier this month, Mor- 
rissey provided training to 
40 Norfolk County educa- 
tors. on established guide- 
lines for risk-assessment 
when a student is re-enter- 
ing a school population after 
a substance abuse or mental 
health intervention. 

“These are important is- 
sues for individual students 
and school populations as a 
whole,” Morrissey said. “I 


appreciate Quincy’s partner- 


ship and dedication to safe 
schools.”

Quincy could be among 

_the first 19 communities in 
Massachusetts with a medi- 
cal marijuana dispensary 
after the state gave prelimi- 
nary approval for one on 
Ricciuti Drive. — 

The state’s Department 
of Public Health (DPH) 
recently announced _ that 
they awarded a provisional 
license to Provincetown- 
based Ermont, Inc. to open 
a dispensary at 216 Ricciuti 
Drive. Statewide, the depart- 
ment granted 20 provisional 
licenses to companies plan- 
ning to operate dispensaries 
in 19 communities. Two 
such licenses were awarded 


for Boston. 

The building Ermont 
plans to use for its dispen- 
sary is currently rented to 
Clifford’s Flowers, Smith 
& Nephew, and KPR, Inc. 
Under a 10-year agreement 
with the building’s owner, 
Ermont will lease the entire 
building, paying $260,000 
to rent the building in year 
one of. the lease, a number 
that increases to $450,000 
in year ten. According to 
its application filed with the 
state, Ermont plans to both 
cultivate and sell marijuana 
at the site, keeping a 30-day 
inventory in the building. 

Ermont will still need ap- 
proval from. several Quincy 


boards before they can be- 
gin doing business in the 
city. The company must 
seek a special permit from 
the Zoning Board, complete 
a site plan review for the 
Planning Board, and receive 
a license from the Licensing 
Board. Ermont also said in 
its application to the DPH 
that they intend to reach 
a host agreement with the 
mayor’s office. 

Once open, Ermont ex- 
pects to have 2,056 custom- 
ers in its first 12 months of 
operation, a number that 
grows to 3,065 in its second 
year of operation, and 3,725 
customers in year three, ac- 
cording to its application 
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Medical Marijuana Dispensary Planned For Ricciuti 


to the DPH. The company 
anticipates revenues of $3.5 
million in its first year, a 
figure that will double to 
$7 million in year two and 
increase to $8.4 million in 
year three. 

Those projections are 
based on charging $350 per 
ounce of medical marijuana 
— a price the company said 
is being kept above the av- 
erage price range to discour- 
age reselling of the drug 
and because of its higher 
quality. Ermont expects the 
average transaction to be in 
the $75 range, and will of- 
fer discounts to low-income 
clients. 

Ermont is solely owned 


by John “Jack” Hudson, the 
president and owner of OP3, 
Inc., a company that pro- 
vides fundraising consulting 
and events planning to non- 
profits. He is also a for- 
mer vice president of Avon 
Products, Inc, Hudson will 
serve as Ermont’s executive 
director. Other members of 
the board have experience 
working with both medical 
marijuana advocacy orga- 
nizations and dispensaries 
in other states that already 
permit the sale of medical 
marijuana. 

In 2012, voters statewide 
approved a law authorizing 
the DPH to grant licenses for 
up 35 dispensaries through- 


out Massachusetts. The ref- 
erendum mandates that each 
county have at least one dis- _ 
pensary, and no more than 
five. The DPH has given 
preliminary approval for 
two dispensaries in Norfolk 
County — the one in Quincy 
and another in Brookline. 

In 2013, the City Council 
passed zoning restrictions 
limiting requiring dispensa- 
ries to operate at least 1,500 
square feet from a residen- 
tial zone, school, childcare 
center, any facility with a 
liquor license, or another 
dispensary. That regulation 
limited possible locations 
to the former Fore River 
Shipyard, Crown Colony, or 
Quarry Hills.

2012 that could drive up 
the cost of flood insurance 
for property owners. Lynch 
hosted a similar meeting 
previously in Scituate, and 
expects a heavy turnout at 
tonight’s event. He noted 
that upwards of 1,400 Quin- 
cy residents could be placed 
into flood zone as a result of 
the new FEMA maps, which 
would force them to pur- 
chase flood insurance. Oth- 
ers already in flood zones 
could face higher premi- 
ums. 

“We expect a good turn- 
out. We know there are 
between 1,000 and 1,400 
residents tentatively placed 
in flood zones and others 
would have higher premi- 
ums. They’ll be keenly 
interested and we expect 
interest from residents in 
Weymouth and Hull,” the 
South Boston Democrat told 
The Sun in a phone inter- 
.view. “We had a meeting in 
Scituate with 1,400 people. 
The potential for premiums 
going up is a motivation for 
. people to come.” 

Lynch is one of more than 
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180 co-sponsors of H.R. 
3370, a House bill intro- 
duced by U.S. Reps. Michael 
Grimm (R-NY) and Maxine 
Waters (D-CA). The bill, 
known as: the Homeowner 
Flood Insurance Affordabil- 
ity Act or the Grimm- Waters 
Act after its sponsors, would 
delay implementation of the 
new FEMA maps by up to 
four years by requiring the 
agency to conduct an afford- 
ability study. 

“We’ve had a number of 
meetings between Demo- 
crats and Republicans who 
represent coastal areas, ar- 
eas near rivers and major 
tributaries — anyone with a 
flood zone in their district. 
We came up with a flood re- 
lief bill,’ Lynch explained. 

“It would require FEMA 
to complete an affordability 
study before going forward 
with the new premiums. 
This would delay imple- 
mentation by about four 
years — two years for the 
affordability study, then a 
period of review by FEMA 
and a period for review in 
Congress. : 


“We would have an idea. 


or range to determine what 
increases may be coming. 


“We think it’s a better ap- 


proach.” 

The Senate passed com- 
panion legislation of the 
House bill on Jan. 30, by a 
67-32 margin. Lynch was 
pleased by that vote, but he 
said House Speaker John 
Boehner (R-OH) has been 
unwilling to let the Grimm- 
Waters bill come to a floor 
vote. Lynch said represen- 
tatives on both sides of the 
aisle are working on alterna- 
tive bills that would delay 
the insurance rate increase. 

Tonight’s flood forum 
comes 10 days after Ward 
1 Councillor Margaret La- 
forest, Ward 3 Councillor 
Kevin Coughlin, Ward 4 
Councillor Brian Palmuc- 
ci, and Councillor Doug 
Gutro introduced a resolu- 
tion seeking a presentation 
on FEMA’s proposed new 
maps and the potential im- 
pact on property owners. 
The council accepted new 
FEMA maps in 2012, but 
the agency submitted re- 
vised flood.maps based on 
a different methodology for 
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Norfolk County in January 
that require local approval 
by June. 

Laforest said her con- 
stituents are already feeling 
the effects of the changes 


to the flood insurance pro- - 


gram. She noted that a fam- 
ily in the “Pre-G” section 
of her ward — the Empire 
Street, Broady Avenue, and 
Brockton Avenue  neigh- 
borhood off Palmer Street 
— whose house was placed 
in a flood zone after the 
2012 maps were adopted re- 
ceived a flood insurance bill 
for $5,000 after being told 
the insurance would only 
cost $1,500. That family, 
who was trying to sell their 
home at the time, had to cut 
its price from $250,000 to 
$210,000. 

“This could have a ma- 
jor, major impact on prop- 
erty values, particularly 
in Ward 1 but elsewhere 
within the City of Quincy,” 
Laforest said. “It’s very 
important that we’re not 
accepting these maps with 
poor methodology, and that 
we’re looking into this for 
our constituents.” 


Property owners do have 
the ability to appeal the new 
FEMA maps, and can chal- 


lenge either their property’s 


placement in a flood zone or 
the amount of flood risk as- 
sessed to their property. In 
several Plymouth County 
communities, where the 
FEMA maps based on the ~ 
new methodology were un- 
veiled last year, residents 
expressed so much concern 
over the maps that the towns 
themselves chose to appeal 
the maps. Gutro said that 
appeal effort is the fair thing 
todo. — 

“Towns like Scituate, 
Marshfield, and Duxbury 
have done a good job ques- 
tioning the science, the pro- 
tocols, and the procedure 
because it’s a fair thing to 
do,” he said. “It impacts the 
one nest egg most people 
have, and that’s their homes 
and their businesses.” 

Coughlin, whose house 
on Small Street would be 
added to the flood zone by 
the proposed FEMA maps 
along with his neighbors’ 
houses, said environmental 
consultants working with 


those communities in Plym- 
outh County have called 
FEMA’s new methodology 
‘junk science.’ 

“The specific modeling 
they used looks at a coast- 
line that is significantly dif- 
ferent than what we have 
on the East Coast,” Cough- 
lin said. “The Woods Hole 
Group that has been work- 
ing with Scituate and some 
of the other communities in 
Plymouth County has clear- 
ly shown that this is junk 
science.in terms of its appli- 
cation to the East Coast.” 

He added that changes to 
the flood insurance program, 
which lead to the increased 
premiums, were made solely 
to recoup losses incurred in 
major storms over the past 
decade. 

“T think people are see- 
ing this for what it is — it’s 
a money grab trying to bail 
out the flood insurance pro- 
gram for Hurricane Katrina 
and some of the other recent 
significant events,” Cough- 
lin said. “It’s really placing 
the burden on the backs of 
those who car least afford. 
it.”

Declan McGaffigan was 
awarded the rank of Eagle 
Scout after overseeing the 
installation of a new floor at 
a Quincy food pantry. 

McGaffigan had been 
volunteering at the food pan- 
try run by the Quincy Crisis 
Center, a part of the Esther

While volunteering there, 
McGaffigan mentioned that 
he was looking for ideas 
on what to do for his Eagle 
Scout service project and 
the managers of the pantry 
suggested he could replace 
the floor of one of the main 
rooms. 

“T had volunteered there 
for about two years —a kid in 
my troop had actually done 
an Eagle Scout project there 
and that’s how I became fa- 
miliar with the Quincy Cri- 
sis Center in the first place,” 
McGaffigan said. “While I 
was volunteering with them 
I told them I was looking 
for an Eagle Scout project 
if they ever needed anything 
done. When the time came 
I brought it up again and 
they came up with the idea 


to redo the floor in the main 
food pantry.” 

The project took about a 
week. to complete, and the 
500-square-foot room now 
has a laminate floor that was 
donated by Lumber Liquida- 
tors instead of the old sic 
it was once had. 

“It was a disgusting old 
carpet that had been there 
since the building was 
built,” McGaffigan said. 

McGaffigan, a member 
of Troop 42 out of Christ 
Church, completed the proj- 
ect with the assistance of his 
fellow scouts and their par- 
ents. 

“There were a lot of 
scouts from my troop that 
helped me,” he said. “A 


lot of adults from the troop. 


helped out — 
scouts.” y 

McGeaffigan has been a 
Scout for the past six years. 
When he first joined, he 
never envisioned himself 
reaching the rank of Eagle 
Scout. 

“When I first joined, no, 
I could never.see myself do- 
ing it,” he said. “It wasn’t 
really until a few years ago 
that I could really see it hap- 
pening. It was just such a big

Chuck Phelan III will 
_Teceive scouting’s high- 
est honor, the Eagle Scout 
award, for overseeing the 
restoration of the Quincy 
Salt Marsh Trail and the in- 
stallation of a new osprey 
nest. 

The trail Phelan III re- 

stored, located off Fenno 
e . 
Street opposite Andrews 
Road, was actually con- 
structed in 1973. by his 
father, Chuck Phelan, Jr., 
Quincy’s IT director and a 
former Ward 5 councillor, 
as part of his Eagle Scout 
project. 

The half-mile tea trail 
winds its way through the 
marsh near Black’s Creek to 
and from ‘Sailors’ Cemetery 
and features more than two- 
dozen signs detailing plants, 
flowers, and other features 
of the marsh. 

Students from the eathe 
Beechwood Knoll School, 
including the younger Phel- 
an, had helped maintain the 
trail over the years but it had 
fallen into disrepair over the 
last decade. 

“T built it in 1973,” Phel- 
an, Jr. explained. “It was 
later then maintained by the 
Beechwood’ Knoll School, 
actually he was going there, 
and they rebuilt the trail 
back about 10 years ago 
but it had fallen into pretty 
much disrepair. There were 
no signposts up. No stickers 
left.” 

“The trails were all 
wooded in,” Phelan III add- 
ed. “You couldn’t even walk 
by to see the posts. They 
’ were all bushed in.”

It took two months last 
summer for Phelan III and a 
group of fellow Scouts and 
other volunteers to restore 
the trail and install an osprey 
nest, which sits atop a pole 
18 feet above the marsh. , 

He had a lot of help with 
the project, including from 
Beechwood Knoll Assistant 
Principal Nancy Barron and 
teacher Brenda Shore, who 
had information and had 
put together a printed guide 
on the trail; PJ. Foley, wito 
helped design the osprey 
nest; Jack Lydon and Joe 
Giggey, two Eagle Scouts 
who work in the city’s IT 
Department; and from his 
father. Phelan III said it was 
cool to be able to restore the 
trail his father completed 40 
years earlier: 7 

“It was pretty cool,” he 
explained. “I wanted to put 
a different spin on it too, so 
we put the osprey nest out 
there to be a little bit more 
original. But it was defi- 
nitely cool doing my dad’s 
project.” 

“I was happy he was do- 
ing it,’ his father added. 
“We live in the neighbor- 
hood. We used to see it and 
it definitely needed some 
work.” 

The younger Phelan, a 
member of Troop 20 out of 
St. Ann’s Church in Wol- 
laston, joined Cub Scouts 
when he was 6. He didn’t 
think about getting the Eagle 
Scout award when he first 
joined, but as the years went 
on it became his goal. 

“When I was in Cub 
Scouts I really didn’t care — 
I was little and kind of just 


having fun going through 
the program,” Phelan III 
said. “Then when I first 
got into Scouts all I wanted 
was the Eagle. I wanted the 
Eagle really bad. I went to 
Scout camp, I stayed up at 
Scout camp for two sum- 
mers and I worked there an- 
other two summers. As I got 
older, it faded a little bit but 
that happens to everyone. 
Then I got back in it and I’m 
still liking it.” 

Phelan is a senior at the 
Landmark School in Bev- 
erly. The 18-year-old plans 
to attend UMass-Boston or 
UMass-Lowell to study ex- 
ercise science and hopes to 
become a personal trainer or 
physical therapist aie col- 
lege. 

He will receive his Eagle 
Scout award at a ceremony 
to be held later this month or 
in early March. 

On Jan. 21, Phelan re- 
ceived a commendation 
from the City Council for 
overseeing the project and 
achieving scouting’s highest 
honor. 

“As somebody who is 
very outdoor work illiterate, 
I am extremely humbled to 
be in your presence today,” 
Ward 5 Councillor Kirsten 
Hughes said. 

“Chuck, you truly are a 
role model and an inspira- 
tion to your peers and to our 
community. You have ac- 
cepted a unique challenge to 
construct an osprey tower in 
the Beechwood Knoll marsh 
and nature trail to benefit not 
only the osprey, but natural- 
ists from all over our state.”

More and more frequent- 
ly, Green is controlling his 
blocks. Rather than slam- 
ming’ them through a wall, 
he has a softer touch.

It translated into several

Support For Animal Cruelty Legislation

The Quincy City Coun- 
cil added their support last 
Monday night to pending 
legislation presented by 
State Rep. Bruce Ayers that 
would- double penalties as- 
sociated with committing 
acts of animal cruelty. 

House Bill 1182, which 
is described as “An Act rela- 
tive to the penalty for kill- 
ing, maiming, or poisoning 
of animals,” extends penal- 
ties for the maiming or kill- 
ing of animals to individuals 
other than the owner of said 
animal. 


The legislation . came 


_ about as a result of the high 
profile Puppy Doe case, in 


which a‘malnourished fe- 
male pit bull, later found to 
be named Kiya, was found 


abandoned on a Quincy. 


Street on Aug. 31,2013, suf- 
fering from severe wounds 
resulting from systematic 
torture and abuse. Puppy 
Doe was eventually eutha- 
nized due to the extent of her 


_ injuries which included dis- 
located limbs, a split tongue, - 


‘burns, and face, skull, and 


vertebrae fractures. 

Suspect Radoslaw 
Czerkawski, a native of Po- 
land in the country illegally, 
was indicted by a grand jury 
on 12 counts of animal cru- 
elty and one count of mis- 
leading police. 

He has also been indicted 
on four counts of larceny. 
He is alleged to have stolen 
from a 95-year-old woman 
who he was hired to take 
care of. He was found in 
possession of the elderly 
woman’s passport, jewelry, 
and banking documents 
and was found to have sto- 
len over $100,000 in saving 
bonds. 

He has also been accused 
of stealing $6,000 from a 


‘New Bedford church. 


“Unfortunately, this past 
year, Quincy had a very high 
profile animal cruelty case 
with Puppy Doe,” said City 
Councilor Margaret Lafor- 
est. “It was very difficult for 
the community. There was 
a lot of outpouring-of sup- 


port.” 


than $2,500. 


More than 250 Quincy 
residents and their dogs at- 
tended a candlelight vigil 
held in Puppy Doe’s memo- 
ry last September at Pageant 
Field. Vigils were also held 
across the country, drawing 
attention to outdated and in- 


_ adequate laws currently in 


place regarding penalties as- 
sociated with animal abuse. 

According to Laforest, 
the current legislation is 
worded too loosely, allow- 
ing for milder penalties for 
those charged with harming 
animals under their control. 

“The language is’ pretty 
loose. They’re adding ad- 
ditional language to say that 
if it’s your own animal or if 
it’s an animal you’re in con- 
trol of,” she said. 

Current language would 
be replaced and would de- 
fine punishment as impris- 
onment in state prison for 
not more than five years or 
a fine totaling no more than 
$5,000, or imprisonment for 
not more than two and a half 
years and a fine of not more 


The word “tortures” is 
also to be replaced by “mu- 
tilates or kills.” 

Laforest praised the 


Quincy Police Department 


and said an amendment to 
the current legislation would 
allow for officers to better 
do their jobs. , 

‘The Quincy Police De- 
partment has done a tre- 
mendous job with the Puppy 
Doe case,” she said. “We 
need to be making sure that 
the legislature has: the tools 
to support the work of our 
police department and that 
the penalties are there.” 

In addition to harsher 


_ penalties, she hopes expand- 


ing what constitutes as ani- 
mal abuse will catch violent 
individuals before they have 
the chance to harm not only 
animals, but people. 

“This was a very violent 
individual that committed 
the crime,” she said. “What 
this individual did in the 
Puppy Doe situation, we 
need to make sure that the 


~ penalties are in place to fur- - 


ther deter any animal cruelty 
cases.”

Security benefits taxable? -

This usually happens only . 
if you have other substantial income (such as wages,.self- 
employment, interest, dividends and other taxable income 
that must be reported on your tax return) in addition to your 
Social Security benefits. 

“There is never a case when a person pays tax on more 
than 85 percent of his or her Social Security benefits, based 
on Internal Revenue Service (IRS) rules. Now, let’s get 
down to the numbers. 

If you file a federal tax return as an individual and your 
income is between $25,000 and $34,000, you may have to 
pay income tax on up to 50 percent of your benefits. If your 
income is more than $34,000, then up to 85 percent of your 
benefits may be taxable. 

If you are married and you file a joint return, and you 
and your spouse have a combined income that is between 
$32,000 and $44,000, you may have to pay income tax on 
up to 50 percent of your benefits. If your combined income 
is more than $44,000, then up to 85 percent of your benefits 
may be taxable. 

Note that your “income” for the purpose.of determining 
whether you must pay taxes on some of your Social Security 
benefits includes your adjusted gross income, your nontax- 
able interest, and one half of your Social Security benefits. 

In January, you should have received a Social Security 
Benefit Statement showing the amount of benefits you re- 
ceived last year. You can use this statement, or SSA-1099, 
when completing your federal income tax return to find out 
whether some of your benefits are subject to federal income 
tax. If you didn’t receive yours, you can request one at www.

Report On Salary Increases 
Before Council Postponed 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

A report on recommend- 
ed salary increases for the 
mayor, City Council, and 
57 other department heads 
and non-union appointees 
that had been scheduled for 
- Tuesday’s council meeting 
has been postponed with no 
makeup date announced. 

The recommended salary 
increases were unveiled dur- 
ing a press conference last 
November. A five-member 
panel, known as the Quincy 
Salary Commission, was 
formed in August 2013 to 
review compensation of city 
officials. David Colton, who 
his peers named chair of the 
panel, was slated to provide 
a presentation on the report 
Tuesday night but that has 
been delayed for now. 

“It was to give a little 
more background,” Colton 
said of his planned presen- 
tation. “To talk about the 
process we went through, 
what we looked at for our 
evaluations, and how we 
came to the conclusions we 
reached.” 

The salary commission 


recommended a $38,000 sal- 
ary increase for the mayor, 
which would bring that po- 
sition’s salary to $160,000 
from the current salary of 
$122,474. That recommen- 
dation and others were based 
on pay rates for+ officials 
in cities similar to Quincy. 
-At the November press 
conference, Colton cited 
Somerville as one of those 
comparable _ communities. 
Somerville’s board of alder- 
man voted in 2012 to give 
the city’s mayor a $20,000 
pay raise and an annual sal- 
ary of $145,000. Somerville 
has about 18,000 fewer resi- 
dents than Quincy. 

The panel also recom- 
mended raising the salaries 
for members of the council. 
Under the commission’s rec- 
comendation, each member 
of the council would receive 
a raise of $5,000, bring- 
ing their salary to $22,500. 
Each councillor currently 
earns $17,500, plus a travel 


allowance of about $5,000 


each. Colton said in No- 
vember that the committee

Louisa Catherine - A Nobody No More 


n her later years, former First Lady Louisa Catherine Ad- 

ams wrote an unpublished memoir that she called “The 
Adventures of a Nobody.” 

Well, in Quincy, the wife of Sixth U.S. President John 
Quincy Adams, is somebody. 

And local groups hope she’Il-always be considered one. 

Last Wednesday — on her 239 birthday anniversary — 
Louisa Catherine Adams was remembered with fondness 
and great admiration at a celebration held at United First 
Parish Church. 

The special ceremony featured remarks from several 
speakers including Caroline Keinath of the National Park 
Service and author Louisa Thomas. Thomas has written a 
biography on Louisa Catherine that is scheduled. to be re- 
leased some time next year. 

Among those responsible for the special event were 
United First Parish Church, Christ Church Episcopal, the 
National Park Service, Quincy Historical Society and the 
Abigail Adams Historical Society. 

While she may not be as famous as her father and moth- 


er-in-law, John and Abigail Adams nor her husband, John — 


Quincy Adams, Louisa Catherine is still a commpeliing and 
fascinating historical figure. 

She should be admired and revered for overcoming many 
personal struggles in her life. By some accounts, she expe- 
rienced the terrible misfortune of a’ many as a dozen mis- 
carriages. Only one of her four children outlived her. She 
also moved more than 20 times during her 77 years + some 
relocations lasted a mere two months. 

Thomas said Louisa Catherine’s life’ story captivated 
her after she began reading her diaries seven or eight years 
ago. 

“I wanted to know more. and more about her and the 
more I learned about her and her incredible story — con- 
stantly moving all over the world:and some of the troubles 
she went through: She occupied an unusual place in the Ad- 
ams Family’and I wanted to know more and more. I was 
fascinated by her.” 

For instance, her. days in the White House were among 
the darkest and most depressing in her life. 

“There were times when John Quincy and Louise Cath- 
erine were barely speaking,” Thomas said. “It was probably 
the most difficult time in their marriage. 


“In the White House, Louisa Catherine both shut her-~ 
self out and was shut out. In the Presidential campaign, she © 


played quite a significant role because he was sort of fa- 
mously known as someone who was who was unapproach- 
able or cold. She was more electrifying.” 

Louisa Catherine could also be a little coy. 

Thomas said while she feigned interest in politics, she 
was a keen observer to Washington’s ways. 

“She actually noted in her diaries how many senators, 
how many congressmen came through the (White House) 
doors. She was always very careful to say she had nothing to 
do with politics and she was not interested in politics. There 
was a give and take and she could only admit so much but 
she would reveal a lot.” 

_ Louisa Catherine has the distinction of being the only 
U.S. First Lady born on foreign soil — in London, England,

Her future father-in-law —John Adams - 
first objected to his son marrying a woman born in another 
country but he eventually welcomed her into the family. 

Louisa Catherine is.certainly not as well-known as some 
of the other Adamses but her unique position in one of 
America’s most famous families gave her an unusual per- 
spective, Thomas says.

“She had a keen perception into human ceala.

“She was not a modern woman in any way but she’s a 
very mOdéth’ voice. I think it resonates now and I think it’s 
worth listening to.” 

Thomas also'called Louisa Catherine a very brave wom- 
an. 

“She went through a lot that would crush a person. She 
often felt crushed but she just kept picking herself back up. 
There was this sense that she didn’t have power in this coun- 
try and didn’t have power in her own family:*: 

“John Quincy Adams made a lot of important decisions 
without her. She never quite had a home but she made her- 
self so important to so many people.” 

And she’s important in Quincy, too 

Louisa‘ Catherine — and the city’s other First Lady. — Abi- 
gail Adams — are entombed with,her husbands in the crypt 
at United First Parish Church. 

Each year, on the birthday anniversaries of rae and John 
Quincy Adams, a White. House. wreath commemorates their 
lives at a ceremony at the church. 

Last year, members of the church and the Abigail Adams 
Society decided. to organize a program celebrating the lives 
of Quincy’s First Ladies. 

An observance in honor of Abigail Adams i is Plena’ for 
November near her birthday. 

“Last year we recognized this is something that is long 
overdue. It’s timely and I thought today’s program in partic- 
ular hearing some of the real nuances about a historical fig- 
ure like Louisa Catherine is just remarkable,” said H. Kirt- 
land Switzer, II, president of United First Parish Church. 

There was some consideration in combining John Adams 
and Abigail birthday celebrations since their anniversaries 
are about three weeks apart. . 

But Switzer said each is worthy of their own special 
day. 

“We should have individual wreath layings on their birth- 
days and we'll basically make sure we have the resources to 
do two major events so close together,” he said. 

Louisa Catherine died May 15, 1852 after suffering a 
heart attack. Out of respect for the former First Lady, both 
the U.S. House and Senate adjourned in mourning. 

Nearly 162 years after her death, Louisa Catherine’s life 
is being remembered in Quincy. 

Clearly — in the City of Presidents and “First Ladies” — 
Louisa Catherine is a nobod: more.

Quincy’s six smallest schools — Great Hill, Myles 
Standish, Hunting, Cranch, Beechwood Knoll, and Gridley 
Bryant — were among those being considered for closure. 
Shutting down all six schools, each with a projected Sep- 
tember 1980 enrollment of under 200 students, was expect- 
ed to save the city $260,028, enough to reduce the tax rate 
by a total of 85 cents. 

School Committeeman Frank Anselmo opposed the mo- 
tion to create the special panel, saying the committee al- 
ready had enough information. 

“This can only serve to delay the decision, which only 
the School Committee can make. We have all the facts, we 
have all the figures,” he said. “I say full speed ahead, damn 
the torpedoes, and let’s do what we have to do.” 

School Committeeman John Sullivan, who voted in favor 
of the new panel, already announced his appointments. He 
selected Jason Stone, the commander of the Quincy Jewish 
War Veterans, and William Hurley, a Boston teacher. 

NEW HOSPITAL MANAGERS, COMMISSION 

Mayor.Arthur Tobin filled two of three vacancies on the 
City Hospital Board of Managers, naming attorney Law- 
rence F. O’Donnell and accountant Richard W. Corner to 
the nine-member board. 

The two new members were also added to a special- 
seven member commission tasked with studying the hos- 
pital and making a recommendation on its future course to 
the mayor. Also appointed to the commission Drs. Russell 
Irons, William Frates and William Helfrich, attorney Mat- 
thew McDonnell, and Mildred Trout, a nurse. Irons was the 
president of the hospital’s medical staff and Frates the im- 
mediate past president. 

The biggest decision the commission was tasked with 
was determining whether the hospital would remain a public 
entity or become a private one. The medical staff favored 
private management, but Irons said they would consider all 
options:

Two years ago, Alyssa 
Lydon was a sophomore 
starting at point. guard for 


one of the best teams in the 


history of Quincy High. The 
team went to the sectional 
finals. It was a team of se- 
niors, seniors who would 
move on, but Lydon would 
be back for two years. Sure- 
ly, they would be two grand 
years, 

She was quick, she could 
shoot and pass and run. She 
had the confidence to lead 
a veteran téam. She ‘would 
be a great player. The road 
rose clear in front of her un- 


der bright, blue, sun-kissed’ 


skies. All would be well. 
Nothing could stop her. 

Except life. Sometimes 
life gets in the way. It is ran- 
dom and heartless. It is nev- 
er fair. Lydon would face 
great loss and crippling in- 
juries. Two years after run- 
ning that dream team from 
Quincy, she would be wiser 
and stronger, a wonder- 
ful young woman who had 
learned well and hard about 
things far more important 
than basketball games. She 
would know what many 
never know, that joy in life 
comes from helping others. 

Early in her junior year, 
she lost her mother to can- 
cer. It is a loss and an ache 
that never poés away. 

“T think of my mother 
every timé I walk into this 
gym. Every game I play, 
every shot I make-is for my 
mother,” said Lydon at Fri- 
day night’s contest against 
North. Lydon had helped 
organize a fundraiser to 
benefit the American Cancer 
Society during the game. 

Perhaps basketball could 
be her refuge after her moth- 
er passed away. It would be 
a silly, inadequate refuge, 
but still a place to go and 
play and forget for a short 
timé. She played a game for 
the ages against North as a 
junior. She had 21 points 
and nine assists, and: she 
was twice as good as her 
numbers. It was a 32-minute 
instructional video on how

knee in January. She played 
with it.

ball. In February, she tore 
the ACL in her right knee. 
Basketball was gone. She 
had surgery on March 1. It 
was not an easy time. 

“Maybe.I shouldn’t have 
played with the first injury. 
Maybe I put too much pres- 
sure on my right knee,” she 
said. 

While friends enjoyed 
the spring and went to the 
beach, Lydon went to rehab. 
She was back in less than 
nine months. Professional 
athletes, motivated by mon- 
ey and contracts, come back 
in 15 months. Alyssa Lydon, 
motivated by the love of the 
game, was back.in less than 
nine. 

“T wun to play so 
badly. It was senior year, my 
last year. As soon as I was 
cleared, I came back. I was 
playing basketball again by 
the end of November,” she 
said. 


But she was not the same. 
When moving on a straight 
line, she was fine. However, 
she had no’ lateral move- 
ment. Cutting, stopping, set- 
ting herself to shoot, looking 
for that short, quick burst 
were all difficult and pain- 
ful. What had always been 
there was gone. 

“J learned to play with 
pain. Basically any bas- 
ketball move hurt. I’d feel 
a deep, sharp pain in my 
knee,” she said. 

She fractured a knuckle 
on her shooting hand against 
Hanover. She did not fool 
herself. She was not the 
same player. She could have 
given in. She chose to help 
others. 

“IT knew I wasn’t what 
I once was,” she said. “So 
I concentrated on what I 
could do which was pass, 
move the ball around, help 
others be better.”

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Assistant City Clerk Maureen Hallsen Calls It A Career 


Retiring After 40 Years Working For City, State 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

After more than 40 years 
working for the city and the 
state, Assistant City Clerk 
Maureen Hallsen will be re- 
tiring at the end this month. 

Hallsen began working 
for the state’s Division of 
Civil Service in 1973 at the 
-age of 19. She started with 
Civil Service when its of- 
fices were located on Wash- 
ington Street in Boston, 
before the opening of the 
current state office building 
at One Ashburton Place, and 


transferred to Quincy’s City~ 


Clerk’s Office in 1976. 

“I worked before they 
built Ashburton Place —- I 
went there when it was brand 
new,” Hallsen recalled in re- 
cent interview. “I worked 
on Washington Street, which 
was great because Filene’s 
and Jordan’s were down the 


street in Downtown Cross- - 


ing. Then they built Ash- 
burton Place and we moved 
up there. In August of ’76 I 
came to the City of Quincy 
as a transfer and I’ve been 
here ever since.” 

Hallsen spent 18 years 
working in Vital Statistics 
for thé city. Sixteen of those 
years were with then-City 
Clerk John Gillis and two 
years were with current City 
Clerk Joseph Shed. ‘When 
Shea ,appointed her assis- 
tant city clerk in Novem- 
ber 1994, Hallsen became 
only..the fourth _ assistant 
clerk since 1959 following 
Thomas Burke (assistant 
from 1959: to 1991), Shea 

9 (assistant from March 1991 
until he was appointed clerk 
in March 1992), and Patri- 
cia Toland (assistant from 
April 1993 until her death in 
September 1994). Hallsen 
was also the first union em- 


ployee to be named assistant 
clerk. 
“John had the good 


sense to hire Moe, and she’s 
moved through | the ranks,” 


Shea noted. “We decided to. 


go with a career employee, 
and it’s been very positive.” 

As the assistant clerk, 
Hallsen handles a diverse 
portfolio. One of the big- 
gest roles. she fulfills is 
presiding over weddings as 
a justice of the peace. She 
also works closely with the 
City Council, including fill- 
ing in for Shea when he is 
absent at council meetings, 
and hires workers to staff 


polling locations pit 
elections. 
“The biggest thing you do 


is you can perform marriag- 
es, I’m a justice of the peace 
as part of the job. My first 
one was nerve-racking and 
now I can almost do it with 
my eyes closed and that’s a 
lot of fun, doing marriages,” 
Hallsen said. is 

“You work with the City 
Council, and when Joe is 
not available you run the 
City Council meetings. And 
another big job you do‘is I 
take care of all the election 
workers. We have 30 pre- 
cincts with a minimum six 
or seven people in a pre- 
cinct. There are over 300 
people — you hire them and 
keep track of them. That’s 
a big part of election time, 
especially the presidential.” 

Now, after almost 20 
years as the assistant clerk, 
Hallsen is planning to retire. 
Her last day is Feb. 28, just 
two days after she turns 60 
on Feb. 26. 

“It hasn’t really hit me 
that I’m going to retire,” 
Hallsen said. .““This job — I 


enjoy it — and it will give . 


someone else a chance, I’ve 
had it for 20 years. I’ve been 
here 37-and-a-half years. It 
will give somebody tlse a 
chance to move up the lad- 
der and see how things work 
out.”

was planning to retire, but 
the idea of her leaving the 
Clerk’s Office is just sinking 
him. 

“I’ve known Moe since 
the “70s when she came 
here. It’s kind of hard to 
think about her not be- 
ing here,” Shea said. “It’s 
beginning to sink in now 
because it’s getting close. 
We’ve been trying to get 
some of her knowledge out 
of her head.” 

Shea called Hallsen well 
versed in the state’s vital 
statistic’s laws. But he said 
her expertise extends to all 
aspects of the Clerk’s Office 
and beyond, noting he was 
never nervous about having 
her fill in for him at meet- 
ings of the City Council and 
other boards. 

“She has a great ability 
and she’s done a great job. 
It’s a comfort having some- 
one like Moe backing me 
up,” Shea said. “There isn’t 
anything she wouldn’t tack- 
le or couldn’t do. I never 
worried about sending Moe 
to one of those meetings.” 

“She’s been anA 1, terrific 
employee,” Shea added. “It 
speaks well of all employees 
that come through the ranks 
and the work they do. Moe 
epitomizes that.”. 

Much has changed, in 
the 40 years Hallsen has 
worked for the city and the 
state. She noted that tech- 
nology has come a long way 
since she began working in 
the City Clerk’s Office in 
1976. Back when she first 
trained everything was done 
in longhand and then type- 
writers were used. Hallsen 
believes that one day every- 
thing will be done online. 

“A lot of stuff is done on- 
line. The day will come you 
won’t even have to come 
in here to apply — I’m sure 
they’ll have it online some- 
where,” she said. ““Technol- 
ogy has really changed the 
office. The way I was taught, 
the way I was trained, every- 
thing was done in longhand. 
When I came there were no 
computers. Everything was 
typed, and typed, and typed. 
You hardly could Xerox 
anything ~ if they wanted 
five death records you had 
to type them all up.” 

Hallsen also noted that 
identification requirements 
are much stricter now than 
when she first started work- 
ing for the city.

“I didn’t get a Social 
Security card until I was in 
middle school. Now babies 
coming out the hospital 
have a Social Security card,” 
Hallsen said. “Because the 
way the world is with ter- 
rorism and 9/11, things have 
changed so much. You could 
go through life without ever 
having a birth certificate. 
Now you can’t do anything 
without a birth certificate.” 

Hallsen spent almost her 
entire career with Clerk’s 
Office ‘working in the old 
City Hall building, formally 
the James R. McIntyre Gov- 
ernment Center, which is 
currently undergoing a thor- 
ough renovation scheduled 
for completion early next 
year. Hallsen remembers 
being told at various times 
over the years that the city 
planned to install new win- 
dows in old City Hall, and 
joking that she would be re- 
tired before those windows 
were put in. 

“That was always the 
running joke, that they were 
going to put new windows 
in, and I would always say 
I'd be retired before they 
ever put new windows. in 
City Hall,” she said. “I en- 
joyed working in that build- 
ing. It was a beautiful old 
building and I can’t wait to 
see it. I worked here before 
the glass building was built 
so I remember what. it was 
like when everyone was in 
that one City Hall.” 

Hallsen grew up in Quin- 
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cy and attended St. John’s 
School, Point Junior High 
School, and Quincy High. 
She’s lived in the city for 
almost her entire life, except 
for six years in Weymouth 
soon after she and her hus- 
band David were married, 
and they live together in 
a house he built off of Ad- 
ams Street. They have two 
children — Erica, who works 
at Quincy Medical Center, 
and David, a senior at Curry 
College. 

Hallsen; who has worked 
fulltime since she was 19, 
is looking forward to retire- 
ment and having time to 
herself. 

“Just having time on my 
own, being able to get up in 
the morning and not having 
to go to work,” Hallsen re- 
plied when asked what she 
was looking forward to in 
retirement. “Go for a walk, 
go down the beach — my hus- 
band comes from the Neck, 
he loves being on the water. 
Maybe get a new dog. We 


had a dog for 13 years and 


he passed away two-and-a- 
half years ago. We thought 
about getting another dog.” 

Hallsen also plans to do 
more genealogical work, 
which has long been an in- 
terest of hers. While work- 
ing for Vital Statistics, she 


helped a man from Seattle 


whose family had roots in 

Quincy map out his’ family 

tree. :

Hopefully we do 
some traveling — I won't 
have to fit it in between 
council meetings and elec- 
tions, you can go where you 
want,” Hallsen said. “I’d 
like to do some more trav- 
eling, here and abroad, but 
mainly this country.

As a general rule, read your phone bill often line 
by line. If you don’t recognize or understand a charge, contact 
your carrier.

two high-risk areas where 
insurance is mandatory — 
zone V, coastal high hazard 
areas, arid zone A, special 
flood hazard areas — both of 
which are broken down into 
different categories. Both 
A and V zones are subject 
to inundation by 100-year 
floods, according to FEMA, 
with the V zone also subject 
to additional hazards from 
storm-induced waves. _ 

Under the current FEMA 
flood maps, Quincy has both 
A and V zones. Areas in the 
A zone include low-lying 
portions of West. Quincy, 
North Quincy, Wollaston, 
Houghs Neck, and Ger- 
mantown, as well as areas 
adjacent to Town Brook and 
Furnace Brook. Most areas 
along Quincy’s coast are in 
the V zone. 

Ed Flavin, the president 
of Quincy-based realty and 
insurance firm Flavin & 
Flavin, said flood insurance 
premiums in properties in- 
cluded in the A zone have 
increased to between $2,000 


and $2,500 locally, up from 
$500-800. Flavin said po- 
tential homebuyers have 
grown concerned — about 
flood insurance because of 
the new premiums. Instead 
of asking about schools, 
transportation opportunities, 


or the condition of a home, 


interested buyers are now 
asking if a property is in a 
flood zone. 

“T think it’s a concern,” 
Flavin said. “Flood insur- 
ance is probably now the 
first question asked. It is a 
very important part of home 
ownership now.” 

Because of the current 
market for real estate — there 
is a shortage of houses listed 


for sale — Flavin said the 
new premiums aren’t driv- . 


ing down prices for proper- 
ties in flood zones, but the 
premiums are increasing the 
value of properties outside 
flood zones. 

Flavin recommended that 
people worried about their 
flood insurance premiums, 
especially those buying or 
selling a home, should get 


an elevation certificate. The 
certificates are used to deter- 
mine if a property is located 
above the base flood eleva- 
tion. Premiums generally 
decrease as the height above 
the base flood elevation in- 
creases. 

In addition to the chang- 
es to. the flood program,

proposed new FEMA flood 
maps that would place up 
to 1,400 Quincy properties 
into flood zones, mostly in 
Houghs Neck, Merrymount, 
Montclair, and North Quin- 
cy. A copy of the proposed 
maps is available for resi- 
dents to review at the Engi- 
neering Department at DPW 
headquarters at 55 Sea St. 
The maps for Norfolk 
County were released by 
FEMA for local approval in 
January, and are based on a 
different methodology than 
previous flood maps.

MBTA employees Tomas 
Gonzales ‘and Karen Kane 
jumped to. action imme- 
diately after Kevin hit his 
head and lost-consciousness. 
Kane called 911 and the pair 
began to. administer CPR. 
The process kept blood 


flowing to Kevin’s brain and 


ultimately saved him from 
brain damage. 

. That Gonzales, a certi- 
fied CPR instructor for the 
MBTA, happened to be at 
the Wollaston station was a 


stroke of luck. “The irony- 
was he’s not normally at that 


station,” said Trish. “He 
just happened to be there 
that day.” 

EMTs shocked Kevin 
ten times with paddles to 
no avail and doctors con- 
tinued CPR on him for 
another hour and a half 
before a slight heartbeat 


- returned. Trish commend- 


ed the work Dr. Michael 


’ Snyder, M.D. in the emer- 


gency room. 

“He encouraged his 
staff to continue CPR and 
we’re so thankful for their 
efforts,” she said. 

He was immediately 
transferred to Brigham 
and Women’s Hospital in 
Boston where-he lapsed 
into a coma. Kevin wasn’t 


expected to survive the

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City Appealing 
Flood Zone Maps 


Without Revision, 4,000 Property Owners 
Would Pay Higher Insurance Premiums 


By SCOTT JACKSON 
With up to 4,100 prop- 
erty owners facing higher 
flood insurance premiums 
because of proposed new 
flood zone maps, the city is 
working with an engineering 

firm to appeal those maps. 
The new flood insurance 
rate maps (FIRMs) pro- 
posed by the Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency 


(FEMA) would place 1,400 


properties currently outside 
of flood zones into special 
flood hazard areas, accord- 


ing to Joseph D. Shea, se- 
nior vice president of the 
engineering firm Woodard 
& Curran. Owners of prop- 
erties in the special flood 
hazard areas with feder- 
ally insured or regulated 
mortgages are required to 
purchase flood insurance. 
An additional 2,700 proper- 
ties already in flood zones 
would be placed in higher 
risk zones, which could 
cause increases in their pre- 
miums. 


During a community 


meeting devoted to flood 
insurance held Feb. 20 at 
Central Middle School, 
Mayor Thomas Koch told 
the crowd of 300 residents 
and city and state officials 
present that the city has 
contracted with Woodard & 
Curran to appeal the maps 
using the best information 
available. 

“The city has engaged 
Woodard & Curran to chal- 
lenge the maps that FEMA

2011, the company has 30 


“days to address, or cure, the 


problem or it could be forced 
out of the project altogether. 
Koch announced he was 


placing the developer in 
default during the Feb. 18 
City Council meeting. Dur- 
ing his remarks that night, 
the mayor said the project 
would continue to move 
forward, with or without 
Street-Works. He also noted 
that key infrastructure proj- 
ects, the rerouting of Town 
Brook and constructing the 
Walter J. Hannon Parkway, 
have been completed while 
planning is taking place for 
Adams Green and a new 


.bridge at Cliveden Street. 


Those projects, Koch said, 
will set the table for any 
redevelopment of F Qviney 
Center. 

“The table is set. Town 
Brook being moved is huge. 
Hannon Parkway being 


done is huge. The Adams 
Green moving forward is 
huge. The bridge being add- 
ed is also a tremendous val- 
ue. We’ve set the table, as 
someone once said, ‘maybe 
the dinner guests change but 
the table is set.’ I believe 
we're going to be moving 
forward with Street-Works 
or perhaps without Street- 
Works,” Koch said. 

“We’ve made. tremen- 
dous progress and I’d like 
to underscore that because 
though there aren’t those 
visible buildings going up 
quite yet, there is an incred- 
ible amount of infrastructure 
that we’ ve accomplished to- 
gether that now allows that 
to happen.”

Before Finance Committee

The City Council’s fi- 
nance committee will re- 
view the first phase of 
Mayor Thomas Koch’s pro- 
posal to expand North Quin- 
cy High’s campus and reno- 
vate Teel and O’Neil Fields 
at its meeting on Monday, 
March 3, at 6:30 p.m. 
‘Under the mayor’s pro- 
posal, which he wnveiled late 
last year, the city would pur- 
chase nine houses on Hunt 
Street and Newbury Av- 
enue. They would be razed 
to make way for a parking 
lot on Hunt Street and two 
new retaining ponds, one on 
Newbury Avenue and one 
_on Hunt Street. Koch told 
the council the parking lot 
would accommodate 157 
vehicles, providing a net 
gain of 127 parking spaces 
for North Quincy High. 
That would help alleviate 
congestion on Hunt Street. 
“Many of you have gone 
to athletic events at night on 
Hunt Street. It’s a disaster 
trying to navigate your way 
through there and try and 
find a parking spot,” Koch 
told the council. “Many of 
you were at the Lunar New 
Year Festival on Sunday — 
no easy task to find parking 
for thatas well.” 
The mayor said his pro- 
posal would also improve 
drainage on. Hunt Street as 
well as create a new drop- 
~off ahd pick-up zone for the 
high school.

Under the plan, Teel Field 
would be rebuilt with a new 
FieldTurf playing surface 
and outfitted for football, 
soccer, and lacrosse. Anew, 
600-seat grandstand would 
be constructed, as well as 
a scoreboard, concessions, 
restrooms, a sound system, 
and lighting. 

Before the work on Teel 
Field takes place, the mayor 
wants to renovate O’Neil 
Field on the grounds of At- 
lantic Middle School. Koch 
wants to renovate that field 
this summer so North could 
use O’Neil Field while Teel 
Field is renovated between 
September 2014 and April 
2015. 

During the most recent 
council meeting on Feb. 18, 
Koch submitted a requested 
appropriation of $1.56 mil- 
lion. Of that appropriation, 
$425,000 would go towards 
the improvement of O’Neil 
Field at Atlantic, Middle 
School, $685,000 would go 
towards drainage repairs 
at Atlantic, and $450,000 
would be for preliminary 
legal and engineering work 
related to the proposed im- 
provements to North Quin- 
cy High’s campus and Teel 
Field. 

“This program would 
deal with a number of drain- 
age issues at Atlantic,” Koch 
said. “It would change and

e city’s impending breakup with Street-Works as 
the lead developer in the ambitious $1.6 billion re- 
development of Quincy Center signals a new start for 
one of the most important issues in the city today. 
’ And to that end, we'd like to make a suggestion: 

A public hearing or community meeting should 
be scheduled to bring all parties up to date on what 
transpired between the city and Street-Works and how 
Quincy is moving forward with its new lead developer, 
Quincy Mutual Fire Insurance Company. 

The city council hears quarterly updates on the 


-downtown issue but we’re advocating a meeting larger 


in scope. 

A public hearing or meeting held ina rate auditori- 
um — perhaps Quincy High School — where interested 
and concerned citizens and taxpayers can ask questions 
about the future of the downtown and receive answers 
from elected officials and the developers. 

We certainly hope that —- down the road — the change 
from Street-Works to Quincy Mutual will turn out to 
be a very positive development — perhaps even a wa- 
tershed moment. 

Quincy Mutual is a local company with deep com- 
munity roots. The company employs more than 200 
workers and its leaders are active in the community. 
And they have shown good faith with an investment of 
at least $20 million in the redevelopment. 

Mayor Thomas Koch trumpeted Quincy Mutual’s 
new lead role in his update to city councillors last 
Tuesday night. 

“Partners may change, but the plan and the potential 
for a new Quincy Center remains fully intact. We are 
thrilled that a company with a history, reputation and 
experience of Quincy Mutual is expanding its role.” 

The mayor also noted that there’s been tangible 
progress in the downtown, notably the opening of the 
Walter J. Hannon Parkway and the relocation of the 
Town Brook. Without these two projects, the rest of 
the downtown doesn’t have a chance to get off the 
drawing board. — 

And the mayor deserves credit for accomplishing 
both. The Hannon Parkway was on many mayoral 
agendas dating back to the early 1970s but for one rea- 
son or another, never came to fruition. Relocating the

But city leaders - including the mayor - are bullish 
and confident the downtown will reach that next stage 
of construction.

your insurance. 

Health plans will also 
help pay the cost of cer- 
tain prescription medica- 
tions. You may be able to 
buy other medications, but 
medications on your health 
plan’s “formulary” (ap- 
proved list of prescription 
medications) usually will 
be less expensive for you. 
To find out which prescrip- 
tion drugs are covered, visit 
your insurer’s website and 
review the list of covered 
prescriptions. You can also 
find this information in your 
Summary Of Benefits and 
Coverage documentation. 
If you still have questions 
about covered medications, 
you can always call your 


insurer directly to find out . 


if a particular medication is 
covered. 
Now that you know dif- 


ferent health plans cover | 


different medications, it’s 
important to note that differ- 
ent health plans allow you to 
get your medications from 
different pharmacies (called 
“in-network” or “specialty” 
pharmacies). Call your in- 
surer or visit their website 
to find out whether a lo- 
cal pharmacy is in-network 
under your new health plan 
and, if not, what pharmacies 
in your area are in-network. 
Yourcan also learn whether 
you can get your prescrip- 


-tion delivered to you in the 


mail, which may be a con- 
venient option for you. 
In an emergency, you 


should get care from the 


closest hospital that can 
help you. Your insurance 
company can’t charge you 
more for getting emergency 
room services at an “out-of- 
network” hospital. 

If your health insurance 
company doesn’t pay for a 
specific healthcare provider 
or service, you have the right 
to appeal the decision and 
have it reviewed by an inde- 
pendent third party. Your in- 
surance company must first 
notify you in writing within 
a set amount of time. Based 
on the type of claim you file, 
your health plan will need to 
explain why coverage was 
denied. They also have to let 
you know how you can ap- 
peal their decision. 

If the timeline for the 
standard appeals process 
would seriously put your 
life at risk, or risk your abil- 
ity to fully function, you 
also can file an appeal that 
would get you a quicker 
decision. If you meet the 
standards for an expedited 
external review, the final 
decision about your appeal 
must come as quickly as 
your medical condition re- 
quires, and no later than 72 
hours after your request for 


external review is received. 

In addition to creating 
the Health Insurance Mar- 
ketplace, the Affordable 
Care Act is providing con- 
sumers with new benefits 
and protections. Health in- 
surance plans can’t refuse 
to cover you or charge you 
more just because you have 
a pre-existing health condi- 
tion. And many preventive 
screenings are now avail- 
able to you at little or no 
out-of-pocket cost. 

It remains imperative 
that consumers learn about 
the health insurance industry 
and their individual health 
plans. Always ask questions 
and carefully review your 
health plan’s certificate of 
coverage to ensure you are 
taking full advantage of the 
benefits offered.

Every March and April 
for centuries the smelt have 
been returning to the Town 
Brook in downtown Quincy 


‘ to spawn and lay their eggs. 


In the sptings of 2011 
and 2012, members of both 
the Quincy Environmental 
Network and the Wollaston 
Garden Club’s ‘Conserva- 
tion Committee counted 


hundreds of smelt. Last 


spring (2013) none of these 
same volunteers saw any 


_ fish at all. This spring’ the 


group has decided to en- 
large the volunteer pool that 
observe smelt, and formally 
log the fish count data. The 
good news would be that 
the “Town Brook Enhance- 
ment”. project returns smelt 
numbers back to norm. 

The goal of the organizers 
of the Town Brook Stream 
Team will be: to educate 
its volunteer members and 
the greater community re- 
garding the life cycle of the 
smelt and the brook’s fragile 
ecosystem; to develop com- 


munity advocacy for the 
smelt and its ecosystem; and 
to.conduct an accurate, me- 
thodical fish count for this 
spring. The Stream Team 


intends for this to become - 


an annual event with the in- 
tention of collecting data for 
many years to come. 

QEN and the Wollaston 
Garden Club © Conserva- 
tion Committee members 
conducted a program in the 
Community Room (Atri- 
um Level) at the Thomas 
Crane Library Wednesday 
(Feb. 26) at 7 p.m. to help 
the community learn more 
about these hard working 
fish and to enlist fish count 
volunteers. 

At this meeting, vol- 
unteers (citizen-scientists) 
will be assigned a time and 
location to look for and 
document smelt in the brook 
beginning March 1 through 
April 30.

“That’s another thing to 
remind the public of — de- 
velopers come in, develop- 
ers come out,” Koch said. 
“Westwood was dead. It’s 
back on track, We’ve seen 
changes in Assembly Square 
— that was dead; it’s back on 
_ track in Somerville, There 
are a number of projects in 
town that we could point to 

and we’re no different.” 
Council President Jo- 
seph Finn also said that 
such changes aren’t rare 
when it comes to projects 
with size and scope similar 
to the Quincy Center plan. 
He noted that plans to re- 
vitalize the downtown area 
have been contemplated 
numerous times in the past 
before Street-Works moved 


forward with the city on its 
proposal. 
“What’s distinguished

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci noted the city has 
not paid any money for the 
Street-Works projéct to date, 
and thanked the administra- 
tion for protecting residents 
in the 2011 agreement with 
the developer. 

“The protections we put 
in place are doing just that 
now, unfortunately to some 
to degree, but the protec- 
tions are coming into to play 
now,” Palmucci said. “I con- 
gratulate the team for put- 
ting those protections in and 
thinking of worst-case sce- 
narios when they did that.

“I’m not sure what the 
analysis was of Street- 
Works in coming in. They 
certainly had 
tise but I’m not sure there 
was a financial commitment 
behind them to accomplish 
what they aspired to. We 
really needed a strong hand 
financially to come in.” 

“I definitely think that 
the Quincy downtown area 
needs this,” Lynch later 
added. “We’ve got to step 


,, Up our game. I realize I have 
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a responsibility on the infra- 
structure side to make sure 
that the public-infrastructure 
is improved on a level that is 
equal to the investment that 
is being made on the private 
side, I’m willing to meet 
that obligation.” 

Koch put Street-Works on 
notice because they missed 
a November deadline to file 


_ & certificate of consistency 


(COC) containing plans for 
Step/1 of the project, the 
development in the area of 
Parkingway and the Ross 
Garage. Street-Works had 
paid for extensions of that 
deadline previously, but 
did not do so in November. 
The mayor explained to The 
Sun that he continued nego- 
tiations with the developer 
before putting them on the 
clock to meet their Obliga- 
tions. 

“Under the LDA there 
are certain benchmarks that 
they’re required to meet 
and we're required to meet. 
We’ve met our benchmarks 
as a city. We’ve done the 
due diligence, gotten the 
necessary moneys from the 
feds and the state to do cer- 
tain aspects,” Koch said. 

“Once they didn’t ask for 
the extension on the COC — 
a little time went by, we had 
been in discussions — it be- 
came clearer to me that for

The mayor’s decision to 
put Street-Works on notice 
came days after it became 
apparent that Quincy Mu- 
tual would take the lead on 
developing the area known 
as Block 4 on the downtown 
master plan — the wedge- 
shaped block bounded by 
Hancock Street, Chestnut 
Street, and Cottage Avenue 
and anchored by the Gran- 
ite Trust Building. Eight 
months ago in June, Street- 
Works had broken ground 
on their Block 4 project, 
known.as Merchants Row, 


but construction stopped in: 


October, which the devel- 
oper attributed to rising con- 
struction prices. 

At the Feb. 18 council 
meeting, Koch said he ex- 
pected the new development 
to look similar to Street- 
Works’ plan’ for the. site. 
Street-Works had submit- 
ted two plans for the site. 
The original included two 
residential buildings — one 
15-story tower andthe other 
five stories tall — with street- 
level retail in both. After 
breaking ground on the 
project and before halting 
work all together, the com- 
pany changed its proposal 


‘to include three six-story 


buildings on an’ expanded 
footprint, with roughly the 
same amount of residential 
units and more retail.

Quincy Mutual is going to

“There were some opin- 
ion pieces out that were out 
there printed in the press 


that suggested that the costs’ 


associated with this were 
somehow tied to organized 
labor,” Finn at the coun- 
cil meeting. “Interestingly 
enough, one of the great 
achievements of the LDA 
was actually the agreements 
you had reached specifically 
with trades associating them 
to the project moving for- 
ward.” 

The mayor said that he 
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had met with Bob Rizzi, 


president of the Quincy- 
South Shore Building 
Trades Council and other 
union workers over the past 
several weeks to discuss the 
Quincy Center project. That 
dialogue, he said, would 
continue into the future. 
“Absolutely — that’s my 
goal,” Koch said in response 
to Finn’s query. “I had a 
meeting a few weeks back, 
I went down to the South 
Shore Trades. I met with in- 
dividuals to give them an up- 
date. I spoke with Mr. Rizzi 
today indicating what we 
were doing tonight. There 
will be an ongoing dialogue 
going forward. In my ad- 
ministration we’ve certainly 
encouraged union labor for 
each of our projects.” 
Lynch, a former _presi- 
dent of Ironworkers Local 7, 
said the cost of paying union 
workers a$ opposed to non- 
union workers should not be 
prohibitive enough to sink 
the project. 
“Non-union 


not working for free. I have 
friends who are open shop 
contractors. Sometimes 
they’re union in the inner 
city area and then out in 
the rural aréas they’re open 
shop, but at all levels they 
are employing fairly highly 
skilled individuals. _ Espe- 
cially for a project like this, 
I don’t think the differential 
between union and non- 
union will make the differ- 
ence in this project going 
forward. I really don’t,” 
Lynch explained in his in- 
terview with The Sun. 
“When ‘you think about 
the price, these are prob- 
ably big firms...in most 
cases they’ Il have to provide 
health care because they’ll 
all be over 50 people. That’s 
usually where the difference 


- comes in. And also most of 


these companies on the open 
shop side have 401(K)s that 
are on par with some of 
what the unions have. At the 
end of the day I don’t think 
that’s the big differential. ..I 
don’t think it will be neces- 
sary to have worker versus 
worker compete in order to 
make this viable. We could 
probably meet the letter of 
the law with respect to the 
LDA.”

First Lady Louisa Cath- 
erine Adams was. honored 
on her birthday at the Unit- 
ed First Parish Church as a 
woman who maintained the 
poised exterior expected of 
a First Lady, yet who strug- 
gled internally to find her 


true home; a woman whois . 


often neglected in_histori- 
cal literature despite being a 
member of one of America’s 
most written about families. 

Featured speaker Louisa 
Thomas, a Fellow of the 
New America Foundation, 
contributor to Grantland, 
and author of an about to 
be published biography on 
Louisa asked of the First 
Lady “what makes her so 


compelling to us now?. 


Where did this incredible, 
electric, funny, insightful, 
and at times pained and sad 
voice come from?” 

She lamented the limited 
biographical writings on 
Louisa. “She usually merits 
a line or two in books about 
her more famous family 
members and what little is 
said about her often gives an 
incomplete picture of who 
she was,” she said. 

Louisa was born on Feb. 
12, 1775 in London, mak- 
ing her the only First Lady 
to not be born in the United 
States - 

_ Louisa’s youth was. a 
difficult one according. to 
Thomas. 
was formative,” she said. 
“She grew up as an outsider 
as the daughter of an Ameri- 
can patriot in a country that

had lost a war to the US.” 
“Louisa in some ways 
kept herself as an outsider... 
she could be morose and 
morbid and overwrought,” 


“she said of the woman 


whose “Americaness was 
challenged from the start.” 

This moroseness did not 
prevent her from reaching 
out to other politicians in an 
attempt to gain their favor, 
and electoral power. 

“She did what: her hus- 
band could not, or would not 
do at times, especially when 
he was running for presi- 
dent...she covered up for 
his steady coldness by the 
force of her own warmth.” 

She remained warm after 
suffering great losses. “She 
suffered so much. The death 
of three children with whom 


a is 
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she was very close and per- 
haps ten miscarriages. It’s 
hard to count...she thought 
of her children as a sacrifice 
to political: ambition. She 
blamed her husband and 
she blamed herself in some 
ways.” 

Caroline Keinath, Depu- 
ty Superintendent of the Ad- 
ams National Historic Park, 
recounted the difficulties 
Louisa had in finding what 
she considered to be a real 
and permanent home. 

“In- Louisa’s 77 years 
of life, she moved some 24 
times; 22 of these moves 
would take place during 
her 51 year marriage to 
John Quincy Adams,” she 
said “Her longest stay-in 
one home was in. Washing- 
ton D.C., during the last 14 


years of her life.” 

While away at board- 
ing school in England and 
France as a young woman 
she longed to return home. 
As she later reflected on her 
life she wrote “Oh home, 
sweet home, thou ever were 
to me the joy of life.” 

She met 28-year-old John 
when she was 20 and they 
were married roughly one 
year later. 


The birth of their first . 


child, George Washington 
Adams, in April of 1801 
was a joyous event to Lou- 
isa, however that joy was 
short-lived. The small fam- 
ily traveled to America and 
frequently moved between 
Quincy, Boston, and Wash-

A ceremonial wreath was 
laid upon her tomb in the 
Adams family crypt in the 
presence of Mayor Thomas 
Koch who called her “one of 
the most important ladies in 
our history,” and President 
of the United First Parish 
Church H. Kirtland Switzer 
Il who called her a “most 
remarkable woman.” The 
crypt also houses the re- 
mains of John Adams, John 
Quincy Adams, and Abigail 
Adams. 

Harpist Felice Pomeranz 
of Gilded Harp paid hom- 
age to Louisa’s life and ex- 
traordinary musical skills 
by playing a piece she said 
was reminiscent of the time 
and one that would be “very 
familiar to Louisa.” 

She died May 15, 1852, . 
in Washington, D.C. three 
years. after suffering a 
stroke,

Council Approves 


School Window Projects 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The City Council has 
cleared the way for win- 
dow and door replacement 
projects at three Quincy 
schools. 

The council approved 
appropriating $5.3. million 
to replace the windows and 
doors at North Quincy High 
School and the Merrymount 
and Wollaston Elementary 
Schools. The project at 
North is the most expensive 
of the three, with a project- 
ed cost of $3.7 million, the 
project at Wollaston is ex- 
pected to cost $921,000 and 
Merrymount $744,000. 


The replacement projects 


are slated for this summer. 
After completing the win- 


dow and door replacement 
the city expects to be reim- 
bursed for about 70 percent 
of the total cost by the Mas- 
sachusetts School Building 
Authority (MSBA), which is 
equal to approximately $3.7 
million. That would make 
Quincy responsible for pay- 
ing the other $1.6 million. 
Before the council vot- 
ed on the projects, Public 
Buildings Director Gary 
Cunniff explained the ben- 
efits the new windows will 
provide to each of the three 
schools. 
“They’lleachreceive new 
windows that will exceed 
the Stretch Energy Code. 
They’ll be efficient at seal- 
ing and insulating,” he said. 
“They'll also improve the 


thermal characteristics and 
also the light transmission 
in the building, especially 
at Wollaston, which back in 
the late ‘70s received win- 
dows that consisted of 50 
percent of an opaque panel. 


This will be a dramatic im-' 


provement. It’s very similar 
to what we achieved a year 
ago at Montclair.” 


The council voted 8-0 in, 


favor of the appropriation, 
with Ward 3 Councillor 
Kevin Coughlin absent. 
Quincy has already sub- 
mitted statements of inter- 
est to the MSBA for similar 
window and door replace- 
ment projects at the Mar- 


shall, Lincoln-Hancock, 
Parker, and Beechwood 
Knoll Elementary Schools.

“As we move forward 
on the whole project we’re 
looking at proceeds from 
the sale of Central Middle 
School, which this body 
would have to approve ob- 
viously and I know that’s 
in committee now. It’s our 
hope that that would take 
care of the bulk of the pur- 
chase of the properties — 
eight homes on Hunt Street 


‘and one on Newbury Ave- 


nue. As we speak appraisals 
are being done through the 
Law Departences for those 
properties.” 

The request for $1.56 
million was ‘referred to the 
finance committee after the 
mayor’s presentation. Coun- 
cillor Michael McFarland, 
chairman of that commit- 
tee, said the project is long 
overdue. 

“In 1999, both [City So- 
licitor] Jim. Timmins and I 
sent our daughters to. North

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On Tuesday February 18, 2014, at approximately 7:45 
p.m. , Officer Dan Parisi was on patrol in the area of Granite 
and Whitwell Streets. The Dispatcher advised units in the 
area that a drunk male suspect was falling down into traffic 
near the intersection of Granite Street and Burgin Parkway. 
The Officer, one block away, arrived quickly and observed 
the suspect walking in the middle of the street suddenly fall 


into a snow bank. 


_As Officer Parisi exited his cruiser, two vehicles crashed 


into each. other- nearby, so he requested additional units. 


The Officer immediately noticed that the suspect was ex- 
tremely intoxicated - he could not stand up and his speech 
was slurred and incoherent. 

While checking the suspect for warrants, Officer Pari- 


_ si recognized the suspect’s naine for a recent assault on a 


Quincy Police Officer. The suspect said that he was “want- 
ed” and a warrant check confirmed that the suspect had 4 
warrants for his arrest. The suspect, who could barely stand 
on his own, was handcuffed and a pat frisk followed. 


The Officer located a large knife in the suspect’s his . 


right front pants pocket. Upon closer inspection, this knife, 
with a “Batman” logo emblazoned on it, had a blade that 
extended from each side and was spring assisted, operated 
by a simple touch of a lever. - This knife is considered a 
“Dangerous Weapon” per se in the state of Massachusetts, 
so the suspect was placed under arrest. While en route to 


the Quincy Police station, 

the suspect began violently 
smashing his head off the 
plexi-glass partition in the 
cruiser. Officer Parisi ad- 
vised Communications of 
this and requested additional 7 
Officers be ready to assist in © 
‘bringing the suspect inside. © 
He also had Fallon Ambu- 
lance EMT’s ready to assess 
the suspect. 

About 15 monthis ago, the 
suspect, during one of his ar- 
rests in Quincy, banged his 
head repeatedly against the 
cell block walls and door, which required medical assis- 
tance. Upon arrival at the station, the suspect was escorted 
from the cruiser to the booking area, where he purposely 
smashed his head off the concrete wall of the building. 

- Once Fallon ambulance arrived on scene, the EMT de- 
termined that the suspect needed to be transported to the 


hospital, not for his intoxication, but for: possible injuries 
and to have a psychological evaluation performed. Once 
at the hospital, the suspect was physically restrained with 
handcuffs and.leg irons to the bed. After a period of time 
where the suspect did not calm down, the medical staff 
gave the suspect medication to slow him down. 
Meanwhile, back at the scene of the initial contact, Of- 
ficers conducted an accident investigation of the two cars 
that crashed nearby. Based on the driver’s and witness ac- 
counts, it appeared that the suspect staggered into the street, 
‘in front of several cars, without regard for his own safety 
or that of others. This resulted in motorists either jamming 
their brakes on or swerving to avoid hitting the suspect or 


‘the other cars. The two cars in the accident swerved to 


avoid hitting the suspect, colliding with one another. 

Due to the actions of the suspect, a 32 year old Quincy 
resident, Officer Parisi also charged the suspect with “Dis- 
orderly Conduct” for causing the accident. Nice Work!

2012 and 2006‘FIRMs are 
already viewable through 
that website. 

Residents had a chance 
to voice their'concerns at the 
two-and-a-half-hour-long 
meeting, and nearly two- 
dozen did so.

One of the FEMA offi- 
cials on-hand, Richard Ver- 
ville, added that it would 
never be too late to file an 
appeal of the maps. 

“At no time is it too late 
to file an appeal,” he said. 
“The maps are scheduled to 
go effective June 9 for Nor- 
folk County. That does not 
close the door.” 

Don Kusser, an .Edge- 
water Drive resident, asked 
Lynch why he voted for the 
Flood Insurance Reform Act 
of 2012 that many in Con- 
gress are now trying to ap- 
‘peal. 

“You supported this orig- 
inal bill. That’s why we’re 
all here tonight — because 
you supported this bill,” 
Kusser said. “How are we 
going to pay for this? Where 
do you expect people like 
us, just working people, to 
get the money to pay this? It 
could go up almost $1,000 a 
year.” : ‘ 

Lynch, who was one of 
more than 400 representa- 
tives who voted in favor 
of that bill, said the intent 
was for FEMA to conduct 
a study on the affordability 

» of premium increases be- 
fore they took place. But 
that didn’t happen because 
the agency stated it lacked 
enough funds to conduct 
such a:study. 

“There was supposed to 
be an affordability study 
done. You can make your 
own judgment of this, but 
do you think when you put 
a requirement in a bill to 
make sure that an affordabil- 
ity study is done on a piece 
of legislation like this bill, 
that you should do the af- 
fordability study before you 
raise people’s premiums? 
That’s the understanding | 
‘had from reading the bill,” 
Lynch said. 

“The position of FEMA is 
that they didn’t have enough 
money — they didn’t have 
enough funding to do the 
affordability study. That’s a 
fair argument on their part, 
but it’s not the congressional 
intent of the bill to go for- 
ward without an affordabil- 
ity study.”

It shouldn’t have come as 
much of a surprise what the 
answer was, given the fact 
that both are cut from the 
same cloth. 


“Carey Price, definitely,” _ 


said Greene, referring to the 
Montreal Candiens’ All-Star 
goalie, who led Canada to

Sochi. “He’s relaxed in the 
net. He’s always out of the 
crease. He knows how to 
control rebounds and he’s 


the most calm goalie in the. 
».NHL. He’s composed and 


even keeled.” 

That description fits the 
17-year-old senior to a t as 
well. 

Greene, who first donned 
the mask and blocker when 
he was 8 years old, has been 
the perfect blend of calmness 
and consistency for North 
Quincy this season and is 
looking to continue his shut 
down play in the postsea- 
son. The Red Raiders, who 
reached the tourney for the 
fourth year in a row, earned 
the No. 9 seed with their 9-7- 
4 record. They’ll meet No. 
8 seed Bishop Feehan (12- 
7-1) in a first-round game 
tonight (Thursday) at 8 p.m, 
in Taunton and Greene can- 
not.wait to start high school 
hockey’s second season. 

While many _ goalten- 
ders wilt under it, It’s the 
postseason pressure that 
Greene embraces. His abil- 
ity to’ shake off a goal and 
keep his head in the game 
are a testament to his mental 
toughness. 

“Goals are going to 
happen,”Greene shrugged. 
“You can’t ‘get too angry 
with yourself. You forget 
about it. 

“T like that everything 
comes down to my shoul- 
ders,” said the personable 
netminder after the Red 
Raiders’ Sunday afternoon 
practice. “I like the pres- 
sure. I like hearing after a 
game that I stole that one 


for us. You have to like the 


pressure. If you don’t it’s 
going to break you. I like 
having everyone being able 
to count on me.” . . 

Greene is hoping North 
Quincy can put together a 
run in the postseason this 
time around after a one-and- 
done showing last year. A 
tourney bid was one of the 
goals for the team at the be- 
ginning of the season and 
going as deep as possible 
was another. Greene knows

once the puck is dropped. 

“In the locker room be- 
fore you can tell everyone is 
a little jittery,” he said.

We have high 
hopes. We have a very tough 
team ‘thisyear.

He admitted a loss in the 
opening game would be a 
bitter disappointment after 
such a successful season. “If 
you lose in the first round 
you almost rather you didn’t 
go,” Greene said. 

As good as Greene was 
last year for the Red Raid- 
ers he’s even better this 
winter, Confident and quick 
between the posts, he put up 
a sterling 1.85 goals against 
average and had some stel- 
lar performances. Playing 
against Super 8 Duxbury 
earlier in the season, Greene 
made 18 _ second-period 
saves as the teams went into 
the third period tied 1-1. The 
Green Dragons did manage 
to light the lamp two times 
in the final 15 minutes, but 
Greene was brilliant, finish- 
ing with 40 saves, several 
of them of the spectacular 
variety. 

Greene’s versatility be- 
tween the pipes and quick- 
ness across the crease make 
him special and he’s frus- 
trated opponents all season 
keeping the red light from 
going on. He’s not afraid 
to come out of the crease 
to challenge an opponent 
and he’s vocal with his 
teammates.

As long as I can cut 
down the angle our defense 
can clear out in front of the 
net.

“I’m pretty vocal just telling 
them where to go with the 
puck. They have their heads 
down a lot so I have to tell 
them what to do with it (the 
puck).” - 

Greene considers himself 
a “hybrid” style goaltender. 
He’s equally comfortable 
in the butterfly and™ stand 
up positions depending on 
the shots. “Some goalies go 
down automatically but a 
lot of times I stand up and 
get it in the chest,’ Greene 
explained. “When you go 
down you’re going to con- 
trol it on the ice. When I 
stand up I feel more com- 
fortable up top.” 

Greene’s skills in goal 
haven’t come by accident. 
He’s a huge talent to be 
sure, but it’s the offseason 
work he puts in that turned 
him into an all-star. Greene 
admires the play of hall-of- 
famer Patrick Roy, who he 
considers the first “techni- 
cally sound” goalie who 
blazed the trail as to how 


the position should be ap- 


proached. 

Greene has always 
worked at his craft and has 
never taken his status as 
the starting goaltender for 
granted. He knows there is 
always room to get better, to 
get that little advantage. 

“His work ethic is great,” 
said head coach Matt Gib- 
bons. “The two summers 
leading into the last two 
years, you go to a hockey

Quincy coach Ted Walsh 
was heading to the locker 
room after the second peri- 
od with his team trailing 6-2 
to Abington in their Feb. 18 
game and the postseason on 
the line.

The best way to measure 
Kyle Richardson is in his 
own words. 

“I’d like to te remem- 
bered asa player who put 
heart over height, worked as 


hard as he could, and most . 


importantly, was a good 
teammate who made those 
around him better.” 

Richardson is 5’7”, he 
does not have a traditional 
jump shot and he is the best 
player in the Patriot League. 
How? Excellence is not de- 
fined by height, inches and 
jump shots. It is far more 
than: mere numbers: It is 
about the person as much as 
it is about the player. 

“A lot of people have told 
me I was too small for bas- 
ketball,” said Richardson, 
North Quincy’s senior point 
guard and leader in its 20-1 
regular season.

“If someone is overdos- 
ing they’ll be unconscious 


and won’t be able to admin- 
ister it,” Glynn said. “That 
dispels that myth.” 


He added that substance 
abusers and their family 
members in states including 
Massachusetts already have 
the option of going through 
a training. and education 
program that allows them to 
carry naloxone. 

The Quincy Police De- 
partment’s officers have 


_been given Narcan as part of 


a state Department of Public 
Health pilot program, work- 
ing in partnership with Bay 
State Community Services 


and Impact Quincy. A DPH 
physician currently writes 
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a prescription for the -na- 
sal spray and provides it to 
Glynn, who then distributes 
it to the department’s offi- 
certs. In other communities 
in the state, police and fire 
departments have worked 
with their medical control 
personnel — who aversee 
equipment such as defibril- 
lators — to obtain naloxone. 

“It’s an easy process 
— involved but not overly 
burdensome,” Glynn said. 

As part of the DPH pilot 
program, the Quincy Po- 
lice Department receives its 
supply of Narcan for free. 
Each dose of the nasal spray 
typically costs $22, Glynn 
explained. He said the de- 
partment . would’ve spent 
only $10,000 for each dose 
of nasal spray carried by of- 
ficers since October 2010 
when the program started 
if they had to purchase it at 
full cost. 

“It’s really. miniscule,” 
Glynn said of the nasal 
spray’s cost. “It’s a small 
drop in the. budget when 
you’re saving lives.” 

He also noted that other 
funding sources could be 
available to pay for the pur- 
chase of naloxone, includ- 
ing grants and assets seized 
from drug dealers. 

Morrissey began his 
push to make naloxone an 
over the counter drug last 
week during a meeting with 
U.S. Sen. Ed Markey, R. Gil 
Kerlikoske, the director of 
the Office of National Drug 
Control Policy, and other 
two-dozen other officials. 
Morrissey told Kerlikoske 
that’ the federal Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) 
should make it easier to ac- 
cess, citing the Quincy Po- 
lice Department’s success in 
using the drug.

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“The Suascy Police De- 
partment has had amazing 
success in preserving human 
life since it became the first 
department in the country to 
equip its cruisers with Nar- 

can,” Morrissey said after 
the event in a release. “Now 
Norwood and Stoughton

The district attorney is 
offering Narcan training and 
funding a starter batch of 
Narcan doses for any police 
or fire department in Nor- 
folk County willing to take 
the training March 26. But 
he said wide spread imple- 
mentation has been delayed 
in part because of its pre- 
scription-only status.

Flood Insurance 
Compromise

Congressional | Demo- 
crats and Republicans are 
nearing an agreement on a 
bill that would protect many 
homeowners from the ris- 
ing costs of flood insurance, 
according to U.S. Rep. Ste- 
phen F. Lynch. 

The two parties are work- 
ing out how to undo changes 
to the National Flood Insur- 
ance Program made by the 
Flood Insurance Reform Act 
of 2012, also known as the 
Biggert-Waters act, which 
has made flood insurance 
premiums increase expo- 
nentially for some. 

A bipartisan proposal 
known as the Grimm-Waters 
Bill to undo those changes 
and delay increases for four 
years gathered more than 
230 co-sponsors, including 
Lynch. While more than 
half of the 435-members 
House of Representatives 
signed on to co-sponsor the 
bill, Republican leadership 
in the House declined to i 
it to a vote. 

Instead, GOP leaders pro- 
posed their own flood relief 
bill last week. But Lynch 
said that proposal did not go 
far enough and would have 


left many in Quincy and 
neighboring communities 
unprotected. 

“There were huge gaps in 
coverage in terms of people 
who would get relief under 
the Republican bill — it left 
a lot of people on the South 
Shore uncovered,” Lynch 
said Friday in a phone inter- 
view. 

After that proposal was 
introduced, about 40 Demo- 
crats met and came up with 
their own counterproposal to 
the. Republican bill. Lynch 
said Friday he was optimis- 
tic a compromise would be 
reached this week. 

“We are very, very, very 
close to an agreement,” he 


. said. “I’m extremely opti- 


mistic we can get the neces- 
Sary votes.” 

He said the new proposal 
would delay increases in 
premiums for many South 
Shore property owners, in- 
cluding those in Quincy. 

The compromise bill 
would also allow for better 
previews of proposed rate 
increases.

Lynch Seeking Seventh Term, 
Would Support Clinton For President

Democratic Cong. Ste- 
phen Lynch will seek a 
seventh term this fall and 
predicts his party may lose 
as many as a dozen seats in 
the House of Representa- 
tives and Republicans could 
regain control of the U.S. 
Senate because of problems 
associated with the nation-

- Lynch also told The Sun 
he. would support former 
U.S. Senator and past Sec- 
retary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton who is expect- 
ed to seek the Democratic 
nomination for President in 
2016. 

The 58-year-old South 
Boston Democrat has pulled 
nomination papers for re- 
election. He said the main 
issue in the Congressional 
races of 2014 will be Obam- 
acare. The rollout of nation- 
al health care championed 
by the President has been 
plagued by website and oth- 
er technical problems. 

“The phase in for (na- 
tional health care) has been 
disastrous,” Lynch said in 
a recent interview. “I can 
go online and see how my 
Democratic colleagues are 
running their campaigns and 
they are running away from 
their vote‘on Obamacare and 
they’re saying they blew 
the whistle on this and they 
want changes and we’ve got 
to fix this thing. 

“T think that gives an ad- 
vantage to the Republican 


~ candidates running against 


Democrats in swing dis- 
tricts like in Arizona, parts 
of California, Ohio and In- 
diana. I think it will be the 
healthcare piece that causes 
Democrats to lose seats and 
I would think that we lose 
less than 12 but we’re al- 
ready done by 25 or so.” 
Heading in the .2014 
election this fall, there are 
201 Democrats and 234 Re- 
publicans up for re-election 
in the House of Representa- 


“tives, 


In the U.S. Senate, there 
are 36 seats up for re-elec- 
tion — 15 are currently held 
by Republicans and 21 are 
held by Democrats. One of 
those seats is held by Bay 
State Democrat Ed Markey 
who was elected last year

to fill the seat vacated by 
John Kerry after he was ap- 
pointed Secretary of State 
by President Obama. 

“If the Republicans are 
smart — and the Democrats 
are not — they could recap- 
ture the Senate,” Lynch said. 
“That would be a very tough 
road for the President (dur- 
ing the last two years of his 
Presidency) because right 
now the Democratic Senate 
is sort of a stopping point 
for a lot of crazy legislation. 
The President would have to 
get out that veto pen.” 

The South Boston Demo- 
crat has represented Quincy 
in the 8" District since 2012 
after the federal census of 
2010 redrew all of the state’s 
congressional districts. 

“IT have a great district 
and I think I’m a pretty 
good match for the cities 
and towns that I represent. 
‘I think people are very, very 
fair in terms of what they re- 
quire of ou. We are doing 
what we can for education, 
making sure we protect our 
seniors and veterans, mak- 
ing sure that our kids have 
a decent opportunity with a 
solid education. 

“Those kind of issues 
really predominant among 
the. people I represent and 
we also have some unique 
issues like the flood maps — 
it’s a great coastal district.” 

Lynch said he has a good 
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relationship’ with all the 

elected officials in the cities 

and towns he represents and 

enjoys his work as a con- 
sman. 


“T still: feel it’s a huge: 


honor for me to have this 
position and I’m lucky and I 
will continue to do it as long 
as people are happy to have 
me doing it.” 

Lynch made'a bid for 
the seat vacated John Kerry 
who became U.S. Secretary 
of State. He lost in the Dem- 
ocratic primary to eventual 
winner and Congressional 
colleague Ed Markey. 

If that opportunity sur- 
faced again, he would give 
another Senate run some 
consideration. 

“IT would really have to 
weigh that — I don’t think it 
will happen anytime soon. 
I'd have to cross that bridge 
when I come to it.” | 

Another consideration: 
Lynch’s seniority ranking in 
a Democratic Congress. 

If he is re-elected, Lynch 
could be in line for a ma- 
jor subcommittee _ chair- 


manship. “There are many 


people’ leaving Congress 
that I have spiked in senior- 
ity, even over the past six 
months there have been a lot 
of mémbers who have left 
my committees. Now, if (the 
Democrats) were to retake 
the House, I would have a 
Major subcommittee chair- 


manship if I wanted it and 
that would give me an op- 
portunity to get some things 
done for my district and for 
my country.” 

Commenting on other 
races, Lynch said he would 
support Hillary Clinton for 
President. In the race for 
Massachusetts governor, he 
said he will not endorse any 
of the Democratic challeng- 
ers in the party primary but 
would support the nominee 
in the general election in 
November. 

“I think Hillary is the 
most qualified candidate 
and that she’s probably the 
likely nominee. There is a 
drag on being the front run- 
ner and people trying to take 
her down. 

“I’m going to support 
her because I have worked 
for her in the past. I think 
she’s a moderate in terms of 
her politics. I think there are 
some people on the very far 
left of the party who don’t 
want to see her succeed. I 
think I have a responsibility 


_ to support her,” Lynch said. 


He also called the. for- 
mer First Lady — who later 
represented New York in 
the U.S. Senate and then 
served as Secretary of State 
in the first Obama Adminis-. 
tration — the most qualified 
Presidential candidate since 
George H.W. Bush. Bush 
was a former CIA director 
and served eight years as 
Vice President under Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan before 
he was elected commander 
in-chief in 1988. 

“She has the qualifica- 


tions and I think her politics 


would be more unifying than 
someone from the far left or 
the far right,” Lynch said. 

Asked if the 2012 terror- 
ist attack at Benghazi, Lybia 
that killed four Americans 
including Ambassador J. 
Christopher Stevens will: 
dog Clinton on the cam- 
paign trail, Lynch replied: 

“Tt will but I don’t think 
it will be the issue foremost 
in people’s minds when vot- 
ers are pulling the lever on 
Election Day. I think in her 
position she did everything 
that she could based on the 
information she had and that 
there was no purposeful in- 
tent to leave people strand- 
ed,” he said.

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Brett Files $1M 
Flood Relief Bill 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Rep. Joseph E. Brett of Quincy filed a $1 million bill in 
hopes of solving flood problems in West Quincy and along 
Furnace Brook and Black’s Creek. 
The bill would direct the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion (MDC) to construct and maintain tunnels and surface 
conduits along Furnace Brook and Black’s Creek in Quincy 
based on a comprehensive report made by Charles T. Main, 
Inc., Engineers in 1956. 
The study, made following 1955’s Hurricane Diane, was 
made by the firm under contract with the state’s Department 
of Public Works. 
“Little or no action has ever been taken on the recom- 
mendations,” Brett said. “For far too long there has been 
much talk but little action toward correcting the periodic 
flooding conditions, which harass so many of our citizens 
and homeowners in West Quincy and along Furnace Brook 
and Black’s Creek.” 
Brett pointed out that Furnace Brook is the principal 
drainage channel carrying surplus water from West Quin- 
cy’s hills to Quincy Bay. Furnace Brook becomes Black’s 
Creek when it reaches the salt tidewaters. 
Years prior, when Furnace Brook and Black’s Creek were 
open streams, there were no flood problems, Brett noted. 
Highway, residential , and commercial development over the 
years brought about the containment of the brook and the 
creek into inadequately sized culverts. 
The Main report recommending widening of all culverts, 
commencing at the lower end of Quincy Bay and continuing 
up into West Quincy. 
Brett’s proposal called for the state to seek a $1 million 
bond for the project, to be paid off over 30 years. He also 
suggested that any federal funds available be spent for the 
flood relief. 
POLLUTION THREATENS WOLLASTON BEACH 
Mayor James R. McIntyre requested a meeting with 
state health officials to avert a possible closing of Wollaston 
Beach and others in Quincy Bay beaches in the summer be- 
cause of the threat of pollution. 
The mayor said several clam beds in the area had already 
been closed because of pollution. 
McIntyre sought the meeting in a letter to state Public 
Health Commissioner Alfred L. Frechette. In it, the mayor 
noted Wollaston Beach was nearly closed in 1969 because 
of the pollution threat. 
“I know that you are aware of our problems along Wol- 
lastan Beach, which came close to being closed last year 
because of the pollution which affected other areas in the 
Boston Harbor,” McIntyre wrote. 
“I am concerned about the Wollaston Beach area for 
swimming this year and the pollution factors, which could 
possibly endanger the would who would be using Wollas- 
ton Beach and Quincy Bay for swimming during the 1970 
season.”

Or you can 
call 1-877-IDTHEFT (1-877-438-4338); TTY 1-866-653- 
4261. 

There will continue to be those who believe it won't 
happen to them. And there will continue to be victims. “The 
Ides of March have come,” Caesar said, doubting the proph- 
ecy that he would become a victim on March 15. 

“Aye, Caesar,” the sogthsayer replied, “but not gone.” 

Sure, you may have used the Internet for years and may 
consider yourself savvy. But there’s always tomorrow for a 
Brutus to strike. When it comes to providing personal in- 
formation on the Internet, treat every day as though it’s the 
Ides of March. 

Unless you’re in a secure place that you trust, like www. 
socialsecurity.gov. After all, on the Ides of March and every 
day of the year, Security is our middle name—literally.

Quincy Public Schools 
will be phasing in the new, 
more stringent Educator 
Evaluation Process regu- 
lations that also extend to 
principals and other school 
administrators by the end of 
2014. 

Personnel who receive 
unsatisfactory performance 
reviews and who fail to im- 
prove within 30-days are 
subject to termination, de- 
spite holding a professional 
teacher status. 

On June 28, 2011, the 
Massachusetts Board of 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education adopted new reg- 
ulations for Massachusetts 
schools, placing more em- 
phasis on student learning 
and educator evaluation and 
growth. 

This process began in 
Quincy Public Schools last 
June and has resulted in 
425 educators beginning the 
evaluation process. By next 
September, 100 percent par- 
ticipation of administrators 
and educators is anticipated. 

While the process is fo- 
cused heavily on educator 
self-evaluation and the plac- 
ing of personal goals to pro- 
mote growth, it also aims to 
recognize excellence. 

All school districts must 
incorporate any necessary 
improvements over a two- 
year period. In year one, half 


of distri¢t'educators must'be ' 


evaluated for performance. 

“Obviously this is a new 
system...it’s all brand new,” 
said Senior Director of Stu- 
dent Support Services and 
Special Education Maura 
Papile. “We’re training a 
whole district on a process 
but luckily we have the team 
organization that’s really 
helpful in setting goals and 
action steps.” 

“These folks are dedicat- 


‘ed professionals and we’ve™ 


had educators on board as 


well as administrators and 
union representatives.” 

Because this was the first 
year of implementation, ex- 
tensive training was neces- 
sary for teachers right at the 
start of the school year., 

“If you look at the train- 
ing schedule, we went 
above and beyond the re- 
quired training hours for 
educators and evaluators... 
we’re continuing to consult 
and use our teams to help 
people along that process,” 
she said. 

Educators will be graded 
following a six-step cycle 
which includes self-evalua- 
tion, adherence to statewide 
standards of effective prac- 
tice, evidence of student 
learning which includes 
MCAS scores, and a final 
determination of _perfor- 
mance level. 

Teachers receive two rat- 
ings; a summative perfor- 
mance rating and a student 
impact rating. Student im- 
pact ratings will be avail- 
able October 2016 and will 
determine which improve- 
ment plan an educator falls 
into. An improvement plan 
can be between 30 days and 
one school year long. 

Teachers will be rated on 
their curriculum, planning, 
and assessment skills as 
well as their ability to teach 
diverse groups of students, 
family and community en- 
gagement, and their ability 
to enhance their profession- 
al culture. 

A curriculum and plan- 
ning score is based on an 
educator’s knowledge of 
his or her subject matter and 
familiarity with child and 
adolescent development. 


Lesson plans must also be 
solidly structured. A deter- 
mination of an educator’s 
ability to teach a diverse 
student population is made 
based on student engage- 
respecting cultural 


ment, 


‘said Papile. 


differences, and keeping 
students motivated. 

Proper engagement with 
the community and par- 
ents is graded based on the 


‘effective use of two-way 


communication that must 
be culturally sensitive. and 
proficient. A professional 
culture score is based on an 
educator’s ability to collabo- 
rate and how well they share 
responsibility and decision- 
making. 

All data and scores will 
be tracked and saved using 
BaselineEdge; an _ online 
learning analytics tool. 

Educators are ultimately 
placed in one of four per- 
formance levels: exemplary, 
proficient, needs improve- 
ment, and unsatisfactory. 

North Quincy High 
School Principal Robert 
Shaw suggested the simple 
act of looking at a grade 
book could assist in goal set- 
ting. “Any teacher could do 
something they all do every 
day and that’s open up their 
own grade book and look 
at how their kids are doing 
at any random moment in 
time.” 

“Tt’s sceningted work. 
This isn’t just to go through 
a process; this is to em- 
brace a process and enhance 
what we’re already doing,” 
“We were very 
thoughtful in the process 
and we worked really hard 
together.” 

“Evaluators and educa- 
tors really took it as an op- 
portunity to say what is it 
that we do and how are our 
children impacted by the 
learning and how can we 
improve our instruction.” 

She noted the process was 
a natural fit for the school 
district, however it was not 
an easy undertaking. 

. “In many ways the edu- 
cator evaluation process has 
changed the duties and re- 
sponsibilities for principals, 
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administrators, department 
heads and educators and it’s 
not without its challenges, 
that’s for sure,” she said. 
“Because this was our first 
year of implementation we 
had a lot of training that was 
hitting the teachers right at 
the beginning of school.” 

According to  Papile, 
Quincy schools have been 
progressive in their col- 
lection and use of student 
data, which is then used to 
formulate school improve- 
ment plans. Furthermore, 
data collection will extend 
to teachers who have begun 
the evaluation process. They 
will be given a survey con- 
sisting of 14 questions and 
information will be gathered 
regarding their experience 
with the new system. 

School Board Commit- 
tee member Paul Bregoli 
asked Papile what the con- 
sequences would be if an 
improvement plan were not 
successfully completed by 
an educator. 


“There has to be feedback 
and corrective action given 
to the educator so they have 
the opportunity to make the 
improvement,” she said. 

Deputy Superintendent 
Kevin Mulvey said it was 
“possible and theoretical” 
that regardless of the pre- 
scriptive, corrective ac- 
tion advised, a person with 
professional teacher status 
could be terminated. 

Bregoli also asked how 
data would be analyzed in 
more subjective areas such 
as music and art. He ex- 
pressed reluctance at using 
MCAS scores as an indica- 
tor of educator success be- 
cause not all disciplines are 
included on the exam. 

“Those areas...are so 
very unique,” said School 
Supt. Dr. Richard DeCris- 
tofaro, who explained that 
teachers would have to work 
together with department 
heads to determine how 
such subjects could be ob- 
jectively analyzed and how

MCAS scores would be fig- 
ured into the equation. 

“I’m amazed that we’re 
still attracting teachers into 
the profession with every- 
thing they have to do,” said 
Bregoli. “It’s a great profes- 
sion but it’s certainly a lot 
different from when I was 
into it and I hope the state 
realizes the amount of work 
that school systems are put- 
ting into this and also their 
teachers; above and beyond 
what they have to do ev- 
ery single day in the class- 
room.” 

“This is a daunting task 
in and of itself,” he said. 

Committee member 
Barbara Isola voiced simi- 
lar concerns and called the 
evaluations a “huge under- 
taking.” 

“I can only imagine the 
amount of time being spent 
on this by teachers,” she 
said. Despite this, she said 
she was confident the pro- 
cess would yield “wonder- 
ful benefits.”

Quincy To Test Responsible 


Alcohol Retailing Program 


Quincy’s teens may soon 
find it more difficult to pur- 
chase alcohol from. local 
businesses. 

Starting this month, the 
| Responsible Retailing Fo- 
| rum will launch and evalu- 
| ate an innovative, six-month 

program designed to help 
Quincy bars, restaurants, li- 
quor stores, and other alco- 
hol outlets insure that staff 
are not selling alcohol to 
those under 21 years old. 

“Helping licensees to 
better comply with our al- 
cohol laws is in everyone’s 
best interest,” said Lt. Peter 
Turowski, Quincy Police 
Department. “Law enforce- 
ment has a role, but we 
know from experience that 
everyone in the community 
has an important role in 
dealing with the problem of 


illegal sales to minors.” 

The RRForum will focus 
on 30 to 40 licensees, all 
randomly selected. As a first 
step, the owners and man- 
agers will assess their cur- 
rent efforts, after which the 
RRForum will advise them 
on a set of “best practices” 
for encouraging. staff to do 
a better job of checking IDs 
and refusing sales to minors. 
A key feature of the pro- 
gram is the use of mystery 
shoppers — young, legal-age 
inspectors (ages 21-24) who 
ask to purchase or be served 
an alcoholic beverage. Re- 
tailers generally ask their 
staff to check ID for any 
customer who appears to be 
under the age of 30. 

“Whether an individual 


outlet failed to check ID 


will be kept confidential,” 


explained Brad  Krevor, 
RRForum’s founding direc- 
or, “but we will be sharing 
combined mystery shopper 
results with key stakeholders 
throughout the community, 
including retailers whose 
stores are not being visited 
by a mystery shopper.” This 
feedback provides a way to 
monitor the project’s suc- 
cess and inform further im- 
provements, Krevor noted. 

For the current evalua- 
tion study, Quincy is being 
paired with another Mas- 
sachusetts community that 
will serve as a “control com- 
munity.” The research study 
also includes a second pair 
of Massachusetts communi- 
ties as well as two pairs of 
communities each in Cali- 
fornia, Texas and Wiscon- 
sin.

The five TIFs reviewed 
included Boston Scientific, 
Fallon Ambulance, P.V. Sul- 
livan, Harbor South Towers 
(100 Hancock St.), and one 
for Quincy Shipyard LLC, 
which also includes facili- 
ties leased to the New Eng- 
land Aquarium and Bluefin 
Robotics. Geary said . that 
the five agreements have 
all been successful from the 
city’s point of view. 

“The city’s TIFs have 
been very successful here in 
the city as evidenced by the 
five current TIF agreements 
that you have before you,” 
she told the council.

In total, the companies 
have created 2;249° full- 
time jobs since signing their 
TIFs with the city, Geary 
explained, and made a com- 
bined investment of more 
than $165 million in real es- 
tate and equipment.

Since the TIF agreements 
were signed, the companies 
have paid.a total of $15.4 
million in propetty, includ- 
ing $1.9 million in 2013.

Democrat John Keenan who . 


has represented the Norfolk 
Plymouth Senate District 
since 2011. The district in- 
cludes Quincy. 

“For the past. several 
months, I have been meeting 
with people from Abington, 


- Braintree, Holbrook, Rock- 


land and Quincy to hear 
their concerns. It is clear to 
me that they want a new di- 
rection at the State House, so 
today I am proud to formal- 
ly announce my candidacy,” 
said Gosule. “For 13 years I 
advocated to pass Melissa’s 
law from the outside of the 
State House looking in. I 
saw firsthand how dysfunc- 
tional Beacon Hill operates.

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School Committee Votes 6-1 


New 3-Year Contract 
For School Superintendent 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The School Committee 
has approved a new three- 
year contract for school 
Supt. Dr. Richard DeCristo- 
faro that will pay him a total 
of nearly $700,000 in salary 
and longevity pay. 

DeCristofaro, who 
turns 62 on April 2, earned 
$226,000 each year over the 
course of his previous three- 
year contract, which was 
signed in December 2010. 
After not receiving a raise 
* during the duration of that 
deal, the superintendent will 
receive a one percent raise 
annually under the new pact, 
which is retroactive to Nov. 
1 of last year. 

During year one of the 
new contract — Nov. 1, 2013, 
to Oct. 31, 2014 — DeCristo- 
faro will earn $228 260. That 
will increase to $230,543 in 
year two and $232,848 in 
year three. In addition to 
the salary, DeCristofaro will 
also receive a $2,300 lump 
sum longevity payment each 
year on Nov. 1. 

The School Committee 
approved the new three-year 
deal in a 6-1 vote, with Anne 
Mahoney casting the lone 
“no” vote, during its most 
recent meeting on March 5.

After the meeting, commit- 
tee member David McCa- 
tthy said. the new contract 
was fair to both sides. 

“He’s been good for the 
city and good for the school 
system,” McCarthy _ said 
of DeCristofaro in a phone 
interview. “The three-year 
deal he ended up with is 
very fair.” 

McCarthy cited DeCris- 
tofaro’s lengthy tenure, not- 
ing that he’s been superin- 
tendent for 12 years and has 
worked in the School De- 
partment since 1974 while 
other communities have 
superintendents with less 
experience. Braintree and 
Weymouth, for example, 
have both hired new super- 
intendents since 2012.

Delcevare King, the son 
of wealthy banker Theophilus King, built Kampkliff to 
be used as a bachelor’s playhouse. Note the flag with the 
K on the chimney at left. During the first two years he 
invited thousands of guests to “Come play at my house.”

North Quincy High’s basketball finished their season 
with a 20-1 record, losing only in the Div. I South finals, a 
season coach Bob Nolan would remember for much more 
than the impressive record. 

“T will never forget the wonderful support our fans gave 
us. The number of adults which accompanied us away from 
home did much for our morale and we had outstanding 
crowds at all road games. This couldn’t help but give the 
players a boost,” Nolan said. 

“Many of those attending the games never had anyone 
playing on the North teams and others hadn’t had anyone 
playing for a number of years. A couple of girl graduates 
even drove out to Medford a week before our game there to 
find the best way to the school. They didn’t want to have any 
trouble finding it and missing any of the game. That is just 
another example of the great spirit here.” 

The Red Raiders ran the table in the regular season, go- 
ing 17-0. They followed that up by knocking off Framing- 
ham Sout, New Bedford, and Dedham in state tournament 
games held at the Boston Garden. The win over Framing- 
ham South was North’s first win at the Garden under Nolan, 
whose squads went one-and-done four times previously in 
tournament play.

Tomato Sauce With Tuna Fish 


There was a tradition in most families, 
that on Christmas Eve, there would be seven 
-kinds of fish entrees, and everyone would 
participate and bring their favorite dish.

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$14M In Repairs Approved For L 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

The Long Island Bridge 
is slated for $14 million in 
repairs, despite a Quincy 
legislator maintaining that 
it has “outlived its use” and 
that ferry service to and 
from the island would be 
preferential. 

“Given the age and con- 
dition of the bridge, there 
will be a continued need 
for future costly repairs and 


environmental concerns to 


the surrounding waterways, 
shellfish, and beaches,” said 
Rep. Bruce Ayers in a letter 
he sent to be read during a 
recent meeting of the Quincy 
Conservation Commission. 
“T therefore strongly believe 
an alternative transportation 
plan to the island will be a 
safer, more environmentally 
sound and cost-effective 
method of transportation.” 
The bridge, which is 
owned by the city of Bos- 
ton, is 62-years-old and re- 
quires repairs to truss top 
chord members, truss gus- 
set plates, stringers, floor 
beams, bracing members, 
curbs, and bowed-up decks. 
Long Island can only be ac- 
cessed through a guarded 
gate located in the Squan- 
tum neighborhood of Quin- 
cy. Any alterations to the 


bridge or its usage must be 
approved by the Conserva- 
tion Commission. 

Tension between Boston 
and Quincy officials over 
the project is due to con- 
cerns regarding the environ- 
mental impact construction 
would cause to area wildlife 
and plant life. There are also 
concerns that debris due to 
construction may pollute the 
water, further disturbing the 
surrounding ecosystem. 

Conservation Commit- 
tee members postponed ap- 
proval of the repairs twice 
in recent months, requesting 
further environmental stud- 
ies be done to determine 
the impact of the project. 
This delay left Boston of- 
ficials frustrated, spurring 
then Boston Mayor Thom- 
as Menino to send a letter 
to Quincy Mayor Thomas 
Koch, stating that repairs to 
the bridge should take place 
immediately to improve 
safety. 

Ayers has requested that 
“the environmental peer 
review be completed and 
approved by the Conserva- 
tion Commission,” and that 
“the project is monitored 
throughout its various stag- 
es.”

stated the Quincy Conserva- 
tion Commission should be 
“notified of any changes to 
the original project, that the 
Quincy Conservation Com- 
mission [be] notified should 
an emergency situation arise 
during the construction or 
demolition and that any 
vehicular traffic associated 
with this project comply 
with the city of Quincy or- 
dinances toward traffic con- 
trol.” 

According to a represen- 
tative from TranSystems 
Boston, there will be no im- 
pediment to traffic and con- 
struction vehicles will not 
pass through Marina Bay’s 
privately owned roads. 

Currently, the City of 
Boston Public Health Com- 
mission houses the Long 
Island Shelter and a detoxi- 
fication center on the island, 
which is only accessible to 
employees rendering social 
services and those enrolled 
in the programs. These pro- 
grams have been in place 
since 1882. Also located 
on the island is Boston Fire 
Department’s Engine Com- 
pany 54 and an organic 
farm that provides produce 
to area shelters and various 
farmer’s markets located 
throughout Boston. 

Long Island is not acces- 
sible to the general public; 
a fact that doesn’t sit well 
with Ayers. 

“I strongly believe that 
the island is not being used 
to its full potential,’ he 
said. “It.should be used for 
more environmental and 
recreational purposes such 
as fishing, hiking, camp- 
ing, and open to residents of 
Squantum and Quincy.” 

Ayers has proposed an 
act calling for the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of 
Transportation (MassDOT) 
to perform quarterly routine 
and special member inspec- 
tions of the safety of the 
bridge under the stipulation 


that if something is found to 
have gone awry, MassDOT 
must implement water or 
barge access within 90 days 
of inspection. 

He has also proposed acts 


_calling for quarterly inspec- 


tions of maritime and envi- 
ronmental safety to be con- 
ducted by state police with 
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ong Island Bridge : 


the assistance of the U. S. 
Coast Guard, and has estab- 
lished a special commission 
that publicizes his vision for 
the projected future use of 
Long Island. 

Per an agreement reached 
between the cities, Boston 
must pay $27,500 to Polaris 
Consultants, who will review 


contract documents and will 
be tasked with monitoring 
the construction. 

“I think everybody 
agrees that the project needs 
long term observation by a 
third party on behalf of the 
commission,” said Director 
of Inspectional Services Jay 
Duca.

Welch Group Founder Remembered As Long-Term Care Pioneer 


The Welch Family honors the memory and legacy of Rita 


M. (St. John) Welch, who passed away Feb. 6 at the age of . 


93. 

Mrs. Welch, who founded the Welch Healthcare & Re- 
tirement Group with hef late husband, Thomas “Frank” 
Welch, will be remembered as a trailblazer and a tireless 
advocate for older adults, and as a generous and loving 
mother, grandmother and great-grandmother. 

With her. strong work ethic and charming personality, 
she was a pioneer in the evolution of senior care and living 
t options as we know them today. Her legacy will be remem- 
t bered by the thousands she has touched and the many lives 

she has changed. 

Early in their marriage, childhood sweethearts Frank and 

Rita, with four young children, made a decision to open their 
two-story home to care for frail older adults. This event in 
1 1949 marked the founding of the John Scott House in Brain- 
tree, and set the Welch Group’s family oriented approach to 

caring for older people in motion. 
a Now over six decades later what began as a modest 
11-bed nursing home has grown into an organization that 
provides a continuum of care services to over 2,500 seniors 
who require housing or care options, including independent 
living, assisted living, short-term rehabilitation and long- 
term care, Alzheimer’s care, adult day health and home care 

services on a daily basis. 

Mrs. Welch brought her vision of compassionate care 
to the state and national levels as a legislative advocacy. 
She was a founding member and three-term president of

the Massachusetts Federation of Nursing Homes, secretary 
of the national American Nursing Home Association and 
mother of seven. 

In the late 1960s, shortly after the advent of Medicare and 
Medicaid legislation, Mrs. Welch became a familiar figure 
at the State House and in Washington. Known for always 
speaking her mind, she was never shy talking about rais- 
ing industry standards and challenging public policies. Mrs. 
Welch was appointed first Licensing Commissioner for the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and proudly held the first 
nursing home administrator license issued in the state. 

Stonehill College honored her in 2010 with an honor- 
ary degree of Doctor of Humane Letters. At the time when 
asked about her years of work, Mrs. Welch stated, “My pri- 
mary concern throughout my career was to advocate for the 
elderly and to ensure the credibility of the nursing home 
industry.” ; 

That same year at the age of 89, Mrs. Welch wrote and 


. published her memoir, Hand in Hand: My Family and My 


Business, which recalls the origins of an industry in its in- 
fancy, building a business and raising a family. In her fifties, 
she and Frank passed leadership and the day-to-day opera- 
tion of the company to their children, having nurtured in 
each a strong level of confidence and commitment to the 
business. ; 

In her memoir, Mrs. Welch reflected on her legacy and 
family business saying, “My life is like a tapestry, where the 
story of motherhood is tightly woven with the work I did as 
a businesswoman.”

“The biggest hiccup I 
had was that the superinten- 
dent did not have a formal 
review. We asked the teach- 
ers to have a review in their 
contract,” Mahoney said, 
adding that superintendents 
in other districts have gone 
through a formal review 
process. “I felt as though it 
was a missed opportunity. I 
don’t know where else you 
can get a contract without a 
review.” 

McCarthy though said 
that School Committee 
members have a chance to 
review the superintendent’s 
during its meetings every 
two weeks, if not more fre- 
quently. ‘ 

“I don’t think there is a 
formal review process,” Mc- 
Carthy said. “‘A lot of us see 
the results and understand 
Quincy schools have gotten 
better and better with him at 
the helm.” 

Mahoney, however, said 
a formal review process 
took place in both 2010 and 
2007. 

“The first time we did a 
review in the same year. The 
second time it was the same 
thing. There was no review 
this time,” said Mahoney, 
who was first elected to the 
committee in 2005. She lat- 
er added that the superinten- 
dent would have received 
good marks on a formal re- 
view, had one:taken place. 

DeCristofaro said Tues- 
day that he appreciates the 
School Committee’s contin- 
ued confidence in his leader- 
ship of the city’s schools. 

“I appreciate the confi- 
dence the School Commit- 
tee has put in me to continue 
to guide and lead a great 
school system,” he told The

Sun. “This incredible school 
system is comprised first 
and foremost of wonderful 
Quincy students, dedicated 
and passionate academic 
classroom teachers as well 
as parents that are dedi- 
cated to their families and 
the most important value of 
education.” 

According to Deputy 
Supt. Kevin Mulvey, other 
terms in DeCristofaro’s con- 
tract such as those regarding 
health and dental insurance 
will remain the same as the 
December 2010 contract. 

“All terms and conditions 
of the previous contract still 
apply,” Mulvey said. 

The superintendent will 
receive 28 vacation days, 18 
sick days, and two personal 
days annually. Mulvey said 
DeCristofaro has accrued a 
number of unused sick days 
over the years. When he 
retires, the superintendent 
is limited to cashing out 73 
sick days, which is equal to 
16 percent of the sick days 
he has accrued, per terms of 
the contract. 

DeCristofaro will also 
be eligible for a pension 
through the Massachusetts 
Teacher. Retirement System. 
That system is funded by 
employee contributions and 
the state, and is the same 
retirement system Quin- 
cy’s teachers participate 
in. When DeCristofaro re- 
tires, the School Committee 
would be in charge of hiring 
his replacement. 

“They would go through 
our HR (human resources) 
office and post it,” the su- 
perintendent explained.

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Adams Green, LDA Quincy Center Station 
Redevelopment Added 
To Transportation Bill 


The State Senate last 
Thursday passed a bill autho- 
rizing $13 billion in capital 
spending over the next five 
years, to fund improvements 
to the Commonwealth’s 
transportation system, Sena- 
tor John Keenan announced. 
Within the bond bill was an 
authorization of $10-million 
for the redevelopment of the 
Quincy Center “T” Station 
and garage. 

“Redeveloping the Quin- 
cy Center T Station and ga- 
rage, a critical transportation 
asset, has been a priority 
for Quincy for a number of 
years, especially since the 
State closed the garage 
nearly two years ago due to 
concerns about its structural 
integrity,” Keenan said after 
the bill was passed. Another 
provision in the bill desig- 
nates the City of Quincy as 
the lead planning agency for 
the redevelopment project. 

“J am very pleased that 
we have taken this first 
step, ensuring that the State 
recognizes this priority as 
well. A renovated station, 
combined with a revitalized 
downtown area, will fuel 
economic development for 
the entire region for many 
years to come.” 

Keenan also announced 
that the Senate bond bill in- 
cluded $1.2 million for the 
redesign and reconstruction 
of the Sea Street/Quincy 
Shore Drive intersection, 
and $800,000 for road im- 
provements and the exten- 
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sion of Commander Shea 
Boulevard for better access 
to Squantum Point Park. 

According to Keenan, 
the next step in the process 
is for a joint committee of 
members of the House of 
Representatives and the 
Senate to agree on a final 
version of the transportation 
bill to be sent to the Gov- 
ernor. Once the Governor 
signs the bill, each project 
will still be subject to fur- 
ther review and approval by 
the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Transportation and 
the Governor. 

“All three Quincy proj- 
ects have now been priori- 
tized by both the House and 
the Senate,’ said Keenan, 
“so they should be included 
in the final bill that will go 


to the Governor’s desk.” 

Keenan cited the work of 
Quincy’s legislative delega- 
tion, Majority Leader Ron 
Mariano, and Representa- 
tives Bruce Ayers and Tack- 
ey Chan, as well as efforts 
by the Mayor Koch, the City 
Council, the State Depart- 
ment of Transportation and 
the MBTA, as being critical 
to the three Quincy projects 
being included in both the 
House and Senate bills. 

“Our work in the Senate, 
and the work of the Quincy 
delegation in the House, 
along with our City and 
State partners, has resulted 
in this important first step 
being accomplished,” said 
Keenan. ‘We'll continue 
working to move these proj- 
ects forward.”

of the school March 6 inside 


_ the new Central’s library. 


During that meeting, City 
Solicitor Jim Timmins. told 
the three-dozen _ residents 
and officials on hand that 
the council would be able to 
set a minimum price for the 
property before it makes the 
former school available for 
disposition. But the council 
is limited in regards to the 
conditions it could attach to 
any such sale. 

“Generally when a prop- 
erty is free standing like 
Central Middle School is, 
there is not a lot of condi- 
tions that can be imposed by 
the council,” Timmins ex- 
plained. “If you’re thinking 
you could lobby the council- 
lors to limit or restrict what 
goes on at the site, they’re 
really not in the position for 
that because at this point the 
obligation for the city to try 
to get the maximum return 
on the building they can. 

“You have to keep in 
mind taxpayers paid for that 
building, for the construc- 
tion of it, maintenance of it, 
and now we’re paying for 
another building.” 

The Central site, located 
at 1022 Hancock St., in- 
cludes 85,378 square feet of 


land, just under two acres. 
The building, which first 
opened in 1894 as Quincy 
High School before becom- 
ing a junior high school and 
then a middle school, in- 


cludes a gross area of 84,617 . 


square feet anda livable 
area of 59,490 square feet. 
According to city assessor’s 
website, the property has 
an assessed value of $6.047 
million — $5.098 million for 
the building, $886,700 for 
the land, and $62,500 for 
outbuildings (pavement and 
an underground tank). 

The site has been ap- 
praised, Timmins said Mon- 
day following the meeting, 
and that information has 
been shared with members 
of the council. Timmins said 
that information could be 
disclosed to the public at a 
later date as the sale process 
moves forward. 

The Central site is in a 
Residential B zoning dis- 
trict. At the meeting, Plan- 
ning Director Dennis Har- 
rington explained that “a 
developer could convert the 
school into a 40-unit resi- 
dential building by-right. 

“There’s a lot of wide 
staircases, wide hallways 
in this building. It’s prob- 
ably suitable as it’s laid out 
in Residence B for, as-of- 
right, 40 units tops,” he said.

“Those units are going to be 
on the order of 800 or 900 
square feet unless the hall- 
ways are changed.” 

Because so-called ‘spot- 
zoning” isn’t allowed, the 
council would only be able 
to rezone the site into Busi- 
ness C because neighbor- 
ing properties on Hancock 
Street are all zoned as Busi- 
ness C. Allowed uses in a 
Business C district include 
retail operations of less 
than 5,000 square feet; the 
outdoor sale of flowers and 
garden supplies; restaurants, 
bars, and dance halls; banks; 
nursing homes; and TV or 
radio studios. Timmins, 
however, said at the meeting 
he doesn’t see there being 
much interest in the site for 
Business C uses. 

“The only thing would 
really could do is change it 
to a Business C zone with- 
out running into some real 
strong challenges. I don’t 
know that there’s going to 
be a high interest in allow- 
ing the types of uses that are 
in a Business C,” Timmins 
said. “That’s a discussion 
that’s still to be had.” 

If the property is sold, a 
developer would have to go 
through the site-plan review 
process with the Planning 
Board.

be necessary because, of the 
land’s proximity to Butler 
Pond. 

Mayor Thomas Koch has 
stated that he intends to use 
any proceeds from the sale 
of Central to pay for the 
acquisition of nine North 
Quincy residences — eight 
on Hunt Street and one on 
Newbury Avenue. Those 
homes would be torn down 
to make way for a new park- 
ing lot and retaining ponds 
on Teel Field, which the 
mayors hope to upgrade. 
Timmins said the city is be- 
ginning with the appraisal 
process for those properties. 


“We’re just getting start- 
ed with that. We’re starting 
with the appraisals — that’s 
the first step,” Timmins said 
Monday. “And we’ve been 
meeting with neighbors.” 

The entire project is ex- 
pected to cost $12 million 
and is planned to take place 
in two phases. The first 
phase of the project — reno- 
vation of O’ Neil Field at At- 
lantic Middle School — will 
be reviewed by the finance 
committee at Monday’s 
meeting. 

A $1.56 million appro- 
priation request to pay for 
the first phase is currently 


pending in committee. Of 
that appropriation, $425,000 
would go towards the im- 
provement of O’Neil Field 
at Atlantic Middle School, 
$685,000 would go towards 
drainage repairs at Atlantic, 
and $450,000 would be for 
preliminary legal and engi- 
neering work related to the 
proposed improvements to 
North Quincy High’s cam- 
pus and Teel Field. 

The proposed $1.56 mil- 
lion appropriation would be 
charged to the city’s sewer 
and drain rehabilitation fund 
($1.085 million) and hotel/ 
motel tax fund ($475,000).

Free Throw Title

Adriana  Moosick has 
been in a free throw zone 
since November and that 
could very weil spell trouble 
for the rest of New Eng- 
land. 

The pretty 9-year-old 


_ blond will be representing 


Massachusetts at the Elks 
National Hoop Shoot New 
England Championships 
March’21 and 22 in Portland, 
ME. And if her competitors 
think the pressure will get 
to the Bernazzani Elemen- 
tary School fourth grader, 
they’re sorely mistaken. 
Adriana has torn through 
the various competitions on 
the way to New England’s. 
After capturing the local 
championships she went 
on to win the city title and 
districts at the Marshfield 
Boys and Girls Club. Four- 
foot-four Adriana was just 
as tough from the line at the 
states in Maynard where she 
calmly dropped in an im- 
pressive 16-of-25 shots to 
“punch her ticket to the New 
England championships. 


The contest’ at**all ‘lev-* 


els consists of shooting 25 
free throws and: breaking 
ties. with 5 shot tie break- 
ers. There are six divisions 
of play in the event age 8/9, 
10/11 and 12/13 for both 
boys and girls. Over 1.5 
million boys and girls par- 
ticipate in this free program 
each year in all 50 states. 

A win in Portland would 
make Adriana the first Quin- 
cy resident to qualify for the 
nationals since Erin Croke, 
who is now a_ second- 
grade teacher at the Ather- 


ton Houghton Elementary 
School. The nationals are 
slated for April 12 at the 
Basketball Hall of Fame in 
Springfield, MA. . 

Much like her basketball 
idol, Michael Jordan, Adri- 
ana, who has been playing 
since the age of 5, doesn’t 
let nerves get the better of 
her when she stands behind 
the charity stripe. “I’d take 
shots to warm up,” she said. 
“I just tell myself to stay 
calm. I practice two times a 
week at my house or the At- 
lantic Middle School. I spin 
the ball and dribble once be- 
fore I shoot. Then I do it all 
over again. I don’t get really 
nervous.” 

Basketball is just one 
of the sports Adriana is in- 
volved in. She’s played little 
league baseball for the last 
three years and plans to 
switch over to softball this 
spring and continue pitch- 
ing, catching and playing 
second base. During the 
winter she’s a_ consistent 
double-digit scorer for her 
team, The Quincy Sun, in 
thé city’s youth’ ‘basketball 
league and she also plays for 
Quincy Point Congregation 
in the South Shore Church 
League. 

“She’s very modest,” 
said Adriana’s mother Val- 
erie. “Basketball has opened 
up a door for her. She’s pas- 
sionate about it and very fo- 
cused.’ 

Probably the most im- 
pressive aspect of her game 
is her ferocious outside 
shooting. As tough as she 
is from the free throw line, 
Adriana is also extremely 


consistent from 3-point land 
where she puts down long- 
distant bombs with amazing 
consistency. 

Basketball is just one of 
the sports Adriana partakes 
in. Her summers are filled 
with lazy days swimming, 
playing touch football with 
her brother Nicholas and his 
friends and kayaking, a sport 
she picked up last summer 
and enjoys immensely. 

Adriana kayaks with her 
dad, Mark, starting at the 
Mount Street Beach and 
traveling as far as Wessa- 
gusset Beach in Weymouth 
and beyond to Hingham. 

Recreation Director Bar- 
ry J. Welch said the Quincy 
Lodge of Elks has sponsored 
boys and girls in the hoop 
shoot for over 30 years in 
cooperation with the Recre- 
ation Department. The Elks 
pick up the costs of trophies 
and award jackets locally 
and will pick up the cost for 
Adriana and her family to 
travel and stay in Portland. 
Should she advance to the 
Nationals those costs would 
be covéred’as well. 

“The children of Quincy 
have benefitted by the gen- 
erous investment the Quincy 
Lodge provides to our com- 
munity year in and year out 
in both time and funding. We 
once again extend heartfelt 
thanks to local hoop shoot 
lodge director Ed Miller and 
Jim Quigg the Exalted Ruler 
of Lodge 943 as well full 
lodge membership. This is 
the experience of a lifetime 
for the participants and their 
families.” Welch said.

Pat Foley: Marathon Monday Will Be A Great Day For Boston

The stage is set for a 
dramatic Patriots’ Day for 
Quincy’s Pat Foley and he 
fully believes it will be a 
great day for all of Boston. 
Foley .was running a 
strong race and was less 
than a half mile from the 
finish and pushing hard at 
last year’s Boston Mara- 
thon when two homemade 
terrorist bombs exploded 
on Boylston St., and the 
race was shut down so first 
responders and other emer- 
gency personnel could get to 
those injured in the blast. 
Initially Foley heard there 
was’ a manhole explosion, 
but when he learned that it 
was the work of terrorists, 
a sinking feeling overtook 
him, ‘leaving a pit in his 
stomach. He immediately 
thought of his relatives, who 


were awaiting his arrival 
in the bleachers at the fin- 
ish line. Thankfully, none 
of them were injured in the 
blast, but they did see much 
of the gruesome aftermath. 

“The worst part was my 
nieces saw so many injured 
people — people who had 
lost limbs,” said Foley. ; 

Foley has a number for 
this year’s Hopkinton-to- 
Boston classic and is hop- 
ing to finally get the 4-hour 
monkey off*his back: More 
importantly though, he has 
a goal of raising $25,000 for: 
the Fisher House after rais- 
ing $134,000 over the five- 
previous years for military 
personnel. 

The Fisher House is a 
non-profit organization, lo- 
cated on the grounds of the 
VA Hospital in West Rox- 
bury that is devoted in pro- 


viding a wide array of ser- 
vices for veterans and their 
families. 

The. Fisher House’s mis- 
sion statement reads: “To 
ease the burden of our vet- 
erans and their families dur- 
ing difficult times. To serve 
those who have served. 
Fisher House Boston’s mis- 
sion is to be responsive to 
the needs of our guests and 
go above and beyond what 
the VA can provide. We 
strive to meet the basic com- 
fort needs of our guests, as 
well as enhance the healing 
and supportive environment 
of the house, during some of 
the most difficult times in 
our guests’ lives.” 

- Foley has been a huge 
proponent of the veterans 
over the years. “They helped 
us for years, now it’s our turn 
to help them,” he said. “The 


unfortunate reality is that 
far too many of our troops 
are coming home in need of 
services that are not being 
provided: The Fisher House 
strives to provide programs 
and services to help address 
the specific needs of these 
veterans. Even more laud- 
able is the fact that the ser- 
vices and programs run by 


the Fisher House extends - 


to also include the families 
of veterans. This is critical 
because many of the stres- 
sors facing veterans and 
their families upon their re- 
turn are interconnected. The 
Fisher House recognizes 
that through helping all par- 
ties involved they can en- 
sure that stressors and prob- 
lems are alleviated in order 
to improve the quality of life 
for everyone now and in the 
future.” : 


Foley was on pace to run 
around 4:05 in last year’s 
race and had just made the 
turn onto Hereford St., when 
the race was shut down. 
He’s been bucking the cold 
and snow and logging 35-40 
mile weeks to prepare for 
the April 21 race. 

“The training has been 
going really good,” said 
Foley. “I don’t train on the 
course because there are 
plenty of hills around here. 
It would be great breaking 
four hours this year, To be 
able to accomplish that this 
year would be the ultimate. I 
can’t wait for next month.” 
_ Foley fully — expects 
Marathon Monday to be a 
benchmark day in the city’s 
history — Boston Strong at 
its very best.

city ever. So many people 
are running this year. There 
are so many positives things 
that came out of such a neg- 
ative.” 

The outpouring of good 
will especially moved Fo- 
ley in the aftermath of the 
bombings.

Children © and. teens 
are more vulnerable than 
adults to overuse: injuries 
because they grow so rap- 
idly. Muscle, bone, and

uneven growth can create 
an imbalance. Training in- 
tensely for a singular sport 
engages the same muscle 
group and year-round train- 
ing can ‘short-change rest 
and recovery time.

How to Tell if Your Child 
has an Overuse Injury 
To help keep your kid in 
the game and reduce risk of 
injury, it pays to be aware of 
the potential so that you can 
recognize it when you see 
it. Sometimes, we have to 
look for indicators of injury 
because children can’t al- 
ways communicate feelings 
of pain-or fatigue when they 
feel it, and they may be un- 
der pressure to compete. 
' Telltale signs of over- 
training: 
* Child shows less inter- 
est in practice. 
¢ Pain that increases with 


_ the activity. 


¢ Swelling. 
* Change of technique. 
Treatment 

Physical therapy for an 
overuse injury centers on 
healing the pain at the spe- 
cific site and then working to 
correct the imbalance within 


the body. Inflammation and 


swelling are addressed first 
to relieve pain and increase 
mobility. At Peak we use a 
combination of electrical 
stimulation, cold laser ther- 
apy, ultrasound, massage, 
and hot/cold therapy.

It is 
also important for your child 
or teen to keep up with his 
or her growing body with 
proper nutrition, especially 
before practice and on game 
day. Lack of nutrients can 
lead to fatigue, elevating the 
risk of injury during play. 
Warm up and cool down 

Make sure your son or 
daughter is participating in 
proper warm-up exercises 
before a work out. These 
exercises: make the tissue 
warm and flexible; reducing 
the chance of injury.

Raymondi: 
‘I Take Full 
Responsibility’ 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Public Works Commis- 
sioner Dan Raymondi took 
full yesponsibility at Mon- 
day night’s City Council 
meeting for the burning of 
dozens of boxes containing 


old public records in recent, - 


weeks before receiving per- 
mission from the state to do 
so. 

In all, the Department of 
Public Works burned 49 box- 
es containing records dating 
back as far as 1985. The 
department didn’t receive 
permission to destroy the 
documents from the secre- 
tary of the commonwealth’s 
office until March 12 — two 
days after the last of the 49 
boxes were burned. As of 
Tuesday, the state’s environ- 
mental agency is investigat- 
ing how the documents were 
disposed of. At the meeting 
Monday night, Raymondi 
apologized to the council for 
what happened. 

“T take full responsibility. 
I’m serious about that — 
not one to shirk from the 
responsibility,” Raymondi 
said. “The mayor put me in 


charge of this department. I 
love this job, I love this city, 
and I felt badly that I did not 
serve him better. I felt badly 
I did not serve you folks, 
your constituents, and my 
constituents better. These 
things. happen. It was not 
intentional. We will learn 
from it and move forward. 
Corrective action will oc- 
cur.” 

Raymondi also said the 
department will continue to 
dispose of old documents, 
though they will now work 
with City Clerk Joseph Shea 
and will stop burning the 
records. The DPW’s base- 
ment, he explained, is full of 
old records, which creates 
a fire hazard and takes up 
needed space. 

“This was and is and re- 
mains to be an important ini- 
tiative by the Department of 
Public Works,” Raymondi 
said. “The importance of the 
project is there. It’s a fire 
hazard. It’s useable space 
that is much needed by the 
department and it’s just 
loaded with unnecessary

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§ hat? current events — the stalled downtown project, 
medical marijuana and document burning by the DPW 
— were strung out like Pifiatas at the city’s St. Patrick’s Day 
Luncheon last Friday at the Tirrell Room (Lodge of Elks.) 

Speakers — from the mayor and ward councillors to the 
city clerk and county sheriff - whacked those headlines over 
and over again. While some were direct hits, others were 
just glancing blows at the event that always entertains and 
raises money for a good cause. 

This was the first year the luncheon was spansetes by 
the Quincy Parks Conservancy, a foundation established 
by Mayor Thomas Koch to promote and preserve the city’s 
green spaces. The mayor opened his remarks with a thank 
you to the Quincy Partnership — the event’s longtime spon- 
sor. The Partnership — group of civic leaders that helped raise 
money for such projects as the Adams Statues in Quincy 
Center, exterior lighting at historic sites and new Welcome 
to Quincy signs scattered throughout the city — dissolved 
last fall. 

A portion of this year’s proceeds will be used to help es- 
tablish a walking trail in Faxon Park. Related story on Page 
15. 

Dave Murphy, president of the Quincy Parks Conservan- 
cy, got the affair off to a quick start. 

He credited Tom Koch as the one person who has done 
more for the city’s parks than any other individual. 

“In fact, the mayor created a new park where buildings 
used to stand in Quincy Center,”.Murphy. mused, allud- 
ing Block Four near 1400. Hancock Street — the site of the 
planned Merchants Row that now sits idle. 

Ward 2 Councillor Brad Croall also took a crack at the 
underdeveloped property. Croall , who is engaged to be mar- 
ried later this year, suggested the site to his fiancee’ as a 
setting for-dn engagement photo. 

“I said ‘why don’t we put on hard hats and take a photo 
at the Quincy Center crater?’” 

Croall also found humor in the DPW record burning in- 
cident earlier in the week. 

“What the press didn’t report was that after she saw the 
smoke, (Ward 1 Councillor) Margaret Laforest bought a 12- 


‘pack of Bud Light and took it to the DPW. She thought the 


fire was a Quincy High School reunion.” 

The document burning incident was too tempting for 
even.Mayor Thomas Koch, He took a jab at DPW Commis- 
sioner Dan Raymondi whom he appointed to the post in the 
summer of 2013. The hiring was among the issues of that 
fall’s spirited mayoral contest. 

“T took a lot of crap when I appointed Dan Raymondi as 
the DPW commissioner,” Koch said with Raymondi seated 
a few feet away smiling. “You were right. I got burned,” the 
mayor said to a chorus of laughs. 

Norfolk County Sheriff Michael Bellotti — the star attrac- 
tion year in and year out — did not disappoint: On the issue 
of medical marijuana, he noted several interesting brands of 
pot are being produced in Quincy.

- Bellotti also poked fun at StreetWorks, the city’s erstwhile 
developer of the first parcel in the ambitious $1.6 billion re- 
development of Quincy Center. He noted StreetWorks took 


out a full page advertisement in another newspaper thanking _ 


the mayor for his leadership on the project. 

“You (StreetWorks) said you’re at a crossroads with the 
Downtown Project. Don’t you mean dead end? No wonder 
you had a hard time with the concept. :

I’ll admit to being a bit 
surprised at some of the let- 
ters that have been written 
over the past few weeks in 
response to the news that 
Street-Works will likely be 
relinquishing its role as de- 
velopment partner for Quin- 
cy Center. 

While I certainly share 
others’ concern that, in the 
wake of the uncertainty sur- 
‘rounding Street-Work’s exit, 
the Koch administration 
should focus its efforts on 
clearly communicating its 
revised vision for the proj- 
ect, I can’t understand how 
anyone who has been pay- 
ing attention can say with 
a straight face that Quincy 
is in a worse position than 
it would’ve been in had it 


" never entered into the land- 


disposition agreement with 
Street-Works. 

Of course, with hind- 
sight being 20/20, it might 
have been better if. Street- 
Works’ role had been lim- 


ited to designing the master 


plan (leaving the role of 
lead developer to someone 
else), but, unfortunately, 
Quincy had to play the cards 
that were dealt, and Street- 
Works was the only private 


entity willing to invest mil- 
lions of dollars on the idea (a 


novel one at that time). that 
Quincy was a city brimming 
with potential. Now that the 
Street-Works chapter of the 
redevelopment is coming to 
an end, some are sounding 
the alarm that all the efforts 
expended by Quincy have 
been for naught. 

In the humble opinion of 
this author, nothing could be 
further from the truth. Vol- 
unteering my time over the 
past five years as‘a member 
of Quincy’s Planning Board, 
I’ve noticed a_ substantial 
amount of projects, both 
residential and retail, that 
never would’ ve been under- 
taken had private developers 
not concluded that Quincy’s 
commitment to redevelop- 
ing its downtown is but a 
harbinger of a city ready to 
take control of its future. 

It appears word is of- 
ficially out that the City of 
Presidents is more than just 
the final ‘resting place for 
two of our country’s Found- 
ing Fathers, especially now 
that people are focusing on 
the fact that Quincy truly is 
a geographical goldmine, 
what with its proximity to 
Boston, 20-some-odd miles 
of ocean frontage and ad- 
jacency. to the Blue Hills 
reservation. Couple those 


physical attributes with a 
mayor like Koch, who clear- 
ly cares about progress more 
than politics, and it starts to 
make sense why Quincy is 
being viewed'as the “next 
big thing” in regard to its po- 
tential for redevelopment. 
And make no mistake, 
this realization isn’t limited 
to just our surrounding com- 
munities, as evidenced most 
recently by Quincy being 
named the #2 “most exciting 
suburb in America” by a na- 
tional real estate blog (ahead 


‘of such distinguished locales 


as Berkeley, CA and Miami 
Beach, FL). Recognitions 
such as that are proof-pos- 


itive that word of Quincy’s 


renaissance has gone viral, 
and I know that such buzz 
isn’t lost on those busi- 
nesses looking for a suburb 
close to Boston, in which 
they can not only achieve 
lower costs, but can also ag- 
gressively recruit employees 
who demand an area with a 


high quality of life. 

In fact, Quincy’s desir- 
ability seems destined to 
only grow further, now that 
more and more young pro- 
fessionals, who just a few 
years ago would’ve only 
considered living in Cam- 
bridge, Somerville, Charle- 
stown or South Boston, are 
deciding that Quincy gives 
them much more bang for 
their buck. In one of the all- 
time great movies about tak- 
ing control of one’s destiny, 
the Shawshank Redemp- 
tion, Andy told Red that 
“It comes down to a simple 
choice: get busy living or 
get busy dying.” 

Over the past six years, 


_ Quincy has obviously been 


focused on following the 
former over the latter, and 
I, for one, am excited to 
see what’s going to happen 
next.

Rubbish Disposal — Mayor Amelio Della Chiesa is 
considering that the city take and prepare an incinerator site 
in the Cashman’s Quarry area of West Quincy.

CONFLICT OF INTEREST ISSUE 
The City Council ordinance committee tabled action on 
a proposal to classify members of the unpaid city boards as 
“special employees” under the conflict of interest law. The 
proposal was made by Ward 6 Councillor Richard W. Barry. 
At present, all city employees, including unpaid ones, are 
classified “regular” employees, prohibiting them from doing 
any business with the city. As “special” employees, unpaid 
board members would be restricted from doing business with 
the city only in areas over which they have jurisdiction.

Shea 
said his office has done that 
for several years working 
with every city department 
except the police, because 
their evidentiary réquire- 
ments differ from other mu- 
pe departments. The 


city has received permission 
from the state to shred docu- 
ments prior to those shred- 
ding days. 

Among the documents 
already disposed of were 


. purchase orders dating from 


2001-2007; BFI receipts 
from 1998 and 1999; BFI 
invoices from 1996-1999; 
utility bills from 2007; park- 
ing ticket duplicates from 
1999-2003; memos and files 
from the commissioner’s 
office from 1997-1999; and 
payroll and payroll dupli- 
cates from 1999-2002. Bri- 
an MeNiff, a spokesman for 
Secretary of the Common- 
wealth William Galvin, said 
the city would not face any 
disciplinary action for those 
destroying those documents 
from that office. , 

“Not at this point,” Mc- 
Niff responded in a phone 
interview March 12 when 
asked if the city would face 
any penalties from his office. 


“Everything was in the reg- 


ulations to be destroyed.” 
State regulations require 
municipalities to retain im- 
portant documents for a 
set period of time, which 
varies for each document. 
Once that pericd.of time has 
passed, communities can 
seek permission to destroy 
them. McNiff said that it’s 
not unusual for municipali- 
ties to destroy documents 
Once the retention period 


expires. 

“Communities do this all 
the time,” he said. 

While Galvin’s office 
okayed the destruction of 
the documents, the state De- 
partment of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) continues 
tofhvestigate how the-docu- 
ments were disposed of. 

Joseph Ferson, a spokes- 
man for the agency, said it 
received a complaint about 
the open burning of docu- 
ments. He declined to say 
what consequences the city 
might face. 

“We have received a 
complaint and we’re look-

ing to it,” Ferson said. 

Quincy is a community 
where open burning is al- 
lowed, Ferson explained. 
But open burning is only 
permissible for brush, cane, 
driftwood and forestry de- 
bris - not including grass, 
hay, leaves or stumps — and 
not solid waste like paper. 

“Its purpose is to allow 
for the disposal of winter 
storm debris,” Ferson said. 
“It’s not for the burning of 
solid waste.” 

Prior to Monday’s meet- 
ing, mayoral spokesman 
Chris Walker said no DPW 
employees would face any 


disciplinary action related to 
‘the burning of documents. 
He said the mayor would re- 
mind department heads that 
documents are to be shred- 
ded and not burned. 

“It’s always been the 
policy that we shred docu- 


ments,” Walker _ said. 
“That’s going to be made 
clear again.” 


He also noted that it had 
been the administration’s 
policy that Shea oversee the 
disposal of records. 

“We want to reiterate the 
policy that Joe Shea, as the 
City Clerk, is in charge of 
the process,” Walker said.

She spent the next nine years looking for answers. 

Her findings led her to test her conclusions. Often she took pa- 
tients who had been given up by their doctors.

Another time she was called to the.bedside of Mrs. Gale, who was 
dying of pneumonia. Eddy healed her on the spot with her physicians 
standing by. One of them, Dr. Davis, asked her how she healed and 
encouraged her to write her findings in a book. (Mary Baker Eddy, 
Christian Healer, Amplified Edition, pp. 77-78). 

She named-her discovery Christian Science and began teaching 
others how to heal as well. And she followed through on Dr. Davis’ 
advice to write a book. Science.and Health with Key to the Scriptures 
became an international best-seller and a leading source on the sub- 
ject of consciousness, spirituality, and health. Eddy founded The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist in Boston in 1879.

Women’s History Month: 
Local Historical Figure Mary Baker Eddy as a Pioneer in Health 


March is Women’s History month. This year’s theme, according to the National Women’s History Project site is: 
Celebrating Women’s Character, Courage, and Commitment. The following honors an extraordinary local woman 
from the 19th century who made significant contributions to spiritual and religious education as a teacher, writer, 
and leader. Her courage and commitment are clearly evident in the body of work she accomplished. 

Mary Baker Eddy was no ordinary woman. Behind her Victorian-era velvet and lace dress was a 21st century 
power suit. At a time when women could not vote, rarely preached from a pulpit or took part in medical professions, 
Eddy’s work in the healthcare arena broke through the glass ceiling that had yet to become a metaphor. Her ideas as 
an author, pastor, teacher, and healer charted the path for current thought on consciousness and health today. And 
in more ways than one, they still lead the way. 

. After a series of disappointments, including the passing of ie first husband and the eventual desertion of her 
second, Eddy was mid-life and suffering from her own chronic ill-health. This prompted her to investigate alterna-_ 
tive healthcare methods, rather than resorting to the harsh treatments and side-effects of conventional 19th-century 
medicine. She tried diets, hydropathy, homeopathy and what are now known as placebo treatments—and she found 
some relief. But her most important conclusion from all of her investigations was that what a patient believes is 
directly related to the healing results they see. 

It was a nearly fatal experience in February of 1866 that pushed her one step further in her investigations. A fall 
on the ice that resulted in internal injuries left her lying in her home with her doctor, family, and friends counting 

the hours. Deeply religious, and with nowhere else to turn, Eddy opened her Bible to one of Jesus’ healings: Instead 
of dying, she recovered almost immediately, much to her doctor’s disbelief. And she was left wondering just what

tax and Sewer and Drain- 
age Rehab Fund would be 
distributed and used for the 
plan originally unveiled by 
Mayor Thomas Koch at a 
community meeting last 
November. 

As part of the NQHS ex- 
pansion and improvement, 
the two-acre Teel Field will 
undergo a complete over- 
haul including the laying of 
synthetic turf over a shock 
pad, the addition of 600- 
seat grand stand bleachers, 
a new scoreboard, sound 
system, lighting, concession 
stands, bathrooms, and fenc- 
ing around the perimeter of 
the field. Once finished, it 
will accommodate football, 
soccer, and boys and girls 
lacrosse. 

New walkways will lead 
to the school building and 
to an expanded, 157-space 
parking lot. In addition to 
the lot, designated bus drop- 
off lanes will help to allevi- 
ate traffic congestion that 
burdens the area. 

The building’s main en- 
trance facade will also un- 
dergo improvements. 

Prior to Teel Field reno- 
vations beginning, Atlantic 
Middle School’s O’Neil 
Field will be outfitted to host 
NQHS sporting events dur- 
ing the 12 months of con- 
struction. The addition of 
extra parking spaces at the 
school will accommodate 
the increase in attendance. 
O’Neil Field improve- 


ments will cost $425,000 
and Atlantic Middle School 
drainage repairs will total 
$685,000.

and door replacements to 
take place starting in sum- 
mer 2014. The state will 
reimburse the city 70% of 
the cost of the replacements, 
which will improve appear- 
ance and energy efficiency. 
A new computer lab, gym 
improvements, an HVAC 
Gvernaul including a new 
chiller and controls, and a 
new roof are also planned. 

Woodard & Curran proj- 
ect the probable cost of the 
NQHS and Teel Field con- 
struction to be $450,000. 

From that, $50,000 will 
be spent on legal fees for 
deed research, appraisal 
services, and paying reloca- 
tion specialists to aid in the 
acquisition of properties on 
Hunt Street and Newbury 
Avenue where the parking 
lot will extend. Two retain- 
ing ponds—one on Hunt 
Street and the other on 
Newbury Avenue—will aid 
in surface drainage. 

“We see this next com- 
ponent as being driven by 
drainage in the area,” said 
Shea. “At this point we are 
looking for funding for the 


drainage and storm water 
components of the work on 
Hunt Street, Newbury, on 
Price, on Kendall for reten- 
tion basins plus all the asso- 
ciated landscaping, contrac- 
tors’ work, surveying, and 
layout.” 

Money earned from the 
eventual sale of the old Cen- 
tral Middle School building 
will pay for the home acqui- 
sitions.

By KRIS KALABOKAS 
Local high school stu- 
dents will learn about man- 
aging their personal financ- 
es in a hands-on way at this 
year’s 6th Annual Credit 


for Life fair which will take *

_ Before hitting one of 15 
booths manned by over 75 
business partner volunteers, 
students will be asked té 
choose a career path and de- 
termine how to invest their 
estimated monthly income 
wisely on necessities such 
as rent, clothing, food, in- 
surance, transportation, edu- 
‘cation, and retirement. 

The fair is-hosted by the 
Quincy School Community 
Partnership (QSCP), an or- 
ganization that attracts busi- 
nesses large and small to 
donate time and money to 
Quincy Public Schools. 

. Starting “in September, 
North Quincy .and Quincy 
High School seniors ‘can 
enroll in classes focused 
on financial literacy includ- 
ing personal finance and 


accounting. A total of 200 - 


s—100° from’ ‘eath 
school—are invited to par- 
ticipate at the fair. 

“As long as they’re in 
good standing they’re able 
to attend this event,” said 
Executive Director of Career 
Technical Education and 
Instructional Technology 
for Quincy Public Schools 
Keith Segalla. “We're very 
excited to have another op- 
portunity. to prombte this 
wonderful event for kids.” 

“They're going through 
a [school] curriculum that 
supports the event so they 
are ready for it.” 

Students: are asked to 
arrive in business attire to 
simulate a professional work 
environment and are handed 
a clipboard and folder once 
they walk into the venue. 

Segalla said kids have to 
move from booth to booth 
and make lifestyle decisions 
that will affect their monthly 
balance. Each of the booths 
have options, some of which 
are more appealing but risky 
economically. “We have 


three or four scenarios. For , 


example, transportation... 
maybe you’re taking the 
MBTA so there’s an option 
for an MBTA pass over the 
luxury car to the economic 
car-or a taxi.” 


cal transaction, students are 
directed to the credit coun- 
seling booth to have their 
credit and debt income ratios 
reviewed by volunteer coun- 
selors. “It’s like a checkpoint 
to make sure they did their 
math correct,” he said. The 


_ checkpoint also gives them 


the. opportunity to rethink 
their decisions. and _ tailor 
their expenditures accord- 
ingly. He went on that the 
event allowed for students 
to undergo “that real life 
experience” prior to gradu- 
ating in June and beginning 
a new chapter in their lives, 
whether it be by -going to 
college or immediately en- 
tering the workforce. 

Students,- once they’ve 
depleted their funds, leave 
with a newfound respect for 
their parents, realizing that 
maintaining a budget is not 
easy.

‘Footsteps For Faxon’ 


Marathon Effort, Fundraiser March 27 
To Benefit New Loop Trail At Faxon Park

Ward 2 Councillor Brad 
Croall is running in next 
month’s Boston Marathon. 

And he hopes that- his 
efforts will lead to a differ- 
ent kind of course — a new 
walking/running loop at 
Faxon Park. 

Croall is organizing an 
initiative called “Footsteps 
for Faxon” which he calls 
a progressive step forward 
in implementing a loop trail 
at Faxon Park. The loop 
was decided by residents 


through the Faxon Park 


Masier Plan. 

Croall is hoping to raise 
$60,000 for the %-mile 
loop trail by pounding the 
pavement from Hopinkton 
to Boston on Patriots Day 
April 21. He’s looking for 
sponsors to help support 
his Marathon run as well as 
partners from the business 
community. 

The Quincy Parks Con- 
servancy — established last 
year by Mayor Thomas 
Koch — has signed on as a 
supporter. Proceeds from 
last Friday’s Quincy St. Pat- 
rick’s Day Celebration Lun- 
cheon at the Quincy Lodge 
of Elks Tirrell Room were 
earmarked for the cause. 

“The reception has been 
pretty good,” Croall says. 


He’s been busy promoting. - 


the initiativ and raising 
awareness by encouraging 
neighbors to join the effort. 

A fundraiser to’help sup- 
port “Footsteps for Faxon” 
will be held Thursday, 
March 27 from 6:30 to 8:30 
p.m. at the Commonwealth 
Parkingway, 
Quincy Center. Donation is 
$20 per person and all pro- 
ceeds will support the new 
loop. 

Croall said the Faxon 
‘Park Master Plan ideally 
calls for a mile and a half 
loop. The estimate to estab- 
lish a loop that distance was 
several hundred thousand 
dollars in part because that 
length would require new

trail construction. 

“I had a conversation 
with the Park Planner — Pete 
Jackson — and said ‘basi- 
cally can you give us some- 


thing that is attainable? © 


Because several hundred 
thousand dollars is a pretty 
big spread. And he came up 
with a three-quarter mile 
loop that is 100 percent scal- 
able so in the event down 
the road we want to branch 
out and do a mile and a half, 
that will be the purview of 
what’s there.” 

So, the first $60,000 that 
Croall is trying to raise will 
go towards creating the first 
three-quarter mile loop. He 
said the trail will be marked 
with a stone dust type gravel 
and be suitable for both run- 
ners and walkers. 

Before being elected to 
the City Council in 2011, 
Croall served on the Quincy 
Park and Recreation Board. 
As Ward 2 councillor, he. 
chairs the council’s Park and 
Recreation Committee. 

“My goal is to support 
recreation and get people 
back to the parks,” Croall 


‘says. “When you think about 


Penns Hill in particular — 
and I know this loop will 
be a city-wide. attraction or 
I hope it will be — but Penns 
Hill there is a good mix of 
folks so you have those 
young families who may 
want to go there with a baby 
stroller or go for run. You 
have seniors who probably 
want to utilize the walking 


component. 

“Faxon Park is a nice 
piece of open space,” Croall 
said. ““We’re trying to take 
that further step to get peo- 
ple up there utilizing the 
park.” 

Croall is using the Foot- 
steps for Faxon initiative as 
a motivational tool as his 
training for the Boston Mar- 
athon heads down the home 
stretch. . 

“This is something to 
keep me motivated. When 
I’m out running on a cold 
morning I have something 
in the back of my head - 
‘this is why I’m out.” 

He runs 25 to 30 miles a 
week, including a long run 
of about 20 miles with some 
other marathoners  train- 
ing with the South Shore 
YMCA.

The rest 
of the week youare on your 
own to get the mileage in,” 
he says. 

Next month will be 
Croall’s third marathon.

Croall says this may be 
his last marathon. 

“It’s a big commitment. 
I work full-time and I also 
have a commitment to the 
city as the Ward 2 council- 
lor and getting thinks done 
in the ward.

He called this year’s Bos- 
ton Marathon very symbolic 
considering tragic  twin- 
bombings that marred last 
year’s event. 

“I didn’t mm (Boston) 
last year. This event this 
year will be very symbolic 
— just from an American 
stand-point. I’m looking for- 
ward to being a very small 
part of it. I think it will be a 
very special and meaningful 
time.”

Banner Year For Sarah Brennan -

Sarai Brennan. wasn’t 
unhappy with her fresh- 
man cross country and track 
seasons at Bentley College, 
but she hadn’t seen the im- 
provements she was hoping 
for in her rookie year at the 
collegiate level. 

The 20-year-old sopho- 
more knew she had to shake 
up her training and get phys- 
ically and mentally stronger 
if she wanted to drop her 
times, especially on the 
track where she competed in 
the 5,000- and 3,000-meter 
run. 
The Quincy resident was 
convinced the real work to 
prepare for her sophomore 
year would have to be done 
in the heat of the summer. 
Starting at 35-miles per 
week in late June, Bren- 
nan gradually increased her 
work load, running mile 
after mile along Wollaston 
Beach, through the quiet 
neighborhoods of Squan- 
tum and the winding roads 
in and around Marina Bay. 
Sundays were reserved for a 
10-mile long run. By the end 
of the summer, Brennan had 
several 50-plus mile weeks 
under her belt and she felt 
stronger than she ever had. 

The workouts were noth- 
ing like anything she had 
gver done during her running 
days at Notre. Dame Acade- 
my' in Hingham, where she 
competed in the mile and 2 
mile off far less training. 

“J had a really good sum- 
mer and I stuck to my train- 
ing plan,” she said. “It was a 
lot compared to high school. 
I really focused on my mile- 
age. I never had done that 
before. Increasing my mile- 
age and sticking to that re- 
ally helped me a lot. It really 
paid off.” 

Brennan headed to Bent- 
ley in the best shape of her 
life and determined to run 
better than her freshman 
year. The results were im- 
mediate. 

Brennan was running 
more than a minute faster 
over courses she had raced 
her freshman year and fin- 
ished a solid 45" in the 
NCAA Div. 2 East Regional 
Cross Country Champion- 
ships at Stonehill College 
in November. Brennan also 
picked up All-Academic 
honors in the fall to cap off a 
stellar autumn. 

As good as Brennan was 
in the fall, she was even bet- 
ter when the competition 
moved indoors for the win- 
ter 

Racing in the 3,000 me- 
ters at the Tufts Cupid Chal- 
lenge, Brennan’ pressed hard 
from the gun and obliterated 
her personal best by over 
a minute in 10:44.81. The 


time was not only her fast- . 


est ever, it moved her to No. 
15 on Bentley’ all-time list. 


Brennan had only run the 
event once before. “I didn’t 
run well in it last year so I 
feel like this is the first time 
I ran it and did pretty well,” 
she said. 

Tufts’ meet proved to be a 
warm up for the best race of 
her collegiate career to date. 
Racing the 5,000 meters in 
the New England Indoor 
Track & Field Champion- 
ships at Boston University, 
Brennan tucked herself in 
the middle of a huge pack 
and kicked hard to the.fin- 
ish for 16" in 18:32.53. The 
mark was a new best for 
Brennan by 28.5 seconds 
and made her the fifth fastest 
in school history. All told, 
Brennan took a whopping 
90 seconds off her time dur- 
ing the winter season. She 
also sliced 11 seconds off 
her best in the mile with a 
5:29. “I’m not really a miler, 
but I was happy with that,” 
Brennan said. 

The 5,000 race played 
out perfectly for Brennan to 
run a fast time. “I had a lot 
of people I could run with 
in the beginning,” she said. 
“They kept me on pace and 
at the end I still had a lot of 
energy and | was passing 
people. I don’t have a re- 
ally good kick so I try to run 
hard at the beginning and 
middle of the race and try- 
ing to make the best of what 
I have left at the end.” 

Brennan continued main- 
taining the 50-mile weeks 
through the winter and 
added tempo and interval 
workouts to her regiment 
to make sure she was race- 
ready when she stepped on 
the track. 

On Tuesday nights the 
team would hit the speedy 
Reggie Lewis Center oval 
for the intense sessions of 
800- and 1,000-meter re- 
peats. “It was really help- 
ful to be in that setting, not 
out on the roads,” Brennan 
said. “And the tempo runs 
really help simulate a race. 
They really show you where 
you’re at.” 

Brennan admitted the 
snow and cold made run- 
ning outside tougher than 
it’s been and she turned to 
the treadmill frequently. 
“It (weather) was pretty 
bad over winter break and 
I wound up running a lot 
on the treadmill,’ Brennan 
said. “I didn’t want to have 
to deal with the ice and it 
was so cold out and: none 
of the roads were ‘clear. It 
wasn’t worth it. I spent a 
lot of time on the treadmill, 
which actually wasn’t too 
bad. It was boring, but it 
wasn’t terrible.” 

‘Brennan is hoping to 


build on the momentunt .

something different, I won’t 
be running the 5,000 in ev- 
ery meet,” Brennan said.

Interior Decorating Tips

What is the best height 
to hang art on a wall? 
Should I place the nail in 
line with the top mold- 
ing of the window or door 
jam? Rose a was es 

Dear Rose, 

You’re not the only one 
who struggles with this ques- 
tion. Most people typically 
choose one of two options 
when hanging art — and both 
of them are incorrect! Many 
people hang pictures, wall 


hangings, mirrors, wreathes, _ 


and other types of wall art 
too high;. given your ques- 
tion about the window or 
door molding, I’m guessing 
you fall into that category. 
Others do not give it any 
thought and might use an 
existing nail in the wall. 
You should hang art at 
eye level. But because not 
everyone in the family is the 
same height, here’s a tried 
and true formula. Hang the 


_ picture so that the center 


of it is 60 inches from the 
floor. For example, say you 
have a painting that is 24”H 
x 36”W. Get a metal tape 
measure. and measure 60 
inches from the floor and 
place a piece of. painter’s 
tape or make a small pencil 
or chalk mark on the wall. 
Because the painting is 24 
inches high, the top of the 


’ painting will be 12 inches 


(half of 24) above that mark 
on the wall. 

If you are hanging art- 
work above .a mantle or 
fireplace, you may need to 
adjust the measurements. 
You would typically hang. 
the bottom of the piece 2-6 
inches above the top of the 
mantle or fireplace. 

Here’s one final tip. Rub. 
some chalk on the back of

the sawtooth hanger(s) [or 
other picture hardware] or at 
the very top of the wire you 
use to hang the piece of art- 
work. Then hald the artwork 
up (following the guidelines 
above) and gently rub the 
chalk against the wall so it 
leaves a mark. Now you'll 
know exactly where to place 
your nail.

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Lynch Finds 


Situation In 
Crimea ‘Tense’ 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

Cong. Stephen F. Lynch 
has returned from Ukraine 
’ following a congressional 
delegation mission that took 
him to Kiev and Israel to 
discuss political, economic, 
and security issues affecting 
both regions. 

In ‘a phone interview 
with The Quincy Sun from 
his Washington, D.C. office 
Tuesday, Lynch described 
the current political situation 
in Crimea as “tense,” due to 
its annexation by Russia. 

An increase in troops on 
Russia’s border has prompt- 
ed Ukrainian officials to 
send mobilization notices to 
all young men warning of a 
possible draft. 

“It’s a sign that things are 
becoming serious,” Lynch 
said after noting that no mil- 
itary support was requested 
of the US. 

The bipartisan delega- 
tion is led by Senator Kelly 
Ayotte and Senator Joe 
Donnelly; both members of 
the. Senate Armed Services 
Committee. Lynch joins the 
delegation as a senior mem- 
ber of the House Subcom- 
mittee on National Security. 

A “proposal to offer 
Ukraine a $1 billion loan is 
still before Congress. 

While in Kiev, Lynch, 
who co-chairs the 
House Task Force on Ter- 


rorism and Proliferation 


. Financing, met with offi- 


cials to assess international 
efforts to. recover funds 
that were misappropriated 
by Ukrainian government 
officials prior to the oust- 
ing of former leader Viktor 
Yanukovych. As of now, 
30 Ukrainian officials have 


been charged with abscond- ' 


ing with the funds following 
an investigation by the US. 
Treasury. - 

He plans on returning 
shortly after elections are 
conducted on May 25". 

Prior to his visit to 
Ukraine, he met with Israeli 
President Shimon Peres and 
Israeli Prime Minister Bin- 
yamin Netanyahu to discuss 
negotiations for a possible 
peace deal between Israel 
and Palestine. Lynch said 
Secretary of State John 
Kerry’s efforts to draw up 
a peace agreement between 
both countries was recog- 
nized as a “huge effort” by 
both nations although no of- 
ficial progress was made. | 

“They gave him a great 
amount of credit,” he said. 

Meetings and visits with 
Palestinian leaders in Ra- 
mallah in -the West Bank 
focused on recent rocket 
strikes on the Gaza border 
most likely perpetrated by 
Hamas.

In , 1640, a prominent 
citizen and large land owner 
acquired a large tract of land 
from William Codding- 
ton. His name was William 
Tynge - he was the second 
commander of the local

The crowd was light for 
a Wednesday and we. were 
seated by an attentive and 
friendly host immediately. 
There were festive holiday 
decorations to. brighten our 
table while our server intro- 
duced himself and described 
the specials that day while 
presenting us with a bread 


-basket and butter. The rolls 


had a soft texture and tasted 
fresh from that day, although 
not warmed, but with extra 
butter pats for those who 
like to indulge, again, the 
butter would have. been nice 
served in a softer texture, 
but. was.nice to nibbleas we 
perused the menu. 

As a. starter, I ordered 
the soup of the day, creamy 
tomato basil. with a swirl 
of creme freche while my 
companion . ordered _ the 


cobb salad. The soup had a 
smooth texture, was tangy 
and the right amount of 


‘sweetness which contrasted 


nicely with the tartness “of 
the creme freche. The cobb 
salad was a wonderful blend 
of fresh baby spinach leaves, 
an egg - boiled to perfection 


and sliced, topped with ba- 


con arid almond slivers and 
punctuated with pickled on- 
ions that offered a beautiful 
contrasting presentation of 
dark red/purple. 

For an entree, I ordered 
the Italian cold cut_ panini 
with pesto. It arrived still 
warm, the bread crispy, the 
meat melted into thick slices 
of provolone. cheese with 
a hearty helping of ham, 
mortadella, and salami with 
crispy iceburg lettuce and 
a thick fresh tomato round. 
My companion ordered the 
crispy. chicken -breast ‘with 
rice pilaf. It arrived with the 
tice served in a-mold  sur- 
rounded by generous ,por- 
tions of chicken which was 
rolled in a nicely seasoned 
panko mixture and: baked to 


perfection, the crispy coat- 
ing revealed tender and juicy 
chicken meat. The rice was 
firm and not sticky, with bits 
of carrots and celery adding 
a nice color presentation. 

For dessert the ricotta 
cheese. filled cannoli was 
topped with sweet sprinkles 
in valentine red and pink, 
a dollop of fresh whipped 
cream on a chocolate driz- 
zled plate. The cannoli shell 
was crisp and flaky, the 
mixture creamy and just the 
right amount of sweetness: 
The tea was served in an at- 
tractive miniature teapot but 
the water was tepid, which 
made it difficult to steep a 
good strong brew. 

This was our second visit 
to The Cafe and it did not 
disappoint. For all of our in- 
dulgence, we left after pay- 
ing a bill totalling less than 
$20 plus a generous tip for 
our enthusiastic server. On 
a seale of 1-10, we gave 
The Presidents’ Cafe a solid 
9+, arid extra points for it’s 
cleanliness, light and airy 
decor, and friendly service.

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_QPS Students Taking New Standardized Test. 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 
Quincy students are test- 
driving a new standardized 
test, leaving school commit- 
tee members worried that 
the additional burden could 
place more stress on kids 
already taking the MCAS or 
preparing for the SAT. 
The Partnership for As- 
sessment of Readiness for 
_ College and Careers exam 
(PARCC) is still in its infan- 
cy and is being administered 
in 18 states. This “next gen- 
eration” of standardized test 
is largely computer-based 
and assesses students’ ana- 
lytical writing and thinking 
skills. The math portion of 
the exam will focus less on 
solving equations and more 


on applying number skills to_ 


real-world problems. 

The state Board of El- 
ementary and Secondary 
Education (BESE) voted to 
administer PARCC on a pre- 
liminary basis to randomly 
selected classrooms and 
students in grades 3-11 in 
November of 2013. Based 


on this year’s results and” 


analysis of operational data, 
the BESE will determine 


whether PARCC is a better 


assessment tool than MCAS 


for the 2016 school year. 

Students will be required 
to take the PARCC twice 
yearly if the BESE decides 
to phase out MCAS testing; 
once mid-year and once at 
the end of the school year. 

Testing has begun this 
spring in Quincy and other 
randomly selected Mas- 
sachusetts schools. Tenth 
grade students are still re- 
quired to take the MCAS in 
order to meet graduation re- 
quirements at this time, rais- 
ing concerns that doubling 
up on such time consuming 
exams could drain creativity 
from the classroom. 

“It seems like we’re 


doing a lot more testing. 


than we are teaching,” said 
school committee member 
Paul Bregoli. “We’re hav- 
ing a generation of kids who 
are learning to be good test 
takers and I’m afraid of the 
creativity that leaves the 
classroom; that teachable 
moment is there but we’re 
so driven to make sure our 
kids are prepared for these 
tests that those are going out 


the window.” 

“Tt’s a trend I’m not real 
pleased about. As a former 
educator I hope the pendu- 
lum swings back at some 
point,” he said. 

While Executive Direc- 

tor of Career and Technical 
Education and Instructional 
Technology Keith Segalla 
was confident that enough 
computers were available 
for all students taking the 
preliminary exam this year, 
he couldn’t say with cer- 
tainty that would be the case 
if PARCC testing were to 
eventually take place in all 
classrooms. 
__ Nine schools will be par- 
ticipating in the computer- 
based exam while three will 
take the pencil and paper 
version. 

“Why does Massachu- 
setts need a new assess- 
ment? Well, we have new 
standards. In 2010 the Board 
of Education here in Massa- 


chusetts adopted the Com-. 


mon Core state standards 
and then we took those Com- 
mon Core standards and we 
incorporated them into the 
2011 [English language

I’ll also say stressful to our 
teachers.”

tion. “There certainly may 
be ramifications in regards 
to funding and eventually 
that gets down to our stu- 
dents..:I didn’t think we had 
a choice,” he said. 

‘As with the MCAS, stu- 
dents on an Individualized 
Education Program (IEP) 
can, take additional time 
to complete the exam. IEP 
students may be granted 
an extra hour to finish each 
two-hour block of the test. 


The same consideration 
can be extended to English 
language learners (ELL). 
These ‘accommodations are 
being called “accessibility 
features.” Other accessibil- 
ity features include a spell- 
checker, access to a calcu- 
lator and a word-to-word 
bilingual dictionary, and the 
clarification of directions 
in their native language for 
ELL students. 

Parents were notified of 
the exam by letter, however 
DeCristofaro’said only one 
phone call had been placed 


‘to his office by a congemaed 


parent. 

“Our teachers and prin- 
cipals are dealing with this 
unknown and most impor- 
tantly our students will be,”

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-On-Thursday;-March 135-2014, Officers Paul Foley--and 
William O’Neill were dispatched to a West Quincy address 
on a report of a domestic disturbance in progress. As Officer 


Foley pulled up to the house, two young boys came frantically - 


running out of the home toward him dressed in only t-shirts 
and pants (no shoes). They appeared frightened and upset. 
The temperature at the time was about 10 degrees. Seconds 
later, an adult female came running down the stairs after them 
screaming, *You’re a f@#$%*& a@@#$% (name of son), 
you just wait.” 

Officer Foley, con for the safety of the children, 
immediately ordered the female to go back inside. As Offi- 
cer Foley awaited back-up, he determined that the boys were 
brothers age 13 and 12. One of the brothers is autistic and has 
limited verbal skills. Upon arrival, Officer O’Neill escorted 
the children to their second floor bedroom, where they could 
be safe and warm up. 

Officer Foley then interviewed the woman who was chas- 
ing the boys. She said in a slurred statement that she was 
the mother of the two boys. It was clear that the mother was 
very intoxicated based on speech difficulty, unsteadiness on 
her feet, tired:looking blood shot eyes and a moderate odor 
of an,alcoholic beverage on her breath. Officer Foley asked 
the mother a series of questions to determine what happened. 
The mother could not respond other than to repeatedly ramble, 
“The Judge said I was going to jail for 60 days if I screwed up 
a tug 
Officer O’Neill then stood by with the mother in the living 
room while Officer Foley interviewed the son without autism 
in the bedroom. He said that his mother has been getting drunk 
more often recently. He said he and his brother attend middle 


‘ school and he walks home but his autistic brother is trans- 


ported home by bus (due to his disability). He stated that his 
mother is supposed to meet the bus outside and take care and 
custody of his brother each afternoon on school days. He said 
when he arrived home on foot this afternoon, he observed his 
brother’s bus parked outside with the driver repeatedly beep- 
ing the horn for their mother to come out. He stated that he 
took his brother off the bus ¢ ..d attempted to get into his home 
but both the front and back doors were locked. He pounded on 
the doors but there was no response. He then forced his way 
into the back door by breaking the lock. He found his mother 
passed out in his bed with a “large alcohol drink next to her.” 
He said that the next few hours were calm but then his 
mother became agitated and an argument started up about her

The mother stopped and walked 
away from the door and this was when he made a second call 
to make sure help was coming. He then cautiously exited the 
bathroom, got his autistic brother and they both fled out the 
front door where they met Officer Foley. 

The Officer-asked the brothers if they were injured or 
harmed in any way and they said they were not but only be- 
cause she couldn’t catch them. When asked if he thought his 
mother what she would have done if she was able to get to 
him through the bathroom door, he replied, “She would have 
definitely hit me.” 

Officer Foley asked the brother if his mother had hit him 
or his autistic brother in the past and he said that he did not 
know if his brother had been hit but he had, adding that it was 
“A long time ago.” He could not describe when it was or the 
circumstances surrounding the incident. 

At this time, their father arrived home. He was aware of 
the incident because his son had called him too. Officer Foley 
asked the brothers if they felt safe staying in the home tonight 
with their father and they said they did.

THIS IS A 1918 real photo postcard view of one of the 


two ancient slate quarries that were surrounded by Bill- 
ings Road, Apthorp, Warwick and Marshall Streets in 
Norfolk Downs. First opened in early colonial days the 
quarries were a source of slate for gravestones, roofing 
tiles and’ stepping-stones for over 200 years. Several 
generations of the Billings family worked these quar- 
ries and were dealers of the stone. The slate found here, 
known as Braintree Blue Slate, was formed over 500 mil- 
lion years ago and is the underlying rock beneath most 
of greater Boston. Small outcroppings of the slate can 


also be found here in Quincy on Newport Avenue, East 
Howard and Adams Streets. Our more famous Quincy 
granite didn’t come here until 250 million years after the 
slate had formed. Until they were filled with dirt in the 
late 1940s, these old water-filled quarries were a great 
place to fish for carp in the summer and to ice skate in 
the winter. They were always too murky for swimming; 
besides, it was only a few hundred yards to Wollaston 
Beach. Today this area is city-owned and zoned open 
space with few remaining signs of its quarrying past. To 
contact Tom Galvin, e-mail tmgalvin@ verizon.net.

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; We Must Change Our View Of Addiction 


' ““Massachiisetts is' facing a serious ‘health Care’ epidemic 
spurred on from the rapid rise of addiction to easily obtain- 
‘able and highly addictive powerful narcotics. Hundreds 

‘‘have died from heroin overdose deaths in Massachusetts 

since November, but we are only just at the beginning. Mas- 

sachusetts has often been a leader in treating addiction prob- 
lems in the past, but we are currently overwhelmed with the 
rapid rise and huge scale of this epidemic. 

We have seen this before. Heroin itself was legally sold 
in the early 1900’s as a cough suppressant before being out- 
lawed because of its addiction becoming widespread. 

We are facing this tragedy 100 years later with oral nar- 
cotics. And, with the release of an even more powerful nar- 
cotic, Zohydro, it may get even worse. 

Opiate and heroin addiction among young people in 
Massachusetts has skyrocketed since 1999 and the numbers 
are staggering: 9.6% of our citizens age 12 and older were 
either dependent on or abused drugs or alcohol. That fig- 
ure rises to 23.4% among 18-to-25 year olds. 

Like many in our Commonwealth, this is personal. Some 
of our loved ones have struggled with the addiction of their 
children. 

We are failing to treat this crisis with the resources it 
needs. Worse, we are still not seeing this tragic epidemic for 
what it truly is. Addiction is a public health issue, but it still 
carries the stigma of many of our outdated prejudices. 

We need to stop viewing addiction as a character flaw, 
moral failing, or a failure that stems from poor parenting 
or poor values. These are attitudes that exist in subtle but 
obstructive ways. Addiction is a health issue and should be 
treated no differently than diabetes, heart disease or cancer. 

We are prevented from radically changing our approach 
because of our “old way” of thinking. The ripple effect is 


clear when families struggle to find treatment centers: for 
their loved ones or when youths with minor non-violent drug 
offenses fill county jails. We do not have enough beds in our 
treatment facilities of all types across the Commonwealth. 

Current medical practice is inconsistent regarding re- 
placement drug therapy versus full rehabilitation, which of- 
ten leads to confusion and ineffective treatment. Insurance 
coverage presents too many barriers to proper rehabilitation 
and often interferes with the much needed continuity of 
treatment, which sends our young ones back into a cycle of 
using and addiction. 

We need to re-educate our physicians on pain control 
and the proper use of narcotics. 

Our students need to be better educated and we need to 
encourage more discussion in our communities on the dan- 
gers of prescription drugs and heroin. Our political leaders 
need to aggressively push the FDA and the pharmaceutical 
industry to develop and approve safer, less addictive drugs. 
As a Commonwealth, we need to say no to the FDA on Zo- 
hydro. 

We will pay for this treatment, just by changing our ap- 
proach. Most importantly, we will save the lives of so many 
of our fellow citizens. 

A call to arms from our political leaders is necessary to 
lead us to this new understanding. This will lead us away 
from the old attitudes that are holding us back. This tragic 
disease is a preventable health problem, and the sooner we 
begin to recognize that, the sooner we will put the pieces 
together to change the lives of tens of thousands of families 
in our Commonwealth.

Ward | Special 
Election Called

Gov. Michael Dukakis cleared the way for Ward | vot- 
ers to cast ballots in a special election to fill a vacant City 
Council seat when he signed a home rule petition changing 
Quincy’s charter to take the responsibility for filling vacan- 
cies away from the council and giving it to voters. 
Within hours of Dukakis approving the home rule peti- 
tion, the council called for a special preliminary election on 
May 15 with the final election on June 12. 
Less than 24 hours after the election was called, three 
residents took out nomination papers from City Hall — Mary 
Crowley Gregoire of Lennox Street, Michael T. Cheney of 
Rock Island Road, and Bernard Reisbers of Quincy Shore 
Drive.

Ths election was called to fill the seat left vacant follow- 
ing the resignation of Leo J. Kelly. Kelly resigned his seat 
in January to become the manager of two federal housing 
projects in West Quincy and Germantown. He had served 
on the council for 10 years prior to his resignation. 
TAX RATES AWAITING STATE APPROVAL 
Mayor Francis X. McCauley and a retinue of city offi- 
cials planned to meet with the state Department of Revenue 
to set the city’s first tax rate under 100 percent revaluation. 
If all went according to plan, the city’s tax rate would 
be $21.95 per thousand for residential property and $32.50 
for commercial. The City Council cleared the way for the 
fiscal 1984 tax rate by approving McCauley’s classification 
plan and cleaning up a few loose ends of finartcial orders in 


Under McCauley’s pian, residential would be taxed at ° 
a rate of 87.8 percent of full value and commercial at 130 
percent. 
Councillor Stephen J. McGrath proposed to shift ‘those 
rates to 83.7 percent for residential and 140 percent for 
commercial to lesson the effect on homeowners. His plan 
would’ ve created a tax rate of $20.93 for residential and $35 
for commercial. 
“It is our responsibility to balance the tax burden between 
residential and commercial property,” McGrath said. 
McGrath’s proposal failed after no oter councillor 
would second his motion to amend McCauley’s plan. . 
The mayor was optimistic the state would give approval 
to the new rates, though he said it might not happen im- 
mediately. 
“They don’t usually make a decision right on the spot,” 
McCauley said, “although last year I recall we got approval 
the next day by telephone.” 
’ CITY STUDYING VOTING MACHINES 
Mayor Francis X. McCauley planned to review the feasi- 
bility of using voting machines for city elections, including 
possibly purchasing them one ward at a time over a period 
of six years. . 
The City Council had passed a resolution requesting such 
a study take place. Quincy was one of the few cities in the 
state still using paper ballots that were counted by hand, 
resulting in long and expensive hours of labor by election 
workers. 
City Clerk John Gillis told the council that voting ma- 
chines had been quite expensive in the past, but new punch 
card techniques could be instituted for $100,000 for the en- 
tire city.

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Improving Traffic Flow, 


Better Access Targeted At 
So. Artery Fuel Facility 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

The flow of traffic around 
the Stop & Shop Fuel Facil- 
ity at 450 Southern Artery 
is congested due to poorly 
timed red lights and improp- 
erly placed access points ac- 
cording to testimony heard 
at last Tuesday’s meeting of 
the Board of License Com- 
missioners. Ward 1 City 
Councillor Margaret Lafor- 
est brought the issue to the 
attention of Stop & Shop 
officials after hearing com- 
plaints that road rage and 
accident incidences: around 
the station increase during 
peak business hours. 

There are currently two 
access options for the fuel 
facility; one on Southern Ar- 
tery that prohibits left turns 
and ‘one on Broad Street. 
Road rage incidences have 
been reported as a result of 
turning into the station us- 
ing the Southern Artery en- 
trance. 

“The accident data does 
support the need for some 
improvement in the area,” 
said Laforest, who request- 
ed conducting further traffic 
studies in an effort to iden- 
tify any other possible peak 
traffic times. 

She suggested another 
possible solution would be 
to have a gas station atten- 
dant on hand on Fridays, 
Saturdays, and Sundays; 


times when people go gro- 
cery shopping and fill their 
gas tanks the most. Atten- 
dants would also be needed 
before and during snow- 
storms to assist in control- 
ling the flow of traffic. 

“We have been hearing 
pretty consisténtly that traf- 
fic has been backing up onto 
Broad Street and it has been 
inhibiting access for the lo- 


cal businesses,” she said. “I - 


appreciate Stop & Shop’s 
willingness to look at the 
different issues.” 

Southern Artery _ be- 


tween Coddington Street. 
* and McGrath Highway has 


consistent heavy traffic and 
increased accident data ac- 
cording to Quincy Police 
Chief Paul Keenan. 
Laforest believes doing 
away with Southern Artery 
access altogether will help 
resolve the issue. “It’s been 
pretty consistent that there’s 
no flow there,” she said. 


“They don’t allow a left 


coming out of the gas sta- 
tion which I think is impor- 
tant; the police driveway is 
right there. You don’t want 
to be blocking that. People 
do need to be able to take a 
left turn to exit that neigh- 
borhood.” 

The abutting property, 
which is: considered blight- 
ed, may be converted into 


an off-street holding area 
for cars as they wait to fill 
their tanks. 

Co-Chairman’ Andrew 
Scheele reiterated that red 
lights in the area are poorly 
timed and that adding an ad- 
ditional five seconds to their 
cycle would assist in allevi- 
ating road rage incidences. 

Scheele also spoke to 
neighboring representatives 
of the Sun Factory Tanning 
Studio, Pearle Vision, and 
Fratelli’s Pastry Shop who 
all voiced concerns that their 
businesses were being im- 
pacted by traffic back ups. 

“‘When that light turns red 
and you can’t take that left 
anymore where D’Angelos 
is, the other light turns green 
right away so there is no real 
opportunity for cars to pull 
up and take a left,” he said. 

LaForest credited the 
Quirk Ford Dealership with 
“eliminating some of the 
traffic coming in and out” 
by renovating their sales and 
service lot and moving their 
repair shop entrance from 
Broad Street to Field Street. 

Stop &. Shop officials 
will consult with the De- 
partment of Public Works 
and city traffic engineers to 
discuss red light timing and 
traffic flow. 

A motion was passed to 
place the issue on file for 
further discussion.

Kristina 
Johnson, Quincy’s_ director 
of transportation planning, 
said MassDOT’s final. con- 
struction schedule for the 
project could be unveiled as 
soon.as this week. : 

“The. word on the street 
is the finalized construction 
sequencing, which is really 
going to illuminate what’s 
really going to happen, is 
forthcoming over the next 
week,” Johnson said. 

When _ asked later by 
committee chairman Doug 
Gutro _ when: the project 


‘ would start, Johnson said it 


could start by the end of this 
month or in May. 

The _ project,.. Burgess 
explained, will be done in 
phases. The first step will

The contractor 
also is responsible for ensur- 
ing people can access those 
businesses during construc- 
tion of new sidewalks. 

~“We’ve got measures in 
the contract to ensure the 
contractor maintains ac- 
cess to the businesses while 
they’re performing construc- 
tion,” Burgess said while 
presenting a slide showing a 
wooden ramp leading to an 
entranceway. 

When Gutro asked how 
many businesses would re- 
quire temporary access over 
the entire’ construction pe- 
riod, Burgess said between 
50 and 75 businesses: in the 
area would need temporary

dards were drafted after the 
School Committee looked 
into policies used in neigh- 
boring community. Bregoli 
said the compromise reached 
requiring students to pass 
classes worth 25 credits is a 
positive step. 

“It’s a step in the right 


direction,” he said. “Right 


now we're sending the 
wrong message to kids.” 

The current requirments, 
Bregoli added, are the mini- 
mum standard set by the 
Massachusetts _Interscho- 
lastic Athletic Association 
(MIAA), the organizations 
that oversees high school 
athletics statewide. His pro- 
posal, he explained, means 
students could only fail one 
class in the core subject 
areas — English, math, sci- 
ence, history, and foreign 
language. 

The new rule would take 
effect in September. For the 
fall semester next year, final 
grades for the 2013-2014 
school year would be used 
to determine eligibility for 
students in grades 10-12; 
all ninth graders would be 
eligible for the fall semester. 
In subsequent semesters, 
grades from the preceding 
semester would be used to 
determine eligibility for all 
high schoolers. 

Bregoli’s proposal has

the backing of at least half 
of the seven-member School 
Committee. . 

Committee member Noel 
DiBona, who is the coach of 
the Quincy Point Panthers 
youth football team, said he 
is pleased with new stan- 
dards. 

“Being a coach myself 
I was happy and delighted 
to see another coach — Paul 
Bregoli — come up with this 


_ plan,” he said. 


DiBona noted that some 
people believe coaches 
would do anything to get a 
player on the field, includ- 
ing lessening academic 
standards. He feels, how- 
ever, that academics should 
come first. 

“Academics are more 
important than getting kids 
on the field,’ DiBona ex- 
plained. “Overall I’m de- 
lighted to see this.” 

Committee member Bar- 
bara Isola supported the 
new proposal in subcommit- 
tee. She believes each high 
schools’ athletic director will 
be able to work with teach- 
ers to help student-athletes 
succeed in the classroom 
and on the playing field. 

“As School Committee 
members wet set the policy 
and leave it up to the super- 
intendent’s leadership team, 
principals, teachers, and ath- 
letic directors to administer 


+ 
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it,” Isola said. “I’m very 
confident our athletic di- 
rectors will be able to work 
with teachers. We want to 
see athletes succeed.” 

Committee member Da- 
vid McCarthy said some 
student-athletes familiar 
with the current academic 
requirements have been able 
to take advantage of them 
by passing only the mini- 
mum amount of courses 
required. The proposed pol- 
icy, he explained, isn’t oner- 
ous enough to put athletes at 
a disadvantage. 

“T don’t think it’s putting 
anybody at a disadvantage,” 
McCarthy said. “It’s asking 
kids to pay attention and it’s 
asking coaches to step up.” 

“Both schools have flour- 
ished over the last several 
years academically,” he add- 
ed. “It’s an achievable goal 
we probably should have at- 
tacked a few years earlier. I 
applaud Mr. Bregoli.” 

The School Commit- 
tee will vote on the matter 
at its Wednesday, April 9, 
meeting, which will start at 
7 p.m. inside the temporary 
City Council chambers on 
the second floor of the City 
Hall annex. Bregoli said he 
hopes parents will use the 
open forum at the beginning 
of the meeting to voice their 
opinions on the proposal.

Drafty Windows A Costly Nuisance 


Q: Our front room windows have never been very 


good at keeping out drafts on windy nights, and in the 
summer, it’s the hottest room in the house. Do we need to 


replace these windows? -- Charlene T., via email 
A: Drafty, leaky windows have a number of causes -- 


from warped or old frames to single-pane windows and 
more -- but completely replacing the windows and frames 


can be quite costly. 


Your electric company may offer an 1 energy audit kit -- or 


you can even send a professional to perform an energy audit 


-- at low or no cost. A basic kit can determine that hot or 
cool air is escaping the house, while more detailed audits 


can determine where that air is escaping. 


Another way is to simply bring in a window replacement 
contractor to inspect the,front-room windows, determine 
what’s wrong and present an estimate for the cost of repair 
or replacement: This is the costliest option, so be certain the 
problem is severe enough to warrant window and/or frame 
replacement. Consider getting two or three estimates from 


different contractors to compare prices. 


In the long term, investing in new, higher-quality win- 
dows can save a lot in heating and air conditioning costs, and 


help make the front room more comfortable year-round. 


In the short term, you’ll want to take some inexpensive 
measures to prevent drafts and, in the summer, cool air from 


escaping. 


If you’ve performed an energy audit or have been able 
to figure out just where outside air is blowing through, you 
can lessen the problem. Air entering under the sash can be 
blocked by placing a length of foam weatherstripping along — 
the underside, where the sash meets the frame. Thinner 
weatherstripping can be installed vertically along the frame 
to prevent drafts from entering between the window and the 


frame. 


Install double-paneled curtains on all the windows of the 
room. In the winter, these provide an extra buffer between 
drafts and you. In the summer, these solid curtains can be 
pulled shut when the sun is shining into the room, to help 


keep the room cool. 


These short-term measures can save some energy, but to 
really make that room comfortable, take a serious look at re- 
placing the windows, particularly if my re old or the frame 


or sash are visibly warped. 


HOME TIP: Take a tour of your home and make note 
of as many improvement or maintenance tasks that you can 
find. Then create a schedule to tackle a few of them at a 


time.

New Home Buyers 


Solicitation From ‘Registered Property Services’ 


Norfolk County Reg- 
ister of Deeds William P. 
O’Donnell is warning Nor- 
folk County residents about 
a different version of a deed 
scam solicitation _ being 
made to consumers. 

This increasingly _ re- 
ported version of the deed 
scam seems to be targeting 
new home buyers, as well as 
others involved in real estate 
transactions around Norfolk 
County. 

Norfolk County residents 
who recently purchased 
property should be cautious 
about a solicitation being 
sent from an outfit called 
Registered Property Ser- 
vices located in Sioux Falls, 
South Dakota. This official 
looking correspondence ap- 
pears to be a bill and even 
includes specific property 
information. 


“It is important that new 
home buyers realize that 
this is not a bill, that it is not 
correspondence from the 
Registry of Deeds and that 
in fact they owe nothing,” 
O’ Donnell said. 

The solicitation from 
Record Transfer Services 
goes so far as to claim that 
their $83 fee provides evi- 
dence that the property was 
transferred and _ includes 
a requested response date 
which effectively appears to 
be a due date. 

“Tam deeply concerned 
that these solicitations ap- 
pear to be a bill or an invoice 
relating to local real estate 
transactions. Unfortunately 


consumers are interpreting 
this as a bill due and not 
the questionable solicitation 
that it actually is. It may be 
legal, but I still think it’s

Local Legislators Back

Members of ‘Quincy’s 
State House delegation sup- 
port. increasing Massachu- 
setts’ minimum wage and 
are optimistic both houses 
of the Legislature will be 
able to work out a compro- 
mise after passing separate 
bills in recent months. 

The Senate bill, ap- 
proved in November, would 
increase the state’s- current 
minimum wage — $8 an 
hour for most employees — 
incrementally to. $11 over 


the next three years. After 
2016, future minimum wage 
increases would be auto- 
matically tied to the rate of 
inflation. Tipped employees 
would see their minimum 
wage increase from $2.63 
per hour to $5.50 over the 
same three-year period. 

' The House’ passed its 
bill last week. It would in- 
crease the minimum wage to 
$10.50 over two years, and 
future increases wouldn’t 
be automatically linked to 
inflation. Under the House’s 


a -vtinimum Wage Bump 


bill, tipped employees would 
see their minimum wage in- 
crease to $3.75 over the next 
three years. 

Either bill would give 
the Bay State the highest 
minimum wage in the coun- 
try. The state of Washing- 
ton currently has the high- 
est minimum wage in the 
country at $9.32 an hour;

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Quincy Set To Purchase 6,300 Streetlights For $1 


Move Seen Saving City $350,000 Annually 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Quincy is nearing an 
agreement to purchase near- 
ly every streetlight in the 
city from National Grid for 
a total of $1. 

With the exception of 
decorative light poles on 
Washington Street near the 
. Fore River Bridge and along 
main streets in Quincy Cen- 
ter, Wollaston and North 
Quincy, the utility com- 
pany owns and operates all 
streetlights within the city. 
While National Grid owns 
those streetlights, Quincy 
pays for their maintenance, 
except for poles maintained 
by the state Department of 
Conservation and Recre- 


ation (DCR) including ones ' 


on Quincy Shore Drive and 
Furnace Brook Parkway. 

Under the agreement with 
the utility, the city would 
purchase 6,000 streetlight 
fixtures throughout the city 
and another 365 light poles 
— poles with lights and no 
other utility lines on them, 
such as those on Burgin 
Parkway. The poles main- 
tained by DCR would not be 
purchased by the city. 

Clint Schuckel, an engi- 
neer for Siemens, told the 
City Council’s oversight 


committee last week that- 


most other large cities in 
Massachusetts have already 
purchased streetlights. 
Since 1998 when state law 
began to allow municipali- 
ties to purchase the lights 
from utility companies nine 
of the 11 largest cities in 
Massachusetts have done 
so; Quincy and Springfield 
are the only outliers. 
Schuckel said communi- 
ties are motivated to pur- 
chase streetlights because 
it reduces the amount paid 
in maintenance costs. Ac- 
cording to mayoral spokes- 
man Chris Walker, Quincy 
currently pays $950,000 
annually to National Grid 


Ak the 


for streetlights, including 
costs for both electricity 


and maintenance. If the city - 


moves forward with pur- 
chasing the lights, it would 
pay approximately $125,000 
in ‘maintenance costs and 
$475,000 in electrical costs, 
saving about $350,000 per 
year. Walker said the city 
has already contracted with 
Coviello Electric of Woburn 
to maintain Quincy’s street- 
lights if the purchase moves 
ahead. 

Schuckel also noted cit- 
ies that purchase streetlights 


are able to provide a quicker 


response when residents re- 
port an out of service light. 
Currently in Quincy, once 
an out of service light is 
reported by a resident, the 
city contacts National Grid 
and waits for the utility 
to repair the light because 
only the utility can maintain 
the lights it owns. Ward 1 
Councillor Margaret Lafor- 
est said that process can be 
frustrating. 

“This is something the 
city has been working on 
and talking about for a 
while,” Laforest said. “It’s 
very frustrating for us from 
the constituent side of this 
to say ‘we’re waiting for 
National Grid, we’ve called, 
we’ve followed up, and we 
can’t get the -light turned 
on.’ It seems like a simple 
task.” 

In addition . to reduc- 
ing maintenance costs and 
improving response time, 
purchasing the streetlights 
would allow the city to install 
new LED lights. Schuckel 
said LEDs are expected 
to last up to 20 years, with 
most manufactures provid- 
ing a 10-year warranty. The 
city’s current sodium lamps 


have lifespans of six years. ~ 


The increased lifespan of 
LEDs means less mainte- 
nance costs associated with 
replacing the lights.

Pfc. William Caddy - Not Forgotten _ 


wu R. Caddy is not forgotten. 


Not by the city he grew up in. 
Not by the Marine Corps that he bravely served in. 
And not by his family that has carried on his name — and 
his spirit — for nearly seven decades. 

* It has been 69 years since Marine 
Corps Private First Class William Caddy 
made the ultimate sacrifice on Iwo Jima 
during World War II. The events of that | 
tragic but supremely heroic day read like 
Hollywood movie magic. 

- But this is not fiction dreamed up by 
The Quincy kid who grew up loving 
baseball and the Red Sox was — and will 


~ always be — an authentic American hero. 


William Caddy gallantly gave his life for his country on 
March 3, 1945 at the age of 19. He was awarded the Medal 
of Honor posthumously by President Harry S. Truman. 

The Medal of Honor citation describes Caddy’s hero- 
ism: 

“Consistently aggressive, Private First Class Caddy bold- 
ly defied shattering Japanese machine-gun and small-arms 
fire to move forward with his platoon leader and another Ma- 
rine during a determined advance of his company through 
an isolated sector and, gaining the comparative safety of a 
shell hole, took temporary cover with his comrades. 

“Immediately pinned down by deadly sniper fire from a 
well-concealed position, he- made several unsuccessful at- 
tempts to move forward and then, joined by his platoon lead- 
er, engaged the enemy in a fierce exchange of hand grenades 
until a Japanese grenade fell in the shell hole. Fearlessly 
disregarding all personal danger, Private First Class Caddy 
instantly threw himself upon the deadly missile, absorbing 
the exploding charge in his own body and protecting the 
others from serious injury. Stouthearted and indomitable, he 
unhesitatingly yielded his own life that his fellow Marines 
might carry on the relentless battle against a fanatic enemy. 

“His dauntless courage and valiant spirit of self-sacrifice 
in the face of certain death reflects the highest credit upon 
Private First Class Caddy and the United States Naval Ser- 
vice.” 

William Caddy’s life lives on within his family. Sherri 
Holleran, his niece, has attended the Caddy Memorial Ser- 
vice for as long as she can remember. 

“The memorial service has always been a part of our 
lives. We’ ve been coming here since were we little,” Sherri 
says. “This day is very important to my family. My mom 
passed away a few years ago and she was'so proud of Wil- 
liam (her only brother). She would tell everyone about him. 
She’d be at the doctors and she’d want to tell them about 
his story.” 

It’s not only the memory that Caddy’s family holds dear- 
ly. Several family members have the Caddy name as middle 
names, including Sherri’s daughter, Kaitlin, who also at- 
tended Sunday’s service with her mother. 

* The Caddy name is also the middle name of a cousin — 
Jackson Caddy Morris. The young boy’s father is a Captain 
in the Marines. 

Caddy’s Medal of Honor — the nation’s highest military 
honor — is a family heirloom and is shared among the family 
— especially by those who serve in the military. 

At Sunday’s service, Sherri Holleran helped place a me- 
morial wreath at a granite monument at the park that is dedi- 
cated to her uncle..Caddy Park is located on Quincy Shore 
Drive across from Wollaston Beach. 

Another wreath was placed on Caddy’s grave at the U.S. 
National Cemetery in Honolulu, Hawaii. 

Sherri’s mother was able to visit his grave some years 
ago. “She had never been there until she was older when 


- my sister moved there. Her husband is a Marine and to go 


there for the first time was very moving,” Sherri says, wip- 
ing away a tear. 
“Tt’s just so wonderful to see everyone show up today 
and to carry on this ceremony year after year,” she adds.

' Police, Leathemeck Honors Society and the North Quincy 


High School Air Force Jr. ROTC Cadets. 
Dan Clark - “The Singing. Trooper — offered stirring 


"renditions ofthe Star Spangled Banner and “The Marines 


Hymn” Wo a captive audience. 


Mary Crowley of the Caddy Detachment read Caddy’s 
moving Medal of Honor citation. As American and color 
guard flags fluttered against a deep blue sky, taps was per- 
formed in a solemn salute to Caddy and other veterans who 
gave their lives to keep America free. 

Also remembered were other Marines who had passed 
since last year’s ceremony, including Quincy firefighter and 
Marine veteran John Austin who died while on duty last 
July. 

Speakers offered tributes to a man they never met but 
whose bravery has left an indelible mark on so many lives. 

“We honor today a young many-of our beloved city who 
gave the last full measure of his devotion to his flag and to 
his friends,” said Rev. John Swanson, pastor of Union Con- 
gregational Church. “Remember that we are blessed with a 
heritage of legions of William Caddys who have paid the 
ultimate sacrifice. 

“Lord keep us mindful that our freedom is not free.” 

Coleman Nee, secretary of the state Department of Veter- 
ans’ Services, paraphrased President John F. Kennedy... 

“Poor is a nation that has no heroes but shameful is a na- 
tion that has them but forgets them. 

“It is.so heart-warming to be able to come here year after 
year and see that Quincy does not forget its heroes. Not just 
this Marine but all those who ‘have died in service to this 
nation.” 

Caddy was one four Quincy Marines who were killed 
in action fighting on Iwo Jima. The others: PVT Malcolm 
McPherson, PVT John W. Jackson and PVT John R. Koski. 
A total of 6,821 U.S, servicemen were killed on Iwo Jima, 
another 19,217 were wounded fighting the Japanese Impe- 
rial Army: The Japanese lost more than 19,000 personnel. 

“With the passage of time, our country’s memory of Iwo 
Jima has become a diminishing footnote in history,” said 
Mare Connolly, commandant of the Caddy Detachment. 
“But the fact remains that Iwo Jima was a landmark exam- 
ple of devotion to duty, personal courage, individual valor 
and self sacrifice. 

“While victory for the Marines was never in doubt, its 
cost in American lives was. But there are no words that can 
properly express the gratitude due to those fighting men 
who made the ultimate sacrifice in service to their country, 
It is only right that we should stand together and attempt the 
proper tribute to our fallen warriors.” 

Among the Marines attending Sunday’s ceremony was 
James Laskey, past National Commandant for the Marine 
Corps League and past commandant of the Caddy Detach- 
ment. Laskey lived in Quincy for many years before moving 
to Rhode Island, 

He said the William Caddy story, continues to inspires 
today’s Marines. 

“We have nothing but the utmost admiration for those 
who went before us and I say to the young folks (Marines) 
who are coming in today, ‘we really appreciate the job that 
you are doing for the Marine Corps and our country and 
they always respond with ‘you guys paved the way.’ 

“And I have to look at Private First Class Caddy. He 
paved the way for the next generation of Marines. It’s like 
passing of the baton to the next group. William Caddy has 
certainly been an inspiration to a lot of folks and somebody 
that we really want to identify with. He was just a great 


Laskey enlisted in the Marines out of Quincy in 1960 and 


served until 1980. He did a tour in Vietnam with the First 


Marine Division. 

“T had a chance to visit Iwo Jima on three separate occa- 
sions and Caddy does have an American flag that I raised on 
Mount Suribachi in his honor. It was one of the last times 
we were allowed to put a flag on top of the mount. I did it 
for Caddy.” 

Laskey — who served.as a Matine recruiter for many 
years — says Williafn R. Caddy set the standard for what a 
Marine is today. 

“They went to war, they were happy to serve and to serve 


_ their country. You can't express the gratitude that one has for 


these people - — not just William Caddy but for every Medal 
of Honor recipient and everybody who has fought in a war. 


“We have a lot of great Marines from Quincy and as - 


a recruiter during Vietnam this was a very, very patriotic 


and certainly a great area and I was very proud to represent 
Quincy as a recruiter. -

Just one simple ingredient can change the 
flavor of what is cooking.

1 stick butter 
1 % cups sugar 
1 teaspoon almond extract 
2% cups cake flour 
2 % teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt : 


cup milk plus 2 more tablespoons 
2 or 3 tablespoons crushed almonds (op- 
tional) 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 

Melt the butter and add the sugar. Mix until 
fluffy. Add the eggs, almond extract and mix 
for a minute or so. Add the baking powder, 
salt, almonds and the flour alternately with 
the milk-and beat for two minutes. 

Place inacake pan and bake for30 minutes 
or until a toothpick comes out clean from the 
center.

Saddened By Death Of Two Firefighters 


It is with sadness that I 
learn of the death of two fire- 
fighters. And with a sense of 
frustration from knowledge 
gained in a position-I held 


‘as a State Civil Service Ex- 


aminer. 

One of my duties was to 
write examinations for the 
position of Firefighter Offi- 
cer. The standard procedure 
was to use a huge chemis- 
try book as a reference as 
a source of questions. To 
answer the questions, the 
officer candidate had to an- 
swer questions based on rote 
memorization of chemical 
formulas. 

After awhile of writing 
these types of examinations, 
I felt that it would be more 
relevant to the position ta 
have questions based on 
firefighting tactics. So, using 


a book of tactics, I wrote the 
exam. What a hullabaloo! 
After the exam was 
given, a meeting of Fire 
Chiefs was held. The con- 
tention was that there is no 


right way -to-fight a fire. I: 


felt that if we used a book 
as a reference for chemistry 
questions, why not make a 
given book the standard for 
firefighting tactics. No dice. 
The exam was thrown out. 
Back to memorizing chemi- 
cal formulas. 

I must admit. there. was 
a political element to this 
method. No one can argue 
about a chemical formula. I 
visited. firehouses and gath- 
ered information from work- 
ing firefighters. In a conver- 
sation. with the Natick Fire 
Chief, he said that he would 
never allow his firefighters 


to enter a particular down- 
town office building in the 
event of a fire. It is a war- 
ren of offices. I had been in 
that building and had been 
confused in finding the right 
office. That building is of 
the same age and type as the 
Adams building in down- 
town Quincy. 

It haunts me that these 
and other firefighter deaths 
could have been avoided 
if the supervisory person- 
nel had recognized which 
buildings. are death traps. I 
can only hope that the of- 
ficer selection process will 
concentrate more on fire- 
fighting tactics rather than 
memorization of chemical 
formulas.

May 9th Deadline For

Residents who have a 
flood insurance policy in ef- 
fect prior to June 9 may be 
eligible for grandfathering 
at lower rates. They would 
be locked in to a lower rate, 
which would increase at a 
maximum of 15-18 percent 
per year until it reaches what 
FEMA determines the true 
rate should be. The. 30-day 
waiting period before a pel- 
icy comes into effect means 
the insurance would need 
to be purchased by May 9 
_ to possibly be eligible for 


grandfathering. 
Coughlin’s comments 
after Woodard & Curran Se- 


nior Vice President Joseph 
D. Shea provided an update 
on the city’s appeal efforts. 

Woodard & Curran is 
basing the appeal on a num- 
ber of factors. In some 
instances, they are work- 
ing with the Woods Hole 
Group to provide different 
modeling than FEMA used. 
Specifically, the appeal will 
use a Simulating Waves 
Nearshore (SWAN) Model, 
which is considered more 
appropriate for the East 
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Coast than FEMA’s model- 
ing. ; 
company is also us- 
ing contouring and edge- 
matching corrections in its 
appeal. 

A contour correction, 
according to Shea, means 
FEMA has incorrect topo- 
graphical information en- 
tered for certain areas. He 
highlighted a neighborhood 
in Wollaston where the new 
map shows a. flood reaching 
12 feet above sea level over- 
taking houses 13 or 14 feet 
above sea level. 

Edgematching, he ex- 
plained, means FEMA may 
have incorrectly placed the 
edge of the flood zone over 
residential areas. To illus- 
trate this, Shea showed one 
area of Ward 1 where the 
flood zone-ends in a flat line 
10 feet past a’sea wall. 

Woodard & Curran has 
hired a number of survey- 
ors to gather topographical 
information for the city’s 
LOMR. Residents can have 
their property included in the 
survey information by con- 
tacting the city engineer’s 
office at 617-376-1937.

Cont’d From Page 1 
ground in the city,” Cassani 
said. “This playground will 
have poured in place rubber. 
It will have ADA compli- 
ance. It will have additional 
parking. It will make im- 
provements to the overall 
entryway to the park.” 

The renovation proj- 
ect will also include new 
playground equipment and 
drainage improvements, of- 
ficials said Tuesday. 

Prior to the council’s 
vote, Quincy Community 
Preservation Community 
had to approve the $250,000 
appropriation.

The federal minimum 
wage is $7.25 an hour, and 
current Massachusetts law 
mandates the state’s mini- 
mum be at least 10 cents 
higher. The House bill 
would ensure the state’s 
minimum wage be at least 


40 cents higher than the fed-” 


eral wage; the Senate would 
require it to be 50 cents 
higher. 

The House bill also con- 
tains language that would 
make reforms to the state’s 
unemployment insurance 
program, essentially freez- 
ing the rate at which em- 
ployers are required to pay 
into the system. The Senate 
has approved similar legis- 
lation, though it did so sepa- 
rately from the minimum 
wage increase. 

The Senate’s minimum 
wage bill passed by a 31-7 
margin and the House bill 
was approved in a 123- 
24 vote. Both votes were 
largely along party lines. 
Quincy’s four legislators, all 
Democrats, voted in favor 
of the bill in their respective 
houses. ; 

“If someone is willing 
to work for a living they 
should be making more than 
$16,000 a year,” said Sen. 
John Keenan, referring to 
the amount of money a full- 
time employee currently 
earns on minimum wage. 

House Majority Leader 
Ron Mariano said he sup- 
ported the House’s bill be- 
cause of the benefit it would 
provide to working fami- 
lies. 

“Tt was.a bill. we worked 
on for a long time,” Mariano 


“Said. “We put a plan togeth- 


er for working families that 
will benefit them.” 

“No one should be work- 
ing full-time and living in 
poverty,” Rep. Bruce Ayers 
stated, “and all too often 
we hear stories of residents 
struggling to make ‘ends 
meet.” 

Members of the delega- 
tion also said they didn’t 
share the concerns some 


in the business community 
have regarding the proposed 
increase in minimum wage. 
Rep. Tackey Chan, the vice 
chair of the Joint Committee 
on Community Develop- 
ment and Small. Businesses, 
said concerns about the im- 
pact of raising the minimum 
wage have been raised in the 
past. Those concerns, how- 
ever, have not been borne 
out. 

“I do understand the 
concern but it’s not a new 
argument. If raising the 
minimum wage led to mas- 
sive job losses, we would’ ve 
seen it five years ago,” Chan 
said, referring to the last 
minimum wage increase in 
2008. “We would have seen 
it 10 years ago and 15 years 
ago.” 

Chan also noted the pro- 
posed reforms to the state’s 
unemployment insurance 
program would benefit many 
companies statewide. 

“Tt will be significantly 
better than the current stat- 
ute,” he said. “More than 70 
percent of businesses should 
see benefits from this.” 

Mariano said he knows 
small business owners are 
worried about an increase, 
but the House’s increase 
isn’t large enough to be a 
concern. 

“We’re in a challeng- 
ing economy and I know 
they’re afraid of how it will 
effect them, but my feel- 
ing is we’re not asking for 
a huge increase,” Mariano 
said. “I’m not as concerned 
about that as others are.” 

Keenan noted increas- 


ing minimum wage would 
help boost the economy. in 
the long run. An employee 
working in an ice cream shop 
making minimum wage, for 
example, would be able to

go next door and buy lunch 
with the extra money. 

“In the mid to longer 
term it will have a positive 
impact,” Keenan said, add- 
ing proposed reforms to the 
unemployment insurance 
program would help offset 
the costs to businesses. 

Keenan also explained 
that when larger employers 
pay a substantial number 
of their workers minimum 
wage, taxpayers are forced 
to pay the cost of social ben- 
efits such as health insur- 
ance. Increasing the mini- 
mum would help address 
that situation. 

“We’re all paying for that 
employer,” Keenan said. 
“We’ve got to address it. 
That’s not fair and it’s not 
right.” 

Mariano and Keenan are 
optimistic that both houses 
will reach a compromise to 


send to Gov. Deval Patrick. 


“There are significant 
differences,” Mariano said. 
“It is my hope to get the 
crux of a minimum wage 
increase done and look then 
begin to look at issues relat- 
ed to unemployment.” 

“It’s important for em- 
ployees that. we get the min- 
imum wage corrected and 
it’s important for employees 
that we make unemployment 
insurance reforms,” Keenan 
said. “Hopefully we’ll get 
together and work it out.” 

In addition to the House 
and Senate bills, a refer- 
yendum on the raising the 
minimum wage may appear 
on November’s ballot. The 
proposed ballot question, 
backed by Democratic U.S. 
Sen. Elizabeth Warren and 
labor groups, would raise the 
minimum wage to $10.50 an 
hour over two years and tie 
future increases to inflation.

Wollaston Beach staple 
Tony’s Clam Shop is. cel- 
ebrating its 50° anniversary 
of serving generations. of 
hungry beachgoers in Quin- 
cy. 

Operated by Tony and 
Matilda Kandalaft. since 

1964, Tony’s boasts an im- 
pressive, and reasonably 
priced, menu of seafood, hot 
dogs, and hamburgers. What 
began as a humble takeout 
and pickup stand servicing 
Quincy residents ‘and tour~ 
ists alike has since grown 
to a sit-down restaurant that 
seats over 160 patrons. On 
seasonable days, it’s not un- 
usual for roughly 800 cus- 
tomers to stop by, particu- 
larly for their most popular 
item; fried clams with the 
bellies still attached. 

Karen Djerf, the Kan- 
dalaft’s daughter, said her 
father—who is 95—can 
still be frequently found 
there tending to the garden 
behind the restaurant, grow- 
ing tomatoes still used in the 
shop’s fresh salads. He also 
sweeps sand from the front 
deck on an almost daily ba- 
sis. Matilda, also in her mid- 
90s, comes in periodically 
to sit at her favorite table 
in the corner to eat and ob- 
serve customers as they stop 
in for food after a day on the~ 
beach. 

Besides seafood, they of- 
fer Middleastern specialties 
such a tabbouleh and hum- 
mus; a nod to Tony’s Leba- 
nese roots, 

After leaving’ Lebanon 
and managing a small gro- 
cery store in Brazil for ten 
years, Tony relocated to 
America where he worked 
several: jobs and relied on 
the generosity of friends not 
only to support his family, 
but to be able to afford the 
down payment on what was 
at the time the Wollaston 
Clam Shop.

The Walk has become an 
annual tradition for many 
families on the South Shore. 
For the past 40 years Inter- 
faith has hosted the fund- 
raiser to benefit thousands 
of South Shore families in 
need of food, counseling and 
emergency assistance. This 
year they have added a pro- 
fessionally timed SK run to 
the festivities which already 
include: food, music, raffles, 
kids’ games, a photo booth 
and face painting. 

The Walk has grown sub- 
stantially over the past four 
decades. Originally called 
Protestant Social Service Bu- 
reau (PSSB), Interfaith was 
founded in 1947 by Quincy’s 
religious leaders. The orga- 
nization’s mission focused 
on mental health counseling 
and serving at-risk children. 
In 1975 the a 


branched i 


out and established programs 
to alleviate the significant 
challenges that their clients 
faced. That year they opened 
the Pantry Shelf food pro- 
gram, which has grown to 
become one of the largest 
emergency food pantries in 
Greater Boston today; serv- 
ing over 18,000 South Shore 
residents every year. 

When The Pantry Shelf 
opened in 1975 local church- 
es offered to host an annual 
fundraising . Walkathon to 
support the fledgling food 
pantry. Each year a differ- 
ent church hosted the event. 
This caused The Walk’s route 
to transition between vari- 
ous communities including: 
Quincy, Weymouth, Braintree 
and Hingham. In the 1990’s 
PSSB_ changed their name 
to Interfaith Social Services 
to reflect that the organiza- 
tion was not affiliated with 
a religion and that its focus 
was on providing emergency 
assistance to those in need. 
In that same time period the 
Walk found its permanent 
home in Quincy. For almost 
two- decades the event has 
been held in Quincy’s Wol- 
laston Beach, Squantum and

What started as a ten mile 
route is now only three miles. 
“This change was made a few 
years ago to make the Walk 
more accessible to families 
with children,” said Inter- 
faith’s executive director Rick 
Doane. “This is a very family 
oriented event with activities 
like kids games and bouncy 
houses. Those parents who 
had to push a stroller for ten 
miles welcomed the change 
to a three mile route.” 

“For one day every year 
our walkers fill up the side- 
walks in Quincy,”.said Do- 
ane. “That visual of hundreds 
of people doing something. 
together is what brings 
awareness. The walkers and 
runners who participate help 
people remember that hun- 
ger and suffering exist in our 
community and they can do 
something about it. Not ev- 
eryone is able to volunteer in 
a food pantry but anyone can 
participate in this event.” 

“We know that thousands 
of people, across various 


generations, have _partici- 
pated in this event over the 
past forty years. We hope 
that many of those previous 
participants will cone out 
this year to make it our must 
successful Walk ever.” All of 
the proceeds from The Walk 
make it possible for Inter- 
faith Social Services to assist 
thousands of disadvantaged 
local families every year with 
programs focused on hunger, 
mental health and emergency 
assistance.

Less than one month af- 
ter severing ties with Street- 
Works, Koch identified the 
vicinity of the Ross Park- 
ing Garage as the city’s top 
priority for downtown rede- 
velopment. He believes the 
first private redevelopment, 
aside from Quincy Mutual’s 
Merchants Row project, 
should take place at the Ross 
Garage because the structure 
needs to be torn down. 

“Our priority is the Ross 
Patking Area, no question 
about it.

Being Restored At 
Hancock Cemetery 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

A $113,000 project to re- 
store 259 gravestones at the 
historic Hancock Cemetery 
is now underway. 

The site, located next to 
the old City Hall building, 
was first used as a burial 
ground in the 1620s when 
English settlers first arrived 
in what is now Quincy. 
More than 1,000 are buried 
in the site, including the 
Rev. John Hancock (father 
of the signer of Declaration 
of Independence) and Josiah 
Quincy. Presidents John 
and John Quincy Adams 
and their wives, First Ladies 
Abigail and Louisa Cathe- 
rine, were also buried in the 
cemetery before they were 
moved to the United First 
Parish Church (the Church 
of the Presidents). 

The. restoration project, 
which will take place this 
summer, will see 259 of the 
gravestones in the cemetery 
repaired. Officials marked 
the start of the project Tues- 
day at a City Hall ceremo- 
ny. 

“For the city of Quin- 
cy it’s another great day,” 
Mayor Thomas Koch said at 
the ceremony, “It’s another 
page in the chapter in recent 
years of the city’s recom- 
mitting to its historical sites,

historical buildings, which 
are so, so important and vi- 
tal to our history but also to 
our future.” 

The project is being 
funded by an_ allocation 
of $80,000 from Quincy’s 
Community Preservation 
Committee and a $33,000 
Massachusetts _ Historical 
Commission grant. Ward | 
Councillor Margaret Lafor- 
est said the city’s adoption 
of the state’s Community 
Preservation Act, which es- 
tablished the CPC, has prov- 
en beneficial. 

“History is very inte- 
gral to the identity of the 
City of Presidents. We are 
privileged to be home to the 
Adams National Histori- 
cal Park, the Church of the 
Presidents, and many other 
cultural and historic organi- 
zations,” Laforest said. 

“As a City, having the 
Community _ Preservation 
Act allows us to support 
those organizations and to 
showcase the depth of our 
city’s history at other sites 
like the Hancock Cemetery. 
This first period cemetery 
is notable for the promi- 
nent people buried there 
and the gravestone art to be 
shown.”

© On May 1, 1941, months before its release, Orson 
Welles’ landmark film “Citizen Kane” begins generating 
such controversy that Radio City Music Hall refuses to 
show it. “Citizen Kane,” now revered as one of the greatest 
movies in history, made its debut at the smaller RKO Palace 
Theater and was a failure at the box office. : 
¢ On April 29, 1968; “Hair,” the now-famous “tribal 
love-rock musical” that introduced the era-defining song 
“Aquarius,” premieres on Broadway. “Hair” quickly be- 
came not just a smash-hit show, but a genuine cultural phe- 
nomenon. 
¢ On-May 3, 1980, 13-year-old Cari Lightner of Fair 
Oaks, Calif., is killed by a drunk driver while walking along 
a quiet road when the car swerves out of control and strikes 
her. Cari’s tragic death compelled ‘her mother, Candy Light- 
ner, to found the organization Mothers Against Drunk Driv- 
ing (MADD).

Wollaston School Marks 100 Years

The Wollaston Elemen- 
tary School held its 100 an- 
niversary, celebration Satur- 
day by opening up its doors 
to past and current students 
and faculty. . 

All were invited to take 
a literal walk down memory 
lane by visiting classrooms, 


each one dedicated to a spe-_ . 


cific decade between 1910 
and 2000. “We hope that 
as you walk our halls once 
again you will relive those 
memories and share your 
stories with us,” said princi- 
pal James Hennessy. “Wol- 
laston School”has been the 
foundation of our neighbor- 
hood...so often we think of 
our schools as just a build- 
ing but it is so much more 
than that. It’s a community 
and people.”

‘ of “Happy Birthday” sung 


by the school’s choir, Mayor 
Thomas Koch addressed 
the crowd. “The mission re- 
mains the same; to provide 
each child the opportunity to 
succeed in a loving and car- 
ing environment,” he said, 

According to Koch, in 
1912 the building had: 12 
rooms and operated on a 
yearly budget of $172,000. 
The. superintendent’s  sal- 
ary was $2,760 a year. The 
school was. closed between 
1982 and 1987 but reopened 
due to neighborhood ef- 
forts. . 

Also in attendance were 
state Sen. John Keenan, City 
Councillor and alumnus 
Kevin Coughlin, and state 
Rep. Tacky Chan who said 
the school was the “heart 
and soul” of the neighbor- 
hood. 

“I find it hard to belie¥e 
that it was 40 years ago that 
I was sitting in the same 
place you are in Wollaston . 
School,” said Coughlin. 

Diane Smith, a student 
at - Wollaston Elementary 
between 1961 and 1967, 
said the celebration brought 
back fond memories of her 
childhood. growing up in 
the area. “Just the neighbor- 
hood itself, the community 
itself, it’s where I grew up. 
I lived in the neighborhood 
and spent many a day on the 
playgrounds,” she said. 

She recalled being taught 
how. to dance. and even ski 
in the school gymnasium. 
“Quincy Recreation used 
to do a program where you 
could learn to do things in-

even said he remembered all 
of his teachers, although the 
memories were fuzzy. “Ac- 
tually. I remember them all, 
vaguely though,” he said 
while admiring black and 
white phofos in a classroom 
dedicated to the decade of 
the 1930s. 

Former assistant _prin- 
cipal. and drama program 
director Susan Engorn said 
she couldn’t miss the event.

. One former student. ap- 
proached him anxious to see 
the assembly hall not know- 
ing it had been converted to 
five separate classrooms to 
accommodate the growing 
neighborhood. “It was in 
the 50s when the population 
started to increase,” he said.

This view is from 
Dorchester Street. The Inn was built by Nelson V. Ti- 
tus whose wife, Lillie, had inherited a large farm and 
most of the land in this part of Squantum. They hired 
Joseph Lee, a leading and well-known Boston caterer, 
as the Inn’s manager. Lee soon made the Inn a popular 
summer dining destination featuring his famous native 
seafood and fresh game dinners. In addition to its main 
formal dining room, the Inn also featured private dining 
rooms and a sweeping veranda for outdoor casual din- 
ning overlooking Dorchester Bay and Boston Harbor. 
Patrons could easily reach the Inn by steamer from 
Boston’s City Point to a pier nearby. In later years, after

Lee died and with the advent of automobiles, business 
fell off. The Inn’s name was changed to the Wan-eta. 
Then in 1929 Boston’s first radio stations, WNAC and 
WAAB, set up operations in the Inn and built a 430-foot 
transmitting tower here. It was the first in the world to 
use a new dual-transmitting technology, but it caused 
havoc with Quincy residents’ ability to receive other 
radio stations. In 1943 station WAAB was moved to 
Worcester and the tower was unnecessary. It was then 
demolished along with the Inn and the five-acre site was 
divided into house lots. Today, remnants of the tower’s 
base and cable moorings can be seen in the yards of 
the houses built there.

$3.5 Million State Aid 
Boost Seen For City

Mayor Francis X. McCauley said he was ‘heartened’ by 
word from the State House that Gov. Michael Dukakis had 
proposed a state aid formula that would provide Quincy 
with an additional $3.5 million in fiscal 1984. 
“The figure is higher than we expected,” McCauley said, 
“but it will still be a tight squeeze before we finalize the 
budget numbers.” 
The mayor said he had been expecting about $2.8 million 
in additional state aid, a far cry from 1982 when the state 
showered $7 million in extra aid on the city. 
“Last year we did well in both receipts and expenditures 
on the cherry sheet — we won both ways,” McCauley said. 
“We still don’t know what we will be charged for the MDC, 
MBTA, etc., on the cherry sheet.” 
The mayor said he planned to meet with City Auditor 
Robert E. Foy III in the coming days to discuss potential 
receipts for fiscal 1984, ‘and other numbers for the pot.’

AGAINST DRUNK DRIVING 
Students at Quincy’s high schools planned to kick off the 
prom and graduation season in a novel but pragmatic way — 
with a rally against drunk driving. 
The Quincy chapter of SADD (Students Against Driving 
Drunk) was sponsoring a monster rally at both high schools 
in May to emphasize safety.
